JOURNAL OF THE HOUSE OF NOBLES 


SESSION OF 1841. 


; NOTas te 


On the first day. of April in the year of our Lord 1541, 
the Nobles of Hawaii met at Luaehu, in Lahaina, Maui according 
to the requirement of the Constitution, and Kapena was chosen 
to be their Secretary.

The first thing considered vas residuum lands. 

l. In relation to ali Jaws on taxation it is enacted, that 
Wnaenever the Governor shall perceive that any man suffers on 
account of the unjust bearing of a particular law it shall then 
be the duty of the Governor to free the man in accordance with 
strict justice and not enforce that particular phrase of the 
law. 

Of men who violate the law. 

2. When a man is condemned to work for the Government 
according to law, the land agents may claim the labor of the 


men belonging to their lands on their working days. But the 


l. 


pest way is for the man who has the charre of the public labor 
to keep account of the labor days which the land agent.has a 
right to claim, and let the criminal first work the Government 
portion of the time, and afterwards that of the Land Agent. 

At the conclusion of the above adjourrment was taken for 


the day. 


April 2. At the hour of 10 the Nobles again assembled the 
meeting was opened with a prayer. The minutes of the previous 
meeting were then read by the Secretary. 

5. The following amendment was inserted in Chapter III ` 
regarding the specified months When the taxes should be paid. 
"From the first day of October to the end of December." 

At the conclusion of the above adjournment was taken for 


the day. 


April 3. At the hour of 10 the Nobles again assembled. 

4. Transient persons who have regular daily employment 
shall not.go to the Tuesday labor of the King, but all transient 
persons who have not regular daily labor must go. 

5. The Nobles also discussed as to the hour when work should 
cease on lapor days and it was decided that the law vas quite 
sufficient in this. 

6. The Nobles then took up for consideration the subject of 
Transient shoal fish. The following was then passed. "Eliminate 
certain words in Section Hight, Page 29, and insert the follow- 
ing: The transient shoal fish spoken in this law are, 

1. The Kule, | 
2. The Anaeholo, 
3. The Alalauva, 
4, The Uhukai, 
5. The Kawelea, 
6. The Kawakawa, 


7. The Kala ku. 


These kinds of fish shall be. divided equally, whenever they 
arrive at these Islands or whenever they drift along. The words 
to be eliminated are those from the word mtd inau" to the words, 
"There shall be" the words between these words are the words to 


pe eliminated. 


April 5. The Nobles assembled at the hour of ten at which 
time David ialo and Kaauwai were admitted to the assembly having 
been elected from Maui. The minutes were then read by the 
Secretary. The subject of taxation laws was discussed at length, 
but nothing was passed, because it was decided to defer the 
matter until the others were present. 

T. Kaauvai then reported of troubles in his district, the 
landlords taking one third of the fish caught by their tenants. 
The following amendment was then made. "The people of other 
lands shall give to the landlord one third of the fish thus 
taken on said land." 

‘There peing difficulties found regarding to the land taxes, 


David lalo was appointed to make a report on the same. 


April 6. At the hour of ten the Nobles again assembled. 

8. If there is much rain on the King's labor day, 80 as to 
darken the heavens, then it shall be improper to labor, let the 
labor cease as the amount of rain shall require, at the King's 
loss,or the land agents as the case may be. But if the rain be 
trifling such as not to interfere with labor, then it shall con- 
tinue, and only those who are weak and benumbed shall return. 
But if the people prefer to leave the work entirely, and work 


On one of their own days, that too shall be proper. 


Avril 7. At the hour of ten the Nobles again assembled. 
9. If any tenant of a land have a number of children, so 

that he is freed from taxation, then his landlord shall not be 

called on to pay on his account. The taxes shall be diminished 


according to the number of men who staid away. 
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April 8. The Nobles again assembled at the hour of ten. The 
minutes were read by the Secretary. A discussion was then had 
regarding to the taboo on transient shoal fish, and it was - 
agreed that the law was proper. 

10. But they deemed it proper however to repeal the words 
in the law regarding to the punishment, which epaganued a man 
from fishing for two years. 

The following amendment was then made. "Such person shall 
be allowed to fish providing he pays for such right. If he take 
one fish criminally he shall pay five fish of the same kind 
taken by him. And if a canoe full be taken then five canoés 


full shall be paid even to the farthest extent." 


April 9. The Nobles assembled at the hour of ten. Kuakini 
came into the assembly this day. A discussion was had on the 
School Laws in relation to the land of the teachers, but nothing 


was passed. 


April 10. The Nobles assembled at the hour of ten. The 
School laws were again taken up for discussion, and the matter 
was gone into at some length but nothing was passed. On this 
day they appointed David Malo, John Ii and Richards to report 
on the subject in due time. 

They also discussed at length the living of people with the 
chiefs. | 

The following amendment was made: 

11. "It shall be the duty of those to whom the King gives 


land, and also of their land agents." 


April 12. At the hour of 10 the Nobles assembled. 
12. The Nobles discussed regarding the one third interest 
in the lands left to an heir and it was agreed that the law was 


right in the matter. 


13. The Nobles also took up the subject of the fine to be 
imposed by the Governor in the Marriage laws, which is one 
hundred dollars, supported by page 3, section 3, that the re=- 
sponsibility must rest on those who deceive the Governor, and it 


was agreed that the law was proper in this respect. 


April 13. The Nobles again assembled at the hour of 10. 
John Young then explained the purpose of the letter written by 
Kanaina to the Nobles. 

The following is the land tax for this year, and is 
published for the information of the tax officers and of the 
people universally. 

1. Money shall be the standard by which all taxes and 
assessments are to be estimated and it would be very well if 
all men would pay their taxes in Money. 

2. Kukui nuts are valuable properties. In places where the 
Kukui nuts abound, the tax shall be in those, according to the 
size of the land so the tax shall be apportioned out. The price 
shall be a dollar and a half per barrel. Six barrels and two 
thirds will be equal to a fathom swine. 

3. Arrow root is valuable property. Where arrow root is 
abundant the taxes shall. be t7ken in arrow root. And the tax 
shall be proportioned to the size of the land. The price shall 
be the same as that of live pork, that is three cents per pound. 
Three hundred and thirty-three pounds are equal to a fathnon 
swine. 

4. Turmeric is also a valuable article. Where turmeric is 
abundant, the taxes shall be in that. The price by the pound 
shall be the same as that of Arrow root. 

5. Where none of these kinds of property can be obtained, 
and fish are abundant, there the tax shall be paid in fish: 
and shall be in proportion to what the tax of the land would be 


in money. If the land would be taxed a fathom swine, then there 
shall be an amount of fish equal in value to ten dollars. 

6. If none of the Articles mentioned above can be ohtained, 
then the tax officer shall ascertain whether there be any other 
article of a fixed value, but if the people possess no such 
article, then swine will be taken. 

7. Furthermore, every man shall carry his taxes to a place 
suitable for vessels to go and receive them, to such places too 
as the tax officer shall appoint. 

These taxes confined to the present year, but if found to 


pe suitable, will be continued, but if not, will be abandoned. 


Avril 14, At the hour of 10 the Nobles again assembled, 
and Malai the person elected from Oahu came in. 

Another thing: An amendment was inserted in reference to 
forest trees. "But the Ohia Lehua which one man can clasp shall 
not be tabooed. All persons shall have a right to take it. Nor 
shall there be any taboo on those things which are lying on the 
top of the ground,.nor on the fruit of the trees, or roots 
growing in the ground..It shall be improper for the konohiki to 
taboo any other article except timber. 

Another amendment made was this, certain words were elimi- 
nated and the following were inserted: “He that gives previous 
notice shall pay one rial and the land egents and officers shall 


not refuse that price." 


April 15. The Nobles again assembled at the hour of 10. 
Leleiohoku's report regarding the duties of a wife to her hus- 
band, and of the husband to his wife during times of sickness, 
was read, The law = declared to be richt in this matter. 

After this, the obiections from the people of Oahu against 
certain laws were submitted: and after the same were read it vas 


seen that the laws were proper, but the fault was with the 


officials. 
6. 


The Nobles also discussed on the two labor weeks of the 
King and Landlords. If it be agreed that those two weeks shall 
pe in succession it is well, and if it be agreed to work on one 


and pass one, or to exchange, that also is well. 


April 16. At the hour of 10 the Nobles again assembled. The 
following amendment was inserted in the law against cursing. 
"But if the criminal choose to pay a fine in money or other 
property, and so escape irons, it is well, though in that re- 
spect it shall be as he can agree with the one vhom he cursed, 
the judses also seeing that there is a due proportion between 
the crine and punishment." 

Amendments were also inserted in the labor lawas follows: 
"But if a man go abroad, and the labor day cf the King or king- 
dom arrives, if the stranger labor, it shall then be the duty 
of the tax officer to give him a certificate, and then he shall 
not be required to work again when he returns to his own place." 

The following amendment was also inserted in the labor law 
in reference to the Friday labor days of the landlords in the 
matter of the amount of tithe. "The tax officers shall take the 
property to the King." 

The following amendment was also made. 

"When a child is born, then the father or the mother shall 
inform the tax officer, who shall record in a table the name of 
the child, the name of the parents, name of the land, the day, 
the month and the year that the child was born," 

"If neither the father nor mother give this notice, then 
hose parents are guilty of an impropriety, he shall not be freed 
from labor on the labor days, even if he have a number of 


children," 


April 17. At the hour of ten the Nobles again assembled. 
The following amendment wes inserted. 


var 


1. "If a judge be guilty of real misconduct, and witha 
criminal design, and punish a man unjustly, or set a guilty man 
at liberty, or if he do this on account of prejudice, he shall 
then be brought to trial before the supreme judges, and when 
convicted, he shall cease to be a judge, nor shall he receive 
any pay for the year in which he committed the offence." 

The following amendment was also adopted. 

2. "Whatever persons are condemned by the judges to pay a 
fine or to labor, if they refuse obedience to the sentence of 
the judge, then irons are the consequence, or a rope, let him 
be perfectly secured until he yield assent to the decision. But 
if the criminal give notice of his intention to appeal to the 
Governor, or to the supreme judges, it shall be proper for him 
to do so. He shall not be confined, let him appeal. But if the 
Governor try him anew, or the supreme. judges, and find the man 
really guilty, according to the previous sentence, then the 
punishment shall be increased. If the fine were ten dollars, 
then one more shall be added. If the punishment were two months 
hard labor, then the time shall be lengthened five days. And in 
that proportion shall the punishment of all persons be increased 
who appeal without grounds." 

On this day Kapiolani by unanimous consent of the Nobles 
was allowed to attend the session of the Nobles. 

3. Again, another amendment was wade regarding the fish 
belonging to the Konohikis and the King. "The general tax officer 
may lay a protective taboo on the King's fish, and also on those 
of the land agents, but the land agents and the King also may 
eat of their own fish tabooed by themselves, even before the 


taboo of the tax officer is repealed." 


April 19. At the hour of 10 the Nobles again assembled. 
An amendment was made to the taxation law as follows: 


8. 


"But if the tax officer perceives that the land is un- 
furnished, having but few people, then it shall be his duty to 
diminish the taxation in a due proportion. He shall not look at 
the size of the land mately nor at the number of people only, 
but shall look at both together, and assess the tax justly, that 
the burdens of all the people may be made alike.” 

Furthermore on this day, the harbor laws were also read 


and passed by the Nobles. 


April 20. At the hour of 10 the Nobles again assembled. 

1. The law against fast riding where people have congre- 
gated was read and it was unanimously passed by the Nobles. 

2. The law on articles of value that have been lost and 


found was also read and unanimously passed by the Nobles. 


April 23. The Nobles again assembled at the hour of ten.. 

1. The law respecting mischievous beasts was passed unani- 
mously by the Nobles. 

2. The law respecting domestics, servants and hired men 
was unanimously passed by the Nobles. 

3. The law respecting the racing of horses secretly was 
unanimously passed by the Nobles. 

4. The law respecting vagrants was nuanimously passed by 
the Nobles. 

5. The law respecting to property in trust was unanimously 


passed by the Nobles. 
April 24. At the hour of 10 the Nobles again assembled. 
-= Respecting Parental Duties. -- 


The law respecting to parental duties was read and unani- 
mously passed by the Nobles. 
The Nobles also discussed the law respecting to debtors, 


but was not vassed. 


The petition of Keaweiwi regarding the killing of his pig 


by Kale was read. 


Kaauwai also spoke of his troubles in connection with a 
pig. 

Malo spoke of his petition regarding his and one other, 
election by the people. 

Kanaina spoke of his troubles with Kaniho. 


April 26. At the hour of ten the Nobles again assembled. 
The Nobles who were tardy were examined. 

1. The law respecting to debtors was again read and passed 
by the Nobles. 

The Nobles also discussed about enacting a law making tue 
foreigners pay so much a year per foot of land used as house 


lots. It was not passed however. 


May 3. The Nobles assembled at the hour of 10. The Laws re- 


garding to Partnerships were read, but were net passed. 


May. 4. The Nobles assembled at the hour of 10. The Nobles 
took up for discussion the Harbor Laws for Honolulu to make 
them something like those cf Lahaina, 2nd amendments were made 
to same. 

A discussion was also had on other subjects, such as Lewd- 
ness, women who become pregnant, men without wives, women with- 
cut husbands and also of fines whether to increase or decrease 


them. 


May 5. The Nobles again asserbled at the hour of 10. The 
law on Adultery was read, also that of Assault, and of Rape, but 


were not passed. 


Xay 6. The Nobles again assembled at the hour of 10. The 
laws on Adultery and Assault were again read, but were not 
passed. 


10. 


l. The law regarding to fines paid in Articles of value 
for breaches of the law was read, and it was passed that fines 
paid in this way should be paid to the Government only. 

2. The law regarding to loud talking at night after the 
hour of Nine, was passed* by the Nobles. 

The law regarding to gathering of crowds without zood 


reason was also passed unanimously by the Nobles. 


May 7. At the hour of 10 the Nobles again assembled. 

An amendment was also made to the Labor Tax as follows: 

1. "But if the King choose to dispense with the labor of 
the people at any particular place on the Islands, and instead 
thereof to lay a regular tax on the people, it is proper to do 
so, but the tax shall not exceed $4.50 each man, according as 
is mentioned in the law. And if any man be taxed according to 
this permission, and he do not pay it, he shall then be required 
to work the full number of days he has missed, and the same also 
with the land agents." 

This was passed by the Nobles. 

2. The Nobles also took up for discussion the law regard- 
ing to Gambling, but was not passed. 

3. The law regarding to Perjury was discussed and passed by 
the Nobles. 

4. The law on Counterfeit Money and the Counterfeiter, in 


these Islands was unanimously passed by the Nobles. 


May 8. At the hour of 10 the Nobles again assembled. A 
discussion was then had by the Nobles on the Gambling law but 


was not passed. 
May 9. There was no session of the Nobles this day. 


May 11. The Nobles again assembled at the hour of 10. The 
law on Gambling was again read and was passed by the Nobles. 


ll. 


A discussion was also had by the Nobles regarding the 
School Laws. 

A discussion then followed regarding the School Inspectors 
and it was unanimously passed on by the Nobles that Ii shall be 
the School Inspector for Oahu. It was passed that Papohaku be 
the School Inspector for Kauai. It was passed that Kanakaokai 
be the School Inspector for Molokai. It was passed that David 
Malo be: the School Inspector for Maui..It was passed that 
Kanakaahuahu be the School Inspector for Hawaii. 

It was also passed by the Nobles that David Malo shall be 


in charge of all the School Inspectors. 


May 17. At the hour of 10 the Nobles again assembled. The 
laws previously passed on by the Nobles were again read. 

l. The Law respecting the running of horses. 

2. The Law respecting mischievous beasts. 

3. The Law respecting domestics, servants and hired men. 
4. The Law respecting debts and usury. 

5. The Law respecting vagrants. 

6. The Law respecting apprenticeship. 

7. The Law respecting lost and found goods. 

8. The Law respecting property in trust. 

9. The Law respecting parental duties. 
10. The Law respecting debtors. 

These were the laws that were read over in presence of the 


Nobles and were then duly passed. 


May 18. The Nobles again assembled at the hour of 10. 

One of the laws which was previously passed by the Nobles 
was read. 

l. The Law respecting the hire of labor was passed by the 
Nobles. 

2. The Law respecting partnerships was passed by the Nobles

3. The Law respecting to Crimes not particularly defined 
by law was passed by the Nobles. 

4. The Law respecting the labor of Criminals, and the 
avails thereof, was passed by the Nobles. 

5. The Law to promote the quiet of the night was passed by 
the Nobles. 

These were the laws which were passed by the Nobles on the 


18th day of May. 


May 19. At the hour of 10 the Nobles again assembled. 

l. The Gambling law was read and was duly passed by the 
Nobles. 

2. The Law respecting forgery, was passed by the Nobles. 

3. The Law respecting the Counterfeiting of Money was 
duly passed by the Nobles. 

4. The Law respecting to perjury was duly passed by the 
Nobles. 

5. The Law respecting the regulation of Schools was read 
but was not passed. 

These laws were acted on by the Nobles on the 19th day of 


May. 


May 20. At the hour of 10 the Nobles again assembled. A 
petition from the people of Lahaina was read praying that Pounds 
be built so that stray pigs and other animals may be secured. 
The petition was granted by the Nobles and the Pound Masters, 
ten in number were appointed. The report of births were also 
read, in order to determine the age of those who were of note. 

1. The Law respecting to the Regulation of Schools was 
again read, but was not nassed. 


These were the laws acted on the 20th day of May. 


May 21. The Nobles again assembled at the hour of 10. 
1. The School law was again read and was unanimously passed 
by the Nobles and the Representatives. 


13. 


The law respecting to House Lots held by the foreigners was 


also read. 


May 29. The Nobles again assembled at the hour of 10. The 


Law respecting Lewdness was read. 


May 31. The Nobles again assembled at the hour of 10. 

The Law respecting to House Lots held by foreigners was . 
read and passed by the Nobles and Representatives. 

The Law respecting to Assaults was passed by the Nobles. 

Another thing passed was (Enaction of New Laws.) 

"If His Majesty the King, the Premier and the Nobles 
resident near perceive any particular evil, and on that account 
think best to pass a new law, they may do it, and that law 
shall stand until the next meeting of the Legislature, when it 
shall be at the option of the Nobles and Reprasentatives to con- 
firm or annul it." 

Furthermore, on this 31th day of May the Nobles adjourned 
the Council sine die, by an unanimous vote. On this day at the 


hour of three Kuakini departed for home.

JOURNAL OF THE HOUSE OF NOBLES 


SESSION OF 1842. 


On the 12th day of April in the year 1842, the Nobles 
assembled at the House of Auhea at Luaehu in accordanee with 
the requisition of the Constitution, After a prayer was offered, 
Paul Kanoa was elected Clerk for the assembly... 

Bach one was given time to voice his opinion, and then 
several petitions were submitted explaining certain troubles. 

It was however unanimously agreed that the seeaicn should begin 
at the commencement of next week, on the 18th day of the month, 
and that 211 be present at the hour of Nine in the Assembly 


Hall of the Nobles. 


April 18. Nine o'clock. This was the day appointed by the 
Nobles for their Session. All the Nobles were present at Luaehu, 
Tanaina, Maui.

April 22. Kekauonohi came in. 


May 7. Kuakini ” nat 


April 18. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled and 
first entered into the discussion of the subject, why the Police 
do not arrest those persons who stand loafing on the streets. 
Kuakamauna was then sent for and requested to a6 his duty. 

The Nobles also discussed the coming into the Council of 
the Representatives: it was voted that the Nobles meet by them-

selves, and the Representatives by themselves. 

The Nobles also entered into a discussion about the troubles 
of the Common people who travel long distances to work and it 
was made clear that the overseers were to be blamed for this. 

The question of the laziness of the common people was . 
discussed, but nothing was passed however. 

The following amendment was passed. 

That a certain word in Act XXVII Page 124, Section 3, at 
the end of the Section be stricken out. The word to be stricken 
out is "Six" and to insert the word "two", so that the latter 
portion of the Section would read as follow: "Two dollars for 
every man thus delivered." 

At the conclusion of the above, the Council adjourned till 


to-morrow. 


April 19. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled and en- 
tered into the consideration of the difficulties at Hilo, ) 
Hawaii, as set out in the Petition from Kaapa, regarding the 
taboo imposed on the cocoa-nuts, and the subject of educating 
the Judges as to their duties in cases brought to them for 
trial. The Nobles did away with the repetition of such errors. 
They again considered the subject of transient shoal fish which 
are tabooed to the people: it was agreed that such fish when 
caught shall not be tabooed. Further action on the matter was 
however deferred until the arrival of Kuakini. 

The matter regarding the common people being compelled to 
go long distances to perform work on Government Labor Days was 
again considered and the practice was considered improper. 

The subject regarding the absenting of the commen people 
from labor days, by reason of traveling to other places was also 
discussed, and it was agreed that such people should pay back 


such days to the King or landlords. 


16. 


The matter regarding the raising of the labor flag at places 
of considerable distance from the point where the work is being 
performed and the lowering of the same was discussed and it was 
agreed that the flag should be stationed close to the work and 
that it should be lowered there also. They then discussed the 
subject of the Overseer providing fish for the six labor days, 
and in case of failure, that the pepis whould provide themselves 
during their own labor days. It was then voted that the troubles 
complained of were caused entirely by the Overseers and not 
through the fault of the laws: that the High Judges be requested 
to write to the Overseers letters of instruction, and to inform 
them of the offenses reported, and that they be clearly shown 
what is right. And that if any Overseer should do what is wrong 
after these instructions then he shall be dismissed from office. 

They then entered into .. discussing the subject of pro- 
hibiting the people from going to foreign lands on foreign ships, 
but the matter was deferred to some future date. 

They then passed the following: 

Because of the misunderstanding of the Overseers as to the 
meaning of the law on page 69 Section 13, the following amend- 
ment was passed by the Nobles. 

Ifa person wishes to absent from work on labor days and 
has already informed the Overseer of the fact he may do so upon 
payment of one rial for each day; but in case he fails to in- 
form the Overseer of his intended absence he shall pay fifty 
cents for each day." s 

A discussion was also had by the Nobles on the subject of 
quarrels and difficulties between husband and wife, because of 
the lack of harmony between the two; but the matter was not 
passed and was deferred to some future day. 

At the conclusion of the above discussion an adjourniuent 


was taken until to-morrow.

April 20. At the hour of Nine the Nobles again assembled. 

The Nobles took up for consideration the law respecting 
banished persons and those who abscond. . 

The following was passed on the subject. 

2. If a man be banished to another place the King shall 
supply him with food for the first four months and the man shall 
cultivate the ground for himself, and when the four months 
mentioned above are expired, the King shali aid the man no 
longer, he must support himself, Ana when the term of years 
during which he is to reside at his place of banishment is near- 
ly expired, he shall then cultivate and leave for the King a 
certain quantity of food equal in amount to that which had 
formerly been furnished him by the King. But if he does not 
leave this amount he shall not have his liberty. 

3. If a man be banished to another place and absconds fron 
his place of banishment he shall receive twenty five lashes, 
and shall be returned again to his place. If he absconds anain 
he shall receive fifty lashes. And the number of lashes shail 
be increased in the same ratio for every time that he absconds,. 

In consideration of this law, it will be wise for all 
banished persons to industriously cultivate the ground, that 
they may live pleasantly. For if they do not grow food for them 
selves, they will have nothing to eat except the wild food of 
the mountain, the Kupala, and other things growing wild. 

3. Furhtermore, if a man while living at his place of 
banishment acts troublesome he shall be flogged at the discre- 
tion of the judges, though the judge shall not indulge revenge, 
but shall pass just sentence. | 

At the conclusion of the above an eid NA was taken 


till to-morrow. 


April 21. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled. The 


Nobles took up for consideration the question of theft of water: 


18. 


and it was voted that an amendment be made to Act III Page 38 
Section 15, by adding the following: "If a man steals another 
man's water or some other man's water allowance or breaks the 
stream and is caught, then the person who has committed the 
offense, shall be made to pay five dollars: if he repeats the 
offense he shall pay ten dollars. And this shall be the rate of 
increase every time the offense is committed. 

They then again took up for discussion the tabooed articles 
on the iountains, to insert an amendment, and this was passed. 
Act XX, Page 41. 

The following amendment was made to the tabooed articles 
on the Mountains. 

The large trees which the landlords shall place a taboo on 
shall be for his and the King's use; but the landlords are not 
however denied the right to share it with some other person. 
Each person and landlord therefore must mark some tree for his 
owm. And every tree marked shall become the property of the 
person wno marked it, and shall be protected by the law. | 


This amendment was passed by the Nobles. 


April 22. At the hour of Vine the Nobles assembled. A dis= 
cussion by the Nobles vas then had in reference to the amount 
of taxes that should be paid by parents who have three children: 
Page 23, Section 4: And an order was issued to the Head Overseers 
to instruct all the Overseers to perform their duty within the 
requirements of the law. The metter of new laws regarding to | 
Ships arriving from foreign Countries was also considered. The 
Matter was not passed however being deferred. 

They also considered the appointment of Overseers for the 
common people on all the lands, but was not passed, the matter 


being deferred. 
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April 253. At the hour of Nine the Nobles assembled and a 
discussion was had as to the length of time when the Council 
should be in session. The following was then passed. "The 
Session shall begin at the hour of nine, and shall continue 
up to the hour of twelve, when a recess shall be taken. At the 
hour of two, the Session shall reconvene, and shall continue to 
the hour of four, When an adjournnent shall be taken: but should 
the Nobles however decide to continue the Session after this 
hour because of much work, then, they may do so or not as they 
choose," 

They also took up for consideration the question of Govern- 
ment Revenues, and it was decided, that the Revenues should be pro~ 
perly handled and brought together in order to be able to pay 
off all the Government debts. They also looked into the question 
of how to get revenues, by enacting laws making all houses where 
g0@ds are sold pay a license. The matter was not passed however, 


being deferred. 


April 25. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled. They 
then considered the pay of the Governors, Judges and other 
Governnient Officials, and also what property would be proper for 
them to hold. The subject was however deferred for further con- 
sideration. 

they also took up for discussion the matter of placing 
officials over the people, and they also looked into the matter 
of proper compensation for those vho have complained against the 
officials for unjust treatment. They then decided that it would 
not be proper to appoint any officials other than those who are 
in the Legislature. They shall be the only officials. The subject 
Was not passed however being deferred to the next meeting. 

At the hour of two the Nobles again assembled. The pay of 


Governors was again considered together with the question of 
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setting apart of all Government properties. They then passed the 
following, "That what has already been acted on be maintained, 
and that further sgarch be made in the matter and wher- ascer- 


tained, then the same be passed." 


April 26. At the hour of nine the Nobles 4 geenbled. They 
then took up the old subject, the pay of the Governors, the 
subject was not passed however. They then discussed the question 
regarding the Governor of Kauai but was not quite settled. 
Keliiahonui was then voted to be the Governor of Kauai with a salary 


of $750. This action was passed by the Nobles. 


April 27. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled, and 
took up for consideration the salary of the Governor of Oahu, 
and they passed that his salary be $2000. They then deferred 
final action on the matter. 

They then considered the Governor of Maui, and John Young 
was voted to be the Governor of Maui, and they also gave him 
$1,333 as his pay for the three years already served by him. 
And the lands held by these Governors to be returned to the 
Governnent. Final action was not taken however. 

The following Act was then voted for its final passage by 


the “obles and Representatives. 


Respecting to Banished Persons. 


Some persons who are banished to another place are excecd- 
ingly troublesome during their stay there, while others, live 
very quietly. It is therefore prover that they should be dealt 
with nccording to their behaviour. These are the reasons of the 
eilaction of this law. 
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I. If a mn is banished to another place, ona he goes in 
accordance with the sentence of the law, and Lives quietly 
maintaining a good character, as one AUA MASAA to foreks his 
evil habits and change them for the better, and the Nobles hear 
of this, it shall be proper for them at their annual meeting to 
institute an examination and.make inquiry, and if they find that 
what they heard was true, they may then grant a pardon to said 
criminal. = o 

The man then shall no longer be confined at his pigo? of 
banishment, he may return to his own place. 

This however does not apply to those ae tani shed for 
adultery. i i + 

‘II. If a man is banished to another place the King shall 
supply him with food for the first four months, and. the man 
shall cultivate the ground for himself, and at the expiration 
of the said four months, the King will not aid the man any longer, 
he must support himself. And when the term of years during which 
he is to reside at his place of WA is nearly expired, 
he shall then cultivate and leave for the King, a certain quan= 
tity of food, equal in amount to that which had formerly been 
furnished him by the King. But if he does not leave this amount 
of food for the King, he shall not have his liberty. 

. III. If a man is banished to another place and absconds, 
from his place of banishment, he shall receive twenty-five 
lashes, and be returned to his place. If he absconds again he 
shall receive fifty lashes. And the number of lashes shall be 
increased in the same ratio for every time that he absconds. 

In consideration of this law, it will be wise for all 
panished persons to industriously cultivate the ground, that 
they may live pleasantly. For if they do not grow food themselves, . 
they will have nothing to eat except the wild food of the 


mountain, the Kuvala, and other things srowing wild. 
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Iv. Furthermore, if a man while living at his place of 
banishment conducts mischievously, he shall be flogged at the 
discretion of the judges, though the judge shall not indulge 
revenge, but shall pass a just sentence. l 

All the words of this law were approved by the Nobles and 
also by the Representatives, we have therefore hereunto set our 
names on this 27th day of April, 1842. 

sxamehameha III. 
Kekauluohi. 

At the hour of two the Nobles again assembled, when — 
Haalilio and Doctor Judd were appointed Agents to take charge 
of 211 Government properties from Hawaii to Kauai, both in money 
and property from which money would be derived. This was passed 
py the Nobles. | 

The following was passed in the morning session in reference 
to Kinimaka. l 

The Nobles, after having deligently searched into the facts 
about Kinimaka find that he has been penetant and quiet therefore 
the Nobles pardon him, and he is allowed to cone back to this 
land in peace. This was passed by the King, Premier, and 


Representatives. 


April 28. At the hour of nine the Tobles assembled. A dis- 
cussion was then had about the setting apart of the King's -pro- 
perty and the property of the dovaratienhs ane King reserved most 
of the property for the Government to be kept and in use for the 
Government, to pay off its debts and to be used for its maine 
tainence. The lands under lease were also considered and the 
returns from the same were reckoned, and they decided to turn 
over all the proceeds to the Government as a loan, and after the 
liabilities of the Government are paid and when the Government 


gets into a position were it will have money of its own 
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then the Government shall return the property to the owners of 
the same with an increase. This was passed on. 

At the hour of two the Nobles again assembled together L 
with the Representatives, and a discussion was then had as to 
the reason of the general depreciation of all properties; but 
this was not passed. A discussion was also had of the troubles 
encountered by the people by the action of the Tax Officers; 
but the matter was not passed being deferred for further con- 


sideration. 


April 29. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled, and 
they considered ine duties of the Tax Officers. 

A new law relating to the business of the Tax Officers was 
then enacted which was passed as published elsewhere. 

At the hour of two the Nobles again assembled. The enact- 


ment of a Jury law was then considered. 


May 2. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled. Considera- 
tion of a Jury law wes nad, but was not passed. A discussion 
was then again had regarding the petition of Kekuanaoa from 
Oahu, but none of the things prayed for were granted, because 
the laws were found to be proper though misapplied by the 
officials. Because of this there could be no case against those 
who were complained. One thing however was left over, the matter 
in reference to Sir Geo. Simpson. | 

At the hour of two the Nobles azain assembled. A Discussion 
was then had as how to do away with the use of liquor. They also 
looked into the charges of Kerchant vessels and whalers Which 
enter the Island ports, whether in the harbors or outside af the 
harbors, said charges to be paid in Honey, but was not passed. 
ut the foreigners are however not to pay a poll tax, except 
those who take the oath to become citizens, and those who have 
Hawaiian mothers, who in that case are Hawaiians, and should pay 


their poll tax. 
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ilay.5. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled, and they 
took up for consideration the subject of Prisoners who abscond; 
a law was then enacted to prevent this evil, which was passed 
by the Nobles and Representatives. They also soneidered the 
tabooed fisheries of Hawaii and the tabooed fish. The troubles 
from Hawaii were these: When the Ahi (Albicore) was tabooed it 
also included all other fish of the same specie. And when the 
landlords placed a taboo over a certain fish for their own use 
and certain fisheries, then all that specie of fish was tabooed 
for all. time as well as the fishery. It was however decided that 
the Overseers, the landlords and Governors were to be blamed and 
not the Law. They also discussed other matters but they wete not 


passed being deferred for further consideration. 


__May 4. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled, and they 
entered into the discussion of the tabooed fisheries and fishes, 
and it was thought proper to abolish the taboo on certain © 
fisheries and fish of the Islands of Kauai, Oahu and Hawaii for 
the relief of the people: but this was not passed. A discussion 
of the Jury laws was then had by the Nobles and Representatives, 
and a good many things were passed but some things which were 


a 


unfinished were deferred until to-morrow. 


May 5. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled and the 
Jury law was then taken up for discussion, and efforts were 
made to produce a good and a just law, after this was done the 


law was passed as it is elsewhere written. 


May 6. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled when an 
amendment to Act XXII, Page 103 in reference to the granting 
of an attachment by the Judge was discussed and passed. 

A discussion then arose over the fact of the absence of 


some of the Nobles from the assembly. Final passage of certain 
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matters was then deferred to some future date when more of the 
Nobles would be present and when the Representatives could be 
present also, at which time the matter would be passed. The 
Nobles assembled at the hour of nine when this matter was 


passed. (7) 


lay 9. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled. The law 
regarding to the issuance of an attachment by the Judge for 
unpaid debts was then read and passed by the Nobles and Re- 
presentatives. The laws formerly passed were then read to 
Kuakini who joined the assembly for the first time on this 9th 
day of May; at the conclusion of the reading he approved of 
the passage of all said laws. 

They again took up for consideration the receipts of the 
Government, and vhat anonte should go toward the payment of 
the debts and what amounts should go for the salaries of the 
Officials of the Government. It was then voted that all monies 
received from the leases should go to the Treasury Agents, who 
are to give receipts for the same to the land owners with the 
interests added. The following are the Treasury ieonta 
Doctor Judd, Haalilio and John Ii, who shall have charge of all 
properties from Hawaii to Kauai. They then again took up for 
consideration the matter of the Governorship of Kauai, and the 
Nobles and Representatives voted that Kekauonohi be the 


Governess of Kauai. 


lay 10. At the hour of nine the Nobles and Representatives 
assembled. They then considered the law regarding the setting 
apart of the King's private property for his own personal use, 
and also the properties of the Government and Governors and that 
the King and Governors were not to take any property belonging 
to the Government, nor were they to take any fixed property, such 


as lands or houses to pay their own debts, neither a liinister 
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nor any other person, shall take or sell any of the lands, nor 
shall the Treasury Agents take anything that is sacred unto the 
Government. This was passed by the Nobles and Representatives 
as elsewhere written. 

They again considered the matter of the Governorship of 
Maui and John Young was nominated and voted by the Nobles and 
Representatives to be the Governor of laui, 

They then discussed the rate of interest to be paid by the 
Government for monies borrowed. And it was voted on and passed 
that the rate be 12 cents on the dollar. This was passed by the 
Nobles and Representatives as elsewhere written. Adjournment 


was then taken until to-morrow. 


Vay ll. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled. A dis- 
cussion was then had regarding the.setfing apart. of the lands 
owned by the boys, Moses and Lot, and turning them over to the 
Government; also the lands of Victoria, but the matter was not 
passed. They then again considered the advise of Sir George 
Simpson, and efforts were made to look into the matter of 
charges on Whalers and lierchant vessels which bring goods for 
sale into the Country, and also the charges to be paid to the 
Government by stores and lodging houses. But this was not passed. 
The discussion was resumed on the lands of Moses from Kauai to 
Hawaii, ind arse the lands of Lot. The matter was not passed 


however, further action being needed. 


‘ay 12. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled. A dis= 
cussion was then had on the law enacted by the Representatives 
in reference to the Albicore fishing grounds of Hawaii, the 
fishing grounds of Niihau and the Albicore fishing grounds of 
Lehua, but was not passed, further action being needed. 

The report of the School Inspector of Maui was then read 
and discussed at length. 
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The School Inspector of Kauai reported on the needs of the 
schools. The School Inspector from Oahu also made his report and 
a general discussion was then had on these reports, but most of 
the discussion was over the report of the School Inspector of 
Maui. Nothing was however passed as further action was needed. 


Adjournement was then taken until to-morrow. 


May 13. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled. A dis- 
cussion was then had on the Petition filed by Hopu to the King, 
from Kailua, Hawaii, charging the Tax Officer with seizing the 
fish belonging to the Common people caught during their own days, 
and also against the judges for convicting innocent people. These 
were the troubles complained of. Nothing was however passed. 

A long discussion was then had in reference to the School 
Teachers, and a desire to assist the teachers was shown by all. 
A new school law was then passed by the Nobles and Representa-~ 
tives, as elsewhere written. 

They then discussed about the School Inspectors, and means 
of assisting them on their tours of inspection, were looked 
into, and it was decided to pay the Inspector of Havmii Seventy 
dollars, Maui Thirty-five dollars, Molokai Twenty-five dollars, 
Oahu Thirty dollars and Kauai Thirty-five dollars. This was 
passed by the Nobles and Representatives. 

They again discussed the pay of the School Agents, and it 
was agreed that as pay, they be released from working on the 
King's and landlords working days. This was passed by the Nobles 
and Representatives. 

They again considered the question of having two School 
Inspectors for Hawaii and it wag voted that Kapae and the old 
inspector be the School Inspectors for Hawaii. This was passed 
by the Nobles and Representatives. 


The question of dismissing the Old School Inspectors of 
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Maui, Oahu and Kauai was then discussed, but the matter was not 
passed. The motion to reappoint the same School Inspectors was 
made and passed by the Nobles and Representatives. 

They again discussed the question of plecing a duty on 
goods brought to these Islands, and the matter of harbor charges 
on the vosie that bring the goods: also the licenses on stores 
and hotels for the benifit of the Government, this matter vas l 
discussed at length. Fear vas expressed by some on the question 
of placing a duty on goods imported, because of the treaties 
with other Countries. But after an understanding vas had, that 
such was not the case, the Act was passed by the Nobles and Re- 
presentatives as elsewhere written. Adjournment was then taken 


until to-morrow. 


May 14. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled. They then 
considered the setting apart of the lands of the boys, Moses 
and Lot, and after the division, it was decided that all the 
lands on Kauai pelonging to Moses should be in charge of its 
Governor for the benifit of the Government. This was passed by 
the Nobles and Representatives. 

The lands owmed by Moses and Lot on Oahu were next con- 
sidered, Kapalama was given over to the guardians of Moses for 
his benifit, and Ifoanalua to the guardins of Lot for his benifit, 
and all the other lands ovmed by them were to go to the Governor 
who shall be in charge for the Government. This was passed by 
the Nobles and Representatives. 

They then considered the lands of Lot on Maud which were 
Placed in charge of the Governor, and all of Moses' lands on 
Maui were also placed in charge of the Governor for the 
` benifit of the Government. This vas passed by the Nobles and 
Representatives. 


They next considered the lands of Moses and Lot on Hawaii 
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and Kuakini was appointed to take charge of these lands for 
the Governmentg: this was passed by the Nobles and Representa- 


tives. Adj ournment was then taken until next week. 


lay 16. At the hour of nine the Nobles and Representatives 
assembled. The subject of the land tax under the old and new 
system was then taken up. It was considered by some that the 
old system was light and the new one burdensome and oppressive. 
This was not passed however being deferred for further con- 
sideration. They then entered into the discussion of those 
people on Kauai, who had received profits from lands but have 
left them and are hired by foreigners. This was not passed 
however. 

They then discussed at length the appointment of Overseers 
to have charge of the common people on labor days, to see 
whether such appointment if made would be benificial or not, 
and it was moved that the matter be published. This was passed 
by the Nobles and Representatives. This ended the work of the 


day, adjournment was then taken till to-morrow. 


May 17. At the hour of nine the Nobles and Representatives. 
assembled. They then considered the length of the taboos placed 
on certain fisheries and on crabs and mosses by the landlords. 
Three hours were taken up on this one week, put nothing was 
passed. A recess was then taken till two. 

At the hour of two the Nobles and Representatives again 
assembled. They then considered the new tax law. It ws argued 
by some that the people were weary of paying their taxes by the 
present system of working it out, and full explanations were 
made of both systems, that showed that the old system was the 
more oppressive of the two, and that the new system was fair 


and just. The new law was then passed by the Nobles and 
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Representatives. 

An amendment to the law on attachments as written else- 
where was considered and the following vas inserted." "When one 
person institutes a suit against another before a Judge for 
debt, and the Judge issues a written summons to the defendant, 
the fee shall be one dollar and for rendering and executing 
judgment the fee shall be two dollars." This amendment was 


passed by the Nobles and Representatives as elsewhere written. 


May 18. At the hour of nine the Nobles Ana Representatives 
assembled. They then considered at length the Quarantine Lars ° 
prohibiting vessels having contagious disease on board from 
entering into any port, and a search was made to see whether it 
would be right to pass such an Act. The law was passed by the 
Nobles and Representatives as elsewhere written. 

They next considered the soldiers at the Fort and those 
with the King, that these soldiers should be under the care of 
the Governor, in food, money for their taxes and such other 
things as are necessary to their keep. The matter was however 
referred to John Young for final action. This was passed by the 
Nobles and Representatives. 

The labor law was then taken up for discussion. It was 
thought improper to make those people from the District of 
Kona who have come to the District of Koolau on a visit, work 
in that District on labor days, or for a matter of fact any 
person on a visit from one District to another. In case of a 
general labor day for the whole Island, then such people may be 
required to work. This was passed by the Nobles and Representa- 
tives. | 

The lands of Moses and Lot were then considered. ^ dis- 
vision of the lands left by Kaikioewa to Moses and the King 
was then made. The lands set over to Moses from Havaii to 
Kauai hpi | 
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seven lands in Kauai, three on Oahu, five on Maui and nine on 
Hawaii. This was passed by the Nobles and Representatives. 


Adjournment was then taken till to-morrow. 


May 19. At the hour of nine the Nobles and Representatives 
assembled. 

The Complaints from Hawaii were taken up for consideration, 
It was charged that the Tax Officers were doubled taxing some of 
the people; when they thought that the tapas paid in for poll 
tax were not within the proper measure the officers would force 
the people to pay in other goods and wares. Another complaint 
from Hawaii was the taboo placed on squids by the Districts; 
when the Landlords wished to take them the Tax Officers would 
take them. This action of the Tax Officers was condemned and 
the law upheld. They also considered those who have several 
children, and the overseers were condemned and the law upheld. 
The high officials were then requested to instruct the Tax 
Officers of what was passed in the last page, and that they 
settle these complaints against the Tax Officers according to 
law; and should the Tax Officers repeat these offenses they be 
dismissed from Office. Adjournment was then taken till 


tommorroWe 


May 20. At the hour of nine the Nobles and Representatives 
assembled. The subject of taxing the parents who have three 
children was considered. It was found that the Tax Officers were 
collecting the poll tax from parents who have three children 
for both the years when the tax was the full amount and when it / 
was for only half of the amount. This action was condemned and 
orders were placed by the Nobles and Representatives with the 
High Judges, to instruct the Officers to stop such offenses, 
and in case of a repetition of these offenses oe such an 
instruction to remove such officers from Office. 
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A discussion was then had regarding the collecting of poll taxes, 
by the Tax Officers, from Old Women, from the family* of dead 
people, and from parents who have four, five and six children, 
and of requiring such parents to work for the landlords. This 
was condemed and the fault placed with the Tax Officers and 
Landlords, and the law was upheld. The following instruction 
was also required of the High Judges to be sent to the Governors 
and Judges.’ "The Governors and Judges shall not convict people 
without proper evidence, and they shall not place people in 
Trons before a conviction. Such actions are improper. A person 
must first be tried and if found guilty then such a person my 
be put in Irons." 

Furthermore, "Those who are sick and those in care of the 
sick, shall not be compelled to work on Government labor days, 
nor to pay the one rial, nor work on the King's or Landlord's 
labor days." These laws that are so misunderstood were referred 
to the High Judges, and they were ordered to instruct the Tax 
Officers, Judges and Governors of their true meaning. This vas | 
approved by the Nobles and Representatives. The session of the 
Nobles and Hevieasntetives then adjourned sine’ die on this 20th 


day of May 1842. 
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JOURNAL OF THE HOUSE OF NOBLES 


SESSION OF 1843. 


On the 10th day of April of the year 1843, the Nobles met 
at Luaehv, Lahaina, Maui, according to the Constitution. After 
a prayer was offered, Kapena and Kapeau were elected Clerks for 
the Assembly. The following Mobles were present at the Hour of 
ten. 

l. Kekauluohi, 
2. Konia, 

3. Eekauonohi, 
4. Keoholkealole, 
5. Kekuanaoa, 

6. Kuakini, 
7. Paki, 
8. li, 
9. Keliiahonui, 
10. Kanaina,

13. Kamehameha III. 

Kamehameha III. and John Young came in from Wailuku while 
the Constitution was being read. After the Constitution vas-yead 
tne report of the receipts from the Ahupuars and Ilis was read. 
The reading began with the Ahupuaa of Waimanalo and ended with 


that of Kahaluu. Adjournment was taken soon after. 


ii April 11. At the hour of ten the Nobles again assembled. 
After a prayer was offered the reading of the report of the 
receipts of the Oahu lands was continued. Beginning from 


Kahaluu to Waimea omitting that of Waialua, no report being 


made. Beginning again from Waianae going to the end of the list 


of lands. Another report on lands wes then read showing the 
names of the lands and the names of the Konohiki and also 
shoving how each Konohiki came to own such land: for instance. 
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Kanae from Kamehameha III. Again, Kaelepule ‘to Kekuanaoa from 
Kexauluohi. This report was read to the land of Kikiwelawela in 
Heeia, when the time was up. It vas agreed that the next day be 
taken up exclusively by those Chiefs who ow lands which are 
held by the Government for its benifit according tb the law 
passed in 1842, in order to determine the amount due to each 


Chief. Adjournment ws taken soon after. | 


April 13. At the hour of ten the Nobles asdemblea. 

G. P. Judd then questioned the Chiefs of their action at their 
meeting of the 12th. A report on three of the subjects decided 
on was read, and not being very clear, John Ii got up and ex- 
pressed his views on the matter, and asked that all the lands 
received by them from Kamehameha III or from their deceased 
parents be reported on. There was great confusion after the ex- 
pressions made by John Ii. The subject ws reconsidered by the 
Nobles and it was.decided that the names of the Ahupuaas and 
the owners of the same be again recorded, in the following — 
KA AAA to Victoria, and Kailua to Kamehameha. III. 
This was continued to the land of Punaluu when a recess was 
taken till 7 P, IL | | 

At the hour of seven in the evening the Nobles again 
assembled. The question of Ahupuaas was again taken up. Be- 
ginning from the two oios until the whole lands on the Island 
were considered, and the Konohiki holding each Ahupuaa WA re~ 
corded. The subject of Ilis and the owers or those holding Ilis 
was then dicsussed. The Ilis in the Ahupuaa of Honolulu were 


first taken up, at the conclusion of which adjournment wes taken. 


Aprili.. At the hour of ten A. M. the Nobles again assembled. 
The matter of bringing the Representatives in to sit with the 
Nobles was then discussed and carried. G. P. Judd explained to 
the Representatives the subject under discussion, the land 


matters. The Ilis in the Ahupuaa of Honclulu and the owners of 
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the same were again read over. At the conclusion of which a 
recess till seven in the evening was taken. 

At the hour of 7 P. ii. the Nobles again assembled. The 
land matters were continued. Beginning from the Ahupuaa of 


Yapalama to the Ahupuaa of Waimea. 


April 15. At the hour of 9 A. M. the Nobles again assembled. 

The land matters were again taken upe Beginning from where it 
was left off on the 14th, the Ahupuaa of Waimea, it was continued 
to the Ahupuaa of Waikiki, though a few Ilis were left out accorde 
ing to the list read by G. L. Kapeau, but were however later in- 
serted. This concluded the action on the land matters. 

| The Nobles then took up the matter of complaints against 
the Tax Officers of Oahu, Hooliliamanu of Ewe being first con- 
sidered. Liki complained of paying two dollars a year for 
several years past on his piece of land in Hoaeae, though 
Hooliliamanu was often told by the Governor not to charge the 
said land the coming year, such charge being improper, but 
rather to clear the land during the Government labor days in 
order to compensate the ower of the land for moneys paid by him 
in the former years. At the conclusion of this, John Young 
questioned the assembly if it was right and proper for an old 
woman to marry a young man, the question was concerning, . 
Kaunuoma and Kamoehanua. The marriage was however approved by 
the Nobles because she was not the kind prohibited by law. The 
lands of the other Islands were than “taken up for consideration, 
and those of Kauai were suggested. Others suggested to take up 
those of Molokai, and others again those of Maui. It was however 
voted to take up those of liolokai first. The Heeting then ad= 


journed. 


April 17. At the hour of nine the Nobles again assembled. 
Ge P. Judd wanted to know what was on for the day. A printed — 
circular from Oahu against the evils of dogs was then read. 
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There were 180 signatures to the Petition, and the reasons were 
clearly set out against the evils of dogs. The Petition prayed 
that the Nobles look into the matter and find a means of de- 
creasing the number of dogs. The Nobles and Representives de- 
cided to tax each dog one rial a year and all dogs for which 
taxes are not paid shall be killed. The subject of the taxation 
of cats was also gone into, and the Nobles and Representatives 
decidedsto place a tax of one rial on each cat and all cats for 
which taxes are not paid to be killed. After this, Kekuanaca 
explained the great amount of work placed on John Ii, and the 
Nobles discussed about relieving him of some of the work: but 
because of the fact that no other School Inspector was available 
to take his place it was decided to keep him as School Inspector. 

The Record of the lands of Maui and the tiear by Islands 
was then taken up for consideration: beginning with those of.:: 
liolokai. The lands of Keopuka in Kona together with the ommers 
vere read and was continued to the end of the list of the lands 
of Molokai. The lands of Lanai were next taken up, and it was 
continued to the end, when a recess vas taken. 

At the hour of one the Nobles again assembled. The land 
matter vas again gone into. Beginning with the lands of 
Kahaluloa going by way of Kaanapali and Lahaina, continuing 
around the isthmus of West Maui to Waihee, when a recess for 
lunch vas taken. After lunch the session continued with the land 
matters. Beginning with Vaihee and ending with the furhter side 
of Koolau in Heleleikeoho when another recess was takene 

At the hour of seven in the evening the Nobles again - 
assembled. The Maui lands were continued. Beginnging with Ulaino 
going by way of Mana, Kipahulu, Kaupo, Kahikinui and Honuaula. 


At the conclusion of whieh adjournment was taken. 


april 18. At the hour of nine the “Nobles assembled. The 
lands of laui were again taken up. 
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Pesinning with those of Kule and continuing to “akawao and 
Haliimaile the last of the lands of Maui. | 

John Ii then spoke on the matter of the return of the boys 
to Oahu, and wanted to know vho was to accompany them back, 
whether the foréigner, John Ti himself or ii, Kekuanaoca. 

G. P. Judd also spoke on the same matter, remarking, that they 
have had their vacation and have seen their parents, and now 
since a new teacher has been secured, they had better go back 
to Oahu to continue their studies. The Nobles then discussed the 
matter, who should go with the boys, and it vas unanimously 
voted that John Ii accompany them tack to Oahu. 

The Hawaii lands were then taken up, the Ahupuaas and the 
owners of the same: beginning with the lands of Kohala going as 
far as Waimea,when a recess was taken. 

At the hour of two of the same day, the 18th, the Nobles 
and the Representatives assembled. The reading of the lands of 
Hawaii was resumed: beginning with the lands of Kona. At the 


. conclusion of those of Kona, those of Kau were read, continuing 


to Kahuku when an adjournment was taken. 


April 19. At the hour of nine the Nobles again assembled. 
The reading of the lands of Hawaii was resumed: beginning with 
the land of Kiao in Kau and continuing to the end of the lands 
of Kau. The lands of Puna were next teken up and vas continued 
to the end when a recess vas taken at the hour of one in order 
to teke part in a Luau given in honor of the Princes,to be taken 
partaby the King and their parents, after which the boys were to 
return to school. 

After the feast, at the hour of three P. 1i. the Nobles 
again assembled. The reading of the lands of Hawaii was resumed. 
Beginning with the lends of Hilo it continued to the land of 
Kapaeohe To. 2., when the reading vas discontinued because the 
other lands were missing. The assembly then voted for a 
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committe of three to recount the lands of Hilo and the clerks 
to write them down; and in the meantime tne others take a recess. 
After the lands of Hilo were written, those of Hamaua were also 


found missing. Adjournment was then takeni 


April 20. At the hour of nine the Nobles and Representa- 
tives assembled. The reading of the lands of Hilo was resumed. 
Beginning with the land of Weloke and continuing to the land 
of Okala which was the end of the lands of Hilo, The lands of 
Hamakua were deferred as there was no one reseni who was able 
to enumerate them. Kuakini was then appointed to recount the 
lands of Hamakua and the owners of the same, and also to look 
up those lands which were not quite clear, in Kohala, Kona, 
Kau, Puna and Hilo, and to report the same to the Premier. _ 

The lands of Kauai were then taken up. Begisming from 
Hanapepe going west-ward to the land of Wahiawa which was the 


„end: the Ahupuaas and the Konohikis all being set forth. 


G. P. Judd then proposed to take up the subject of taxation: 
whether to reduce the same according to the law or by some other 
means. The question was discussed long and earnestly. Whether 
to do the reducing by law or to let the Tax Officers do the 
reducing. It was however voted by the Nobles and Representatives 
to let the law do the reducing as provided by the published laws 
of 1841, in Section 16, Page 39, and that all taxes of this 
year 1843 to be assessed and paid in the manner set out by the 
said Section 16. At the conclusion of this discussion a recess 
Was taken. 

At the hour of three P., M. the Nobles and Representatives 
again assembled. 1. Kekuanaoa then gave a report of the receipts 
received by him. G. P. Judd being one of the Agents in charge 
of the Government properties, also gave a report of the total 


receipts received in his tends from the Island of Oahu. 
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The same being as follows:

The reports submitted by M. Kekuanaoa and G. P. Judd not 
agreeing, G. P. Judd told ii. Kekuanaoa "We have not done any 
thing wrong for we have watched each other.” 

Kekuanaca then made a report on the number of marriages of 
oahu. 282 men and 282 women. 

The complaints from Oahu between the landlords and the 
common people as pathored by the Governor in hts. trip around 


the Island were then read. Adjournment was taken soon after. 


April 21. At the hour of nine the Nobles assembled. John 
Young then submitted a report of all the receipts of the Island 
of Maui and the near™by Islands, the same being as follows:

The receipts of Maui were all in coin, and John Young re- 
ported that $9,500 had been turned over into the hands of 
G.P.Judd out of the total receipts. The same agreed with the

John Young then remarked that the report on marriages had 
already been submitted to the Nobles. He also aora of the 
meetings held by him with the citizens of Maui on the subject 
of their troubles. | É ; 

John Young then requested that the women who were peing 
detained at Kaena Point be returned. This was consented to by 
the Nobles and Representatives. | 

The following was also approved of by the Nòbles and Ree 
presentatives. That the men and women who had been granted a 
devorce pefore the passage of Act 10, pe allowed to marry 
again. After this, G. P. Judd requested of Kuakini Bw a report 
on the receipts of Hawaii. Kuakini replied that he did not 
know for certain what the receipts wéres @1:P. Judd one of the 
Treasury Agents then reported of the receipts. received by him, 
being $9,470.47}. A recess was soon after taken. 

At the hour of three in the afternoon the Nobles and Ree 
presentatives again assembled. The land question was again 
taken up in reference to the lands checked off in lead pencil. 
It was voted that Honolulu should go to Kamehameha III, and 
Waikiki to Victoria. The matter of Leases wae then Takin apy 
and it was decided that the returns from the lands should go 
to the owners of the lands. | 

1. If a land is hereafter leased, the Government shali 
make a proper survey of the place and draw up the lease.of 
Places that are not tilled, for the benifit of the owners of the 
land. 


2. The Government shall receive one tenth of the receipts 


from leases as Agent of the same.

The question of an Appropriation. Bill in the matter of 
salary for the King and Covernnent Officials was then discussed 
by the Nobles and Representatives. It was finally passed by the 
assembly that a committee of three be voted on by tallot. After 
the ballots were counted Kamehameha IIIsG. P. Judd.and D. Malo 
were elected, and these three were to prepare “the salary 


Appropriation Bill. The meeting soon after adjcurned. 


April 24. At the hour of nine the Nobles and Representatives 
assex>led. The matter of assistance to the King in the way of 
funds from the Konohiki$and leased lands was first taken up 
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and discussed at some lenght. It was voted that the King shall 
receive one tenth of the receints from the Konohikis under him, 
according to law and not in a way as proposed by some. In re- 
ference to the leased lands, it vas voted that the King shall 
not take any of the receipts from such lands, but that same 
should go to the owner of such lands, the King however shall 
take unto his own use 211 receipts from his om private lands, 
and the Government to take one tenth however of the receipts 
from 211 leased Lands for its stare for the assistance rendered. 

Ge P. Judd thinking it not quite plain as who should receive 
the money from the leased lands, li. Kekuanaoa, Paki and Namakeha 
were appointed not only to collect the money but also to ascer= 
tain the different lends, the ovmer thereof and to whom leased. 
At the hour of three in the afternoon tha assembly was excused, 
while the Comnittee of three appointed to consider and draw up 
an Appropriation Bill took up its work. After the Committee, 
Kamehameha IIL, G. P. Judd and D. Malo, had finished its work 
the assembly vas again called to order. 

The report of the Cormnittee on the Appropriation Bill was 


then submitted by Kamehameha III, as follows:

The report of the Committee was adopted. 

The laws in relation to the reduction of the charges on 
Whale ships entering the Port of Oahu to 10 cents a ton, and of 
Merchant vessels to 20 cents a ton, were sensidared and passed. 

It was also voted to allow the Whale ships to sell clothes 
on shore to the extent of $200, but any amount sold above this 
a duty must be charged however. 

Namakeha then explained how it was impossible to report on 
the matter of leased lands so soon, further time was therefore 


allowed extending it to the 25th inst. 


April 25. At the hour of nine the Nobles and Representatics 
assembled. Kekuanaoa was requested for the report on the Leased 
Lands. The report was then submitted and the leased lands on 
Oahu were read. Kauai was next taken up, and next came Maui. The 
lands and owners of the same were set out, the receipts of which 
were to be paid over to the owners. One tenth of the receipts 
however were to go to the Government. This was passed unani- 
mously by the assembly. 


Ge P. Judd then brought up the question of placing a 
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License on places where goods are sold at Auction, and making 
the amount of the License $500, a year, like the stores. The 
placing of a license on such houses Was passed by the Nobles 
and Representatives. 

D. Lalo, School Inspector of Maui,then made a report of 
his tour around aui, of his interviews with the teachers and 
pupils and of the difficulties encountered with the Tax Officers 
who refused to repair the school houses. A report of the number 
of teachers and pupils of Maui and Lanai was then given. Teachers 
124, Pupils 4906. Government receipts spent on teachers and 
School Inspector $2,583.50. 

At the hour of three in the afternoon the Nobles again 
assembled. The Petition of Oleloa from Kauai was taken. up and 
A It complained that the people of Moloaa had refused to 
carry the timbers to Hanalei. It was voted that a search be 
instituted to locate the person who was causing all the trouble 
and to punish him according to law. There were other Petitions 
from Kauai, but as they had not been laid first before the 
Governor, but were sent direct to the assembly, they were all 


returned to the Governor for a hearing. 


April 26. At the our of nine the Nobles and Representatives 
assembled. David Malo then reported on some of his troubles. 
The matter was referred to the. Governor for adjustment. 

The Petitions from Hawaii were next taken up. There were 
ten Petitions, all of them against three persons: the Governor, 
the Tax Officer and the Judge. These Petitions were from the 
church people of Kailua. 

l. Proper restraint not being used by the Tax Officers 
and Judges. 

2. Seizing without cause of fish caught by fishermen. 


3. Concerning Old men and Old women who are feeble. 
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4. Forcing of parents who have four children to work on 
Tabor days. 

5. Seizing of (Aku) bonito from the fishermen. 

6. Concerning the several labor days of the Governor and 
landlords. 

T. Of the Seizure by the Tax Officers of all good ---- in 
the Ahupuaa. 

8. Placing of heavy taxes on small pieces of land thinly 
populated. | 

9. Improper trials by the Judges. 

10. Improper arrests mode by the Police. 

After these different complaints were read, the letter of 
instruction to the Tax Officers,Governor and Judges was read, 
and the same was signed by the King and Premier. The King 
thought that it would be best to send some one to Hawaii to 
institute a trial against the Governor, the Tax Officer and 
Judge$on the charges made. It vas voted by the Nobles and Re- 
presentatives that such a person should go to Hawaii to conduct 
a trial in the month of May and to make a report of his find- 
ings to the King and Premier. 

Mamakeha then stated of the complaints laid before him by 
the citizens of Wailuku stating how hard pressed they were since 
Wailuku was leased to lMahune, and how it was impossible for them 
to come to Lahaina to work on the Government labor days. 

The complaints from Waikapu and Waihee were these: Single 
persons were being taxes five dollars apiece for the use of the 
land, and even the unmarried women taxed for their lands. 

A Petition from Lahaina in regards to the market place 
praying that the runners ar interpreters be done away with and 
that the foreigners and natives bring their goods to the market 
place and that they be allowed to trade without being molested 


by the runners.

Jonn Young then read the law in reference to the Port of 
Lahaina; the law was approved. 

It was also voted that David Malo read the law in answer to 
the Petition against the runners in the market places, and that 
the farmers be allowed to do their own trading without the aid 
of runners or interpreters. l 

After this Kapae submitted two Petitions. 

l. Petition from the Police for not receiving pay fron 
prisoners mo have no money to pay the fines and costs of Court. 

It was agreed that such prisoners serve for the Police in 
payment. 

2. In the matter of those who have left School. It vas 
decided that the boys pay one dollar a year poll tax and the 
girls fifty cents a year. 

It was voted by the Nobles and Representatives that the 
Governor be empowered to see that the intentions of the Assembly 
regarding the Tax Officers are carried out. After this an ad~ 
journnent was taken. 

At the hour of three in the afternoon the Nobles again" 
assembled. The matter of securing a School Inspector for the 
Island of Kauai wes discussed. It wis voted that Kaelemakule be 
School Inspector for Kauai. 

Kapae then submitted his report of his tour around Hawaii 
as School Inspector of that Island. He spoke of how the pupils 
were all turning Catholics, and how the Catholics were opposing 
the School Agents who were not of their belief. He gave the 
number of teachers and pupils in the schools of Kohala,Kona and 
Kau as 137 teachers and 3,568 pupils: and had paid to the 
teachers of Kona the sum of $1,647.43 out of the Goverment 
receipts. 

David Malo then questioned the Assembly, in the matter of 
his appointment as School Inspector, whether he was to be re- 
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appointed or not. It was voted by the Assembly that he be 
reappointed School Inspector of Maui and Lanai and to be in 
charge of all the School Inspectors from Hawaii to Kauai. 

The Petition from the Catholic teachers to the Comander 
of the British War-ship, of ill treatment, was then read. After 
the Petition vas read Kamehameha III, made reply to the Petition 
by letter to the British Commander, meeting each charre in de- 
tail. | 

The matter of School Inspectors was then taren up deai 
It ws noted that some of the School Inspectors had failed to 
make a report on their work; such as the number of teachers, 
the number of pupils and as to their standard of learning; also 
the amount of Government funds spent for the pay of teachers. | 
It was voted by the assembly that any School Inspector who fails 
to submit a report at the annual Session of the Nobles in 1844, 
that he shall forfeit his salary for the year. It was also voted 
that the Officials in charge shall instruct the School Inspectors 


py letter of this fact. 


April 27. At the hour of nine the Nobles and Representatives 
assmebled. Keahonui# brought up the matter of his pay in per- 
forming certain duties under the Governess for the Government. 
The Assembly made reply that he must secure his pay out of the 
salary paid to Kekauonohi. Keliiahonui would not accept this. 
Considerable time was taken up in the discussion of this matter. 
The Assembly thought it well to make him an assistant to the 
High Judges. He replied that it would be impossible for him to 
hold such an office as he lived in Kauai. David Malo by motion 
of G. P. Judd was voted to look into the matter. It was finally 
decided that Keliiahonui take his pay out of the salary allowed 


Kekauonohi as he performed those duties entrusted to her. 


#Keahonui mispelled (Keliiahonui) 
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Keliiahonui flatly refused to accept such 2 proposition. 

The subject of the Petition of the people of Vailuku 
presented by Mamakeha regarding the difficulties over the Govern- 
ment lease to Manune was then taken up. The Assembly voted that 
the matter be referred to G. P. Judd and Kamehamena IIL, to be 
adjusted by them at their discretion. 

Kapae then re2d 2 Petition from Fawaii remrdinz the Albie 
core fishing grounds. At the conclusion of the reading of the 
Petition a recess was taken. 

At the hour of three in the afternoon of the same day the 
hObles and Representatives ag-in assembled. The question of the 
one tenth tax on the receipts from the Friday and Thursday labor 
days of the King's lands wes then discussed. Considerable time 
was taken up on this question. They also discussed the advis-= 
ability of turning all the Friday labor days to the Landlords 
and the Landlords to pay the King in money for such days. It 
was finally voted that the matter be left, 2s it is provided 
by law. = 

The subject of the Konohiki lands given by the King to a 
certain person for that person's benifit was then considered. 

It was decided that when a person so holding a Konohiki land 
should die and leaves the land to a Chief who is a member of the 
Assembly, that one tenth of the receipts of such land shall be 
collected for the Government. But the receipts from the lands 
owned by the Chief himself left to him by his parents or brother ' 
shall be exempted from such a taz. 

Purthermore. When a person dies leaving Konohiki:land, ‘that 
were given him by Kamehameha III, to any Chief in the Present 
Legislature, that: Konohiki. shall be taxed the one tenth tax 
on labor days. At the conclusion of the above adjournment was 


taken. 
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April ae At the hour of nine the Nobles and Representa- 
tives assembled. 

The laws enacted were ee read. 

l. The law regarding the leased lands made by the Govern= 
ment for which the Govermnent was entitled to one tenth the 
receipts. 

2. The reduction in the land tax as authorized by the old 
law, to continue this year. 

3. The tax on dogs and cats of one rial each annually. 

4. The law allowing those who were divorced to marry again 
and the return of the women from Kaena Point. 

5. The postponement of the firing of the night gun in 
Honolulu to nine o'clock, and the firing of the last gun half 
an hour later. 

6. The law making the Auctioners pay a license of $500. 

7. The law reducing the charges onethe tonage of vessels 
ensering the Port of Honolulu. | 

8. The law siiowine the whalers to sell goods ashore to the 
amount of $200, without paying duty, but should the amount acceed | 
this then a duty shall be paid. 

9. The law regarding to Clearance papers of out going 
vessels. j 

10. Amendnents to certain laws. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the above laws -the.Nobles 
and Representatives voted that they become laws of the Country. 

Ga. P. Judd then spoke about being in touch with God's laws 
and also of his regrets that the Country had been taken by Great 
Britain. 

David Malo also spoke regarding God's laws. At the conclu- 


sion of David Malo's remarks, the assembly adjourned Sine Die.

Should the aforesaid subjects be not recdy by that time 
however, the Reports by the Governors on the Government Receipts 
will be taken up. . | 

The Representatives however did not appear, not being . 
prepared. 


Adjournment was taken at 12 o'clock. 
Reconvening of the Session. 
Maunakilika, May 6, 1845. 


The Council. was called to order by the King.

The minutes of April 4th, the last day the Council 
met, were read. 

The heir of Timothy Haalilio vas first taken up for con- 
Sideration. After lr. Richards was sworn he made the following 
statement regarding the last wishes of Timothy Haalilio, as 
taken dom by him in a memorandum book, while at sea. 

"On the Sabbath day, Nov. 4, 1844, T.Haalilio said to me. 

'I am very weak and may not live to see land again!'I asked him, 
if he had any orders for the King. He answered, "Yes, I have

orders for him. Tell the King, that my great desire is the com- 
fort of my mother. I know it will not do for her to have charze 
of the lands as she is old. I desire that she be given a yearly 
income. tly wish in reference to the land, I have already told 
the King before I took this trip. He has heard my wish. I have 
been thinking of giving my home to Kalaeokekol, but I know him 
to be a bad boy. If he was a good boy I would leave him my home, 
and my Estate, but it shall go as the King wishes. My boxes and 
my other little things shall go to the King, I do not wish them 
to go to others. The bolts of cloth however I wish them to go to 
my mother. If they think these should go to Hana, it shall be 

as they wish.'" 

Ge P. Judd after being sworn said that T. Haalilio had 
written a will, the text of which was the same as stated, but 
the document could not be found. 

JohnYoung and Charles Kanaina after they were sworn, 
stated that they were certain the King was the heir. 

It was passed that Kamehameha III,be the heir of T. 
Haalilio, without a dissenting vote. 

The question of what would be the amount, sufficient for 
the mother of T. Haalilio was then discussed. It was recommended 
generally, that the amount be $240, but the matter was left 
entirely with the King. | 

The King then addressed the following letter to the Treasur;

It was voted that an adjournment be taken until to-morrow 
norning at 10 o'clock, when the heir of J. A. Kuakini will be 


considered. 
Maunakilika, May 7, 1845. 


The meeting of the Nobles was opened by a prayer. The 
minutes of the previous day were read and approved. 

One of the copies of the will of Kuakini was then BE 
the same being the one written on April 17, 1844: and was placed 
on file by Leleionoku with the statement that it was the last 
will of Kuakini. 

Kanuha was sworn. 

Kamehameha III. questioned hime 

When was this document written, was it done at our arrival? 

o. It was done before you arrived at Hawaii. It was first 
written ona slate, put without Kuakini's signature. After 
Leleichoku and the others arrived Leleiohoku and Kauwahi put it 
on paper. 

Did Kuakini sign his name at that time? 

No. The signature was affixed some time after. 

Was he able to see at the time when he wrote his name? 

ile could see, though he was shaking.and wecping. 


In what position was he when he wrote his name, did he sit 


up or was he lying down? 
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He was lying face dovm, well covered with bed clothes; 
the documents were placed on a slate, 2nd he was weeping when 
he signed it. | 

How many persons saw him write his name? 

The two of us, besides one other, Piilani. 

Did he read the dccument before he wrote his name? 

Yes. He read it with intelligence, end afterwards wrote 
his name. One of the documents he took upand threwit to me 
saying, "this one is all right," this was the second document. 

What was the second document. 

It was the first will, but he did not affix his name to the 
document. 

Didn't he say the document was improper? 

No. He only said that the other was all right. 

Who told you to teke the document to Kuakini and get him 
to sign it, did you do it of vous own accord? 

No, because Kuakini asked me "Is the will written on the 
slate copied on paper?" I said, yes,“Kauwahi and Leleiohoku have 
copied it on paper in inke” That jae ane reason why I brought 
the document so that he could sign it. 

Who are these other prople who have signed this will? 

They are the people who witnessed that the copy was a true 
copy of the writing on the slate, which was not signed by.

| David lalo was sworn, . 

Are you familiar with Kuakini's signature? 

Yes. | 

Is this Kuakini's signature? 

I am in doubt on two things: the words, Gov. Adams. I am 
_ positive are his, but the words By and Kuakini are what I am 
wnoertadh about. 

A. Paki was sworn. 

Are you familiar with Kuakini's signature? 

Yes. 

Look at this signature. 

Yes, I know this is his signature. 

Naheana was sworn. 

Are you Kuakini's servant? 

Yes. 

What are your duties? 

I have charge of his property. 

Are you his Secretary? 

No. I can tell his writing when I see it however. 

You have often seen his signature on paper then? 

Yes. . 

“If some other person should write Kuakini's name you would 
be able to tell the difference then? 


Yes. I can tell when he signs his English name, but when 
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it is signed Kuakini, I cannot tell if it is Kuakini's. 

Is this his signature? 

Perhaps it is. This was done at a time when he mst have 
been very feeble, While I am familiar with his writing when he 
was well, therefore I am uncertain about this. | . 

Do you think some one else signed this Kuakini? 

It is possible that this is Kuakini's signature. His 
signature while well must be different from his signature while 
ill, it is possible this was made while he was ill. 

Kapohaku was sworn. | 

Are you Kuakini's servant? 

Yes. 

What are your duties? 

I have the keeping of his property and other things that 
belong to him. | 

vou are familiar with Kuakini's signature? 

Yes. I am familiar, I sometimes write letters for him and 
then he would affix his name to them. 

If you should see his writing would you be able to tell 
whether it was his or some one else's? 

Yes. This is Kuakini's signature on the will. 

Didn't Kuakini tell you that he had signed the will? 

NO. 

The examination ended here. 

The new buttons for the Members of the Legislature and the 
High Officials of the Government were passed on, and the 
Kamehameha IIL buttons were to be worn by all those connected 
with the Army, other Officials, and the King's household. 

It was passed that the proper dress for the Members of the 
. Legislature was the full dress with the new buttons.

Maunakilika, Honolulu, 
May 9, 1845. 


The Nobles were called to order. A Prayer was offered. 

The minutes of yesterday were read. Witnesses were then 

called to testify that Kekauluohi was the heir of J. A. Kuakini. 
David Halo was sworn. 

He testified as follows: In the month of November 1844, I 
questioned him regarding his heir. He refused to tell and was 
very angry. Ne did not say who was to be his heir. He told me to 
give the three hundred and fifty dollars and the cattle to the 
Chiefess, Kekauluohi. I told him that I would not do it, that I. 
would give these things to his recognize heir, Leleiohoku. He 
answered, "he can have the position of Deputy Governor and all 
his fants. from his father that I have in charge." The next day, 
Kekauluohi inquired of Kanuha about the will. "Have you people 
got Kuakinits will?" He answered, "There was a will made and I 
have it in my keeping but it is not of much consequence. The 
Will that we want to logk to is the one in Ge P. Judd's keeping. 
That is the abouneae which contains his signature, written by 
Maewa." Kanuha did not reply that the document he had in his 
keeping was not signed. All he said was, that it was of no con- 
sequence, and that the one in the Doctor's care was the true 
one, When I saw Kaupena taking the Money, I asked him, who re- 
quested him to come for it, he answered, "Kekauluohi." What I 


saw was that Kekauluohi took the money from Kaupena and put it 
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in the chest. 

On the Srd day of December, Kuakini died. During the week 
while Naheana, Malo, Kuakini, Kekauluohi, Kealoha and others 
were seated together, Kuakini said to me (Davia) "Here is the 
property for you and Kekauluohi." With this he handed me a slip 
of paper showing the amount of money, $19,000. Kekauluohi took 
the paper and put it in the chest. I did not hear their inter- 
view. I then wrote a note something like this. "I have given to 
Mekauluohi the sum of $19,400," and took it to Kuakini for his 
signature; but he was asleep. The note was not sent to Kuakini 
after this as I put it in Kekauluohi's sheets they had the key. 
I do not know the date when the keys of the Money chests were 
taken by Kekauluohi. | 

Kanuha was sworn. 

I heard David question Kuakini about the money and Cattle 
in his keeping. Kuakini told him to give them to Kekauluoh®. He 
was asked concerning Leleiohoku, he answered. "He knows what he 
will get, the Deputy Governor and the property of his father." 

~ On the 3rd day before his death, I was sent for to go and count 
the money, and some one informed me that Kekauluohi was to have 
the money. 

| I told Kekauluohi that I had some documents in my keeping, 
one had his signature and the other did not, put that the true 
one was in the Doctor's keeping, and those in my possession were 
of no consequence. 


When he died, Naheana had the keys to the chests. 


Maunakilika, Honolulu, 


lay 10th 1845. 


The Nobles were called to order. A Prayer was offered. 


The matter of the heir of J. A. Kuakini was again submitted. 


s: 
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Naheana was sworn. 

Kuakini told Kanuha, Kapohaku and I, that the property in 
the Fort belonged to Leleiohoku: and to-give the Money to 
Kekauluohi before his death, at about the time while breathing 
his last. 

While he was close unto death he sent for me, and inquired 
if the writing was finished. I told him that it wes not all 
written. He told me to hurry.up-as there would be some dispute 
over it. | 

Kuakini then gave the document to Kekaulucohi and questioned 
her "where Íb your servant?" "He is around" "Here is the money, 
for you two." Meaning her money with her children. I heard those 
words spoken three times. Auhea, (Xekauluohi) said the money 
belonged to her and her children. I distinctly heard those words. 
Kuakini told me that the money belonged to Kekauluohi and her 
children. 

Kealoha was sworn. 

J. A. Kuakini questioned Naheana about the money, and he 
a@nswered, that Kanuha had some objections. After yards I asked 
J. A. Kuakini about the money. He answered that the money was 
for his grand children. 

Kanuha stated that the document in his keeping was not the 
important one. The document to be afraid of is the one in the 
-possession of the foreigner. Kanuha did not state that the 
document in his keeping was not signed by Kuakini. 

It was voted that the King appoint a Committee of two, to 
go to Kekauluohi and ask her what she would do with the money 
if it was given to her. 

Mr. Richards and John Ii were appointed. 

They were then sworn to make a true report of the conversa~ 


tion with Kekauluohi,on their return. They then left on their 


mission: . 
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On their return John Ii made the following report: "When 
we arrived, W. Richards said to her, 'We have come to ask you 
regarding the money. We have deferred our decission on the 
evidences produced by the witnesses until we are certain what 
you intend doing with the money if it was given you.'" 

"She answered: 'Here is my wish. Take the money to the 
King, first take out one tenth of the amount which as sacred 
unto God's work, then if the King wishes to take one half of the 
remainder, the other half shall be divided equally between the 
five children. Victoria, Moses, Liholiho, Lot and William.'" 

The following resolution was then adopted. 

Whereas, in our examination of the Will of Kuakini, it is 
made apparent to us. 

lst. That the document containing the signature of Gov. 
Adams Kuakini, signed on the 17th day of April 1844, is the true 
will of Kuakini. j 

2nd. It made no provision of the thousands of dollars, be- 
cause the said money was provided.for in another document. 

Srd. We believe that we understand the true meaning of the 
evidence produced by the witnesses regarding the words, "Here is 
the money which belong to you and your children." 

4th. That the money be given to Kekaulvohi who shall settle 
the same with the help of the King, in the manner suggested by 
Kekauluohi to the Committee. 

It was then voted that the special order of the day, on the 
first of next week, shall be, the property left by J. A. Kuakini 
to Kekauluohi. 

| After a prayer was offered an adjournment was taken till 


the first of next week at 10 o'clock.

The minutes of yesterday's proceedings Werggread. 

It was voted that J. Ti, Charles Kanaina and Wm. Pitt 
Leleiohoku be the. Committee to go in search for those who know, 
the real owners of the properties left in charge of J. A. 
Kuakini, as well as his own private property. 

It was voted that the duty of the Committee of three shall 
be in reference to lands, property, and houses.

mittee, and that the rest of the Nobles shali he excused.

May 15, 1845. 


The Nobles assembled at the hour of 10, 

A prayer was offered. 

‘The minutes of the 13th inst, were read. 

The Nobles then voted that the minutes of the 13th be 
approved. 

It was voted that lr. Richards continue with his report of 
their mission: but was not concluded. 

G. P. Judd then submitted the plan of how the King was to 
pe received on Tuesday when he formally opens the Legislature 
and how the people are to be seated. 

It was moved that the Copper Coin, and the paper money, 
shall be the special work for to-morrow, at the hour of 10. 
This mms unanimously passed by the Nobles. After a prayer was 


offered an adjournment was taken. 
Honolulu, May 19, 1845. 


The ‘Nobles of the Legislature of the Hawmiian Islands met 
at Maunakilika. 

After a prayer was offered, the Ninutes of the 15th inst, 
were read, at the conclusion of which the Members of the House 
of Representatives were sent for to come and join the Nobles. 

G. P, Judd then explained how the King was to come in and 
deliver his preclamation on Tuesday. 

The King was to come in at 12 o'clock. 

The Hall ws to be arranged ahead of time according to the 


following plan.. 
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The Chiefs who are members of the Legislature, to be on the 
Zing's right, the Representatives on the Left; the Chiefesses 
who are members of the Legislature in front of the King, and 
those of the sane rank as G. P. Juda to be on the hoth'sides af 
His Majesty Kamehameha III. The Foreign Officials to be on the 
King's right, behind the Chiefs who are members of the Legisla- 
ture, and the Naval Officers to be on the King's left, behind . 
the Representatives next to the wall, with the Princes beyond 
the Mobles. 

After the above, the answer to be made after the King's 
speech on Tuesday, was expleined, and the same Was approved by 
the Members of both houses. 

It was then voted by the Nobles and Representatives that 
John Young be appointed to confirm the King's speech and to 
read the reply to said speech. 

It was voted that John Ii and Matthew Kekuanaoa be appointed 
to support John Young's remarks, and to give 2. statement of the 
troubles, and the benevolence of the Almighty God, in restoring 


the Independence of this Kingdom from Vations which are more 
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powerful than this one, and in the recognition of His Majesty 
Kamehameha III,as King. 

It was voted by the Nobles and Representatives that Moses 
Kekuaiwa, viio shall wear a feather cloak, be appointed to carry 
the spear accompaning the King on one side and that Lot Kameha= 
meha, who shall also wear a feather cloak, be appointed to carry 
the two Kahilis accompaning the King on the other side; the 
Queen to come after the King with C. P. Juda on her left, with 
R. C. Wyllie and J. Ricord behind. 

It was voted by the Nobles and Representatives, that as 
soon as the King comes out af the lakai door of Maunakilika, 
the Royal Standard and the Mational flag are to be hoisted, with 
the white above the red, and the Honolulu Fort shali then fire 
a salute of 21 guns together with the British WareShip in honor 
of the King. The soldiers are to line both sides of the Street 
in closed ranks, from the Meeting House to Maunakilika; and as 
the King enters the Hall the audience shall rise in respect to 
the King. 

It was voted by the Nobles and Representatives that A. Paki 
be appointed to put the following motion after the Resolutions 
are read and seconded. MALL those who are in favor of adopting 
the Resolutions just read, please stand and raise your hands." 


After a prayer was offered the Nobles and Representatives 


adjourned at 1 o'clock.

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At the hour of 12 the King went out of the Makai door of 
Maunakilika with Moses on his right eee a feather cloak and 
pearing the spear in his right hand with a yellow cloak thrown 
across his right arm. Lot was on the left of the King, also 
wearing a feather cloak bearing the two Kahilis in his hands, 
behind them came H. Kalama, the Queen with G. P. Judd on her 
left, and then came Robert C. Wyllie and John Ricord. 

As soon as the King stepped out of the door way his New 
Royal Standard was hoisted, the fort fired a salute of 21 guns, 
and the soldiers lined both sides of the street leading from one 
house to the other, in closed ranks. At the conclusion of the 
salute from the fort, a salute of 21 suns was fired by H. B. i's 
Ship Talbot. Before the King entered the Hall Matthew Kekuanaoa 
came out and escorted the King in, while those in the Hall rose 
from their seats. After the King had entered, and the firing of 
the Salute from the War-ship. had ceased, the King then took off 
his nat and Mr. Richards offered a prayer. At the conclusion of 
the prayer the King put on his hat and requested the people to 
Be Gebel: The feather cloak was then spread over his seat, while 
two large Kahilis stood on either side of the King. The platform 
about 6 feet square and a foot high wes covered with a foreign 
carpet. C. P. Judd stood on one side of the King with R. C. 
Wyllie on Judd's right and Wm. Richards on Wyllie's right, . 
Kekauluohi's seat being seperated by a space to the left of 
C. P. Judd. On the left of the King, Kalama was seated and on 
her left stood John Ricord. 

The King then read his address as follows. 

“ Yobles and Representatives of the people. 
We have called you together to deliberate on 
matcers Senmova with the good of our Kingdom. 

In the exercise of our prerogatives, we have appointed 


G. P. Judd to be our Minister for the Interior Affairs of our 


Re 


Kingdom; R. C. Wyllie to be our Minister of Foreign Relations; 
and John Ricord our law adviser in all matters relating to the 
administration of justice. 

We have ordered our linisters to lay before you, the Re- 
ports of their several departments. 

The Independence of our Kingdom has been most explicitly 
recognized by the United States of America, Great Britain, 
France and Belgium. From each of these powers we have received 
the most friendly assurances. 

It is our wish to cultivate the relation of peace and 
friendship with all nations, and to treat the subjects of all 
with equal justice. 

With this view we recommend to your consideration the better 

organization of the Courts of Justice, the division of powers, 
| and a careful revisal of the Laws. 

The laws regulating licenses, the tenure of lands, the 
registration of vessels, the harbor regulations, the duties, the 
fines for the punishment and correction of offenses, the laws 
for the collection of debts and taxes generally, deserve your 
attention. | 

Our ifinister for the Interior will lay before you the esti- 
mates of the expenses required for the ensuing year, for which 
it is incumbent on you to provide with a due regard to economy 
and the means of the people. 

It is our desire that you take measures to ascertain 
whether the number of our people be deminishing or increasing, 
and that you devise means for argumenting the comforts and the 
happiness of the people of our Islands. 

We consider it the first of our duties to protect Religion, 
and promote soba morate and general education., It will therefore 
pe your duty to consider by what means those blessings can be 


best promoted and extended among the people of these Islands,

and also among the foreigners resident in our dominions. 

We are well aware that the Word of God is the corner stone 
of our kingdom. Through its influence we have been introduced 
into the family of the independent nations of the earth. 

It shall therefore be our constant endeavor to govern our 
subjects in the fear of the Lord; to temper justice with mercy 
in the punisiment of crime; and to reward industry and virtue. 

The Almichty Ruler of nations has dealt kindly with us in 
our troubles, in restoring our kingdom, together with special 
guarantees for its existence as an independent nation. | 

| May He also aid you in your deliberations, and may He grant 


special protection to us, to you and our people. 
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J.. Young then rose and read the following five Resolutions. 

| The Nobles and Representatives of the Hawaiian King- 
dom, in Council assembled, taking into consideration the peculiar 
circumstances under which they have now come togehter, so unlike 
those of their last convocation, have Resolved: 

I. That the Nation's thanks are due to Almighty God, the 
the King of Kings, Lord of Lords and Ruler of Princes, for His 
so marvellously preserving this kingdom in the time of its 
perils, which threatened the entire transfer of all the rights 
and privileges of an Independent Nation, to a foreign dynasty; 
and that the 3lst day of July of the current year be appointed 
as a day of solemn fasting for the people from Hawaii to Niihau, 
to-present their thanks before the Throne of Grace and Mercy. 

II. That under God, the thanks of this nation are due to His 
servant, Her Most Gracious Majesty, Victoria, the Queen of Great 
Britain and Treland, for the justice and magnanimity with which 
Her Majesty was disposed to listen to the requests of ihe King 


of these Islands under reference of the 25th of February 1543, 
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urged at Her Court by the Hammiian Commissioners. 

IIL. That His Majesty's Comaissioners have deserved well of 
the Hawaiian Nation, for the zeal anda ability with which they 
have discharged the important duties entrusted to them by His 
Majesty the King. 

IV. That in the name of all the people of Hawaii, thanks be 
expressed by this body to the Rulers of the United States of 
America, Great Britain, France and Belgium, for the readiness 
with which they severally recognized the Independence of these 
Islands thus receiving us into the fraternity of nations. 

V. That these Resolutions be printed in the Hawaiian and 
English languages, and suspended in a frame in each of. the 
Legislative Chambers. 


May God preserve the King. 
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John Ii then rose and supported the remarks made by John 
Young regarding the past difficulties; then followed Kekuanaoa 
supporting the Resolutions. Then Paki rose and put the motion 
for the adoption of the Resolutions, which was carried, no one 
dissenting. The King then retired with his company. John Ii, 

A. Feliiahonui, and Alapa were then appointed to prepare a reply 
to the King's speech, for the two Houses. After a prayer vas 


offered, an adjournment was taken.

May it please Your Majesty:----- 

Sire: 

We are deputed by the Nobles, and Representatives of 
the people, in Legislative Council assembled, to offer to Your 
Majesty the tribute of cur love, loyalty and thanks, for your 
Gracious and good speech. 

We have readily obeyed Your Majesty's call, in meeting to 
deliberate on matters for the good of your kingdom, and we shall 
take into our serious consideration what Your Majesty's Ministers 
may have to say to us by Your Majesty's command. 

It shall be our earnest endeavor to asedst Your Majesty in 
cultivating relations of veace and friendship with the United 
States of America, Great Britain, France and Belgium, which have 
recognized the Independence of this Nation, and with all other 
foreign nations. | 

We shall take into consideration the reforms in the laws 
Which Your Majesty KA AA the organization of the Courts, 
and the division of powers, so as best to preserve the preroca= 
tives of Your ‘ajesty, and render your administration effective 
and beneficent, and with a view to encourage industry, commerce 
and civilization. 


We shall deem it our especial duty to review our laws 


relating to the tenure of land and to taxation, and to provide 
the revenue required for Your Majesty's Government, without 
impairing the means of your people. 

We shall earnestly endeavor to ascertain the numbers of 
your people, and devise means to encourage their increase by the 
prevention disease and vant, the protection of their persons and 
property, rendering their lands secure, and encouraging their 
industry. 

It is the light of the Gospel of Christ, that has dispelled 
the darkness which formerly over-shadowed our Islands. We shall 
therefore consider it the first and most important of our duties, 
to extend religion, education and good morals, among &11 classes 
of your subjects, and foreigners within your Islands. 

May Your Majesty live long, to govern us in the fear of the 
Lord, to termer justice with mercy in the punishment of crime, 
and to reward industry and virtue; and may God Almighty establish 
your throne in righteousness. | 

May God preserve the King.

He spoke of the 
Countries visited by him and Haalilio and touched on other 
matters. He also gave his reasons why the foreigners should be 
naturalized, and further said that it would be one of the means 
whereby the King could govern them as he is doing the Natives. 

After the above, the Act to organize the Executive Ministry 
of the Hawaiian Islands and that the King issue to them their 
cormissions was read. 

Section I., was passed. 

Section II. The Premier shall be Minister of Interior, to 
be styled His Highness. Then shall follow, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, the Minister of Finance, the Minister of Public 
Instruction and the Attorney General who shall all be styled 
Excellencies. This section was also passed except the appoint- 
ment, which wes deferred till some other time. 

Section ae was passed.

Section V. It was voted that in order to be eligible a 
person shall have attained the age of twenty-five years provid- 
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ing also the King approves of his appointment. The section was 
then passed.

John Ii then reported on the Estate of Kuakini, stating 
that he was uncertain about certain things in regard to the pay- 
ment of certain debts. He thought some of the property ought to 
be sold to pay these debts, and after the same are paid then the 
balance of the Estate to go to the heirs. Leleiohoku observed 
that he was paying the debts right along, and further stated ` 
that the property of Mr. French in Hawaii must be used to pay 
the debts. John Young then wanted to know what Leleiohoku and 
the others have concluded to do. Leleiohoku answered that in his 
opinion the property of xr. French should be used first and if 
the debts are not all paid then to take some of the properties 
from the Estate of Kuakini and use it for the payment of the 


debts, the balance of the Estate to go. to the heirs. 
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It was then voted that a sufficient amount of the properties 
of Kuakini to pay the debts be gotten together. 

Xaaukai then rose and stated the wish of the people of 
Oahu regarding to certain things seized by the Landlords, com- 
plaints against the Judges for wrong convictions and compieinre 
acainst the Tax Officers: and he referred to the laws. 

Mr. Richards then observed that the people mst be ignorant. 
If they were not satisfied with the treatment given them by the 
Landlords, Judges and Tax Officers they should go to the Governor 
with their complaints and if they are still dissatisfied then 
lay their complaints before the King, and if no satisfaction is 
given them then to this Council so as to get at the facts. M 
| Richards however felt that the people were justified in their 
complaints and further stated that as long as the labor days 

were not done away with, there will always be trouble, The way 

We get rid of it is this, rear up a lot of children, sell lands 
to the people, give the lands out on long leases, keep the lands 
clean and productive and be careful with the pody, because the 
man who is strong and industrious will always help the Govern- 
ment. 

After a prayer was offered an adjournment was taken subject 


to the call of the King. 


Palace, July 8, 1845. 
The Nobles and Representatives of the people vere sent for 
as passed oi June 30th, After they were called to order, a 
prayer was offered.

A prayer was offered. 

The minutes of the 8th AI. July were read and approved. 

Mr. Richards then rose and read the Act to Organize the 
Executive Departments of the Hawaiian Islands, throughout. After 
it was read throughout it wes read section by section in order 
to have the Council understand the same and to give the Council 
a chance to offer amendments. 

After a prayer vas offered an eas ousnment was taken until 
to-morrow when D. Malo would present his report on the Schools, 
after which, the Act to Organize the. Executive Departments would 


be further considered. 


“Naunakilika, July 11, 1645. 
The Council of the Nobles and Representatives of the people 
again assembled. A Prayer vas offered. 
After the members were seated the Minutes of the 10th of 
July were read and approved. 
D. Halo then rose and read his report on the Schools of 
Maui only, as the reports from the other Islands were not all 
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received. He also spoke of his several tours around Maui and 
‘Tanai. Fe also told of his actions while on his tours. The 
number of pupils for 1843 was 4,920. He then reported of the 
amount paid to each teacher as salary. The total amount paid to 
the teachers from the parents and Government was $4,917.00 all 
in properties, no cash being given. He then presented the report 
for the year 1844, showing a decrease in the number of idachets 
and pupils. The total amount paid by the Government was $2,135 
in property, and the amount paid by the parents was $1,935 also 
in Property, making a total of $4,070.00 paid fo the teachers in 
the year 1844. 

The report for 1845 was next taken up but the same not 
peing ready was deferred. 

D. Malo then spoke of how he was unsuccessful in some of 
his trips. 

The report of the schools of Hilo was then submitted. Paid 
to the teachers $1,852 in properties. This ended the report on 
Schools. 

lr. Richards then read a petition from the people of Lanai, 
containing 381 names. | 

The petition from the people of Lahaina was next read. It 
was from the same people who sent former petitions, urging that 
Richards be appointed Interpreter and translator of the Consti- 
tution for the Government, and also urging that John Ii be 
appointed Treasury Agent for the Government. 

The petition from Kailua signed by some of the same people 
sent a former petition was then read. It was signed by 52 people. 
This petition was considered. John Ii and Paki were then appointed 
to prepare suitable answers to the people of Hawaii on the com- 
plaints made. ji 

Mr. Richards then took up the reading of the Act to Organize

the Executive Departments of the Hawaiian Islands, being the 
same one read on the 10th of July.

He further stated that he was in 
trouble and would like to have his salary increased, to an 
amount about equal to that of the Governess. He also expresséd 
the desire of remaining until after the close of the Legislature 
in order that he may be able to become familiar with the laws. 
The Treasury Agents also expressed a desire to have Kanoa return 
to Kauai, on account of certain cases left. over. But Kanoa 
answered that there was nothing wrong behind, and that if any 
thing wrong turns up ne will be informed of it by letter. Kanoa 
then stated that unless his salary vas raised he was not going 
to accept the position offered put will go back to his former 
work. This was discussed at length and it was voted that the 
matter be deferred for further consideration. 

Tohn Ii then rose 2nd read his report on the last Petition 
frou Hawaii. Paki also read his report with reference to the 
same petition. Both reports were adopted. 

M. Kekuanaoa then stated how the King was in need of more 
sOldiers as the labor days have kept many of them away. It was 
voted that the matter be taken up with the landlords.

Win. P. Leleiohoku then reported on what he had heard re- 
garding the petitions from Kailua. He stated that the reason why 
the petitions were filed was because David Malo had urged the 
people to do it. Hopu had stated on his oath that he had seen 
David Malo urging the people. 

G. P. Judd then stated that David lalo had already admitted 
this and that he had advised D. Malo to come back to Maui and 
undo his work and get the mind of the people restored to its 
former trust in the Goverment Officials. David Malo had cone: 
sented to this. 

The properties of J. A. Kuakini which were brought here to 
Honolulu such as Lumber and Mamaki were next considered. Kanaina 
then stated that the properties of Mr. French and Kuakini that 
are here should be sold and if the debts are paid from the re 
ceipts the balance should go to his heirs. Leleiohoku then 
observed that he would rather not act in the matter. Had he been 
the only heir he would have been in a position to pay the debts, 
put since there are other heirs he thought it would complicate 
ia teres G. P. Judd stated that it wouldn't do to apportion out 
the property to the heirs before the debts are paid. Paul Kanoa 
stated he thought the personal property ought to go to Leleiohok, 
Piikoi then. put the motion "Who shall have the personal property?" 

. Those who voted that the property should go to Leleiohoku 
were, Paki, Kanoa, Keahonui, Mamauu, Piikoi, Kanoa and the King. 

John Young remarked that the subject has never been clear 
to him.from the first and he was still in doubt, therefore he 
was not able to vote and shall. remain so until some one could 
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make it clear to him. The King then tried to make things clear. 
Then Kanoa followed and the matter was discussed at length. It 
was finally voted that all the personal property of Kuakini 
should go to Leleiohoku; but all the Government property should 
go to the Government. | 
-After a prayer was offered an adjournment was taken until 


10 o'clock to-morrow. 


Maunakilika, July 15, 1845. 

The Nobles and Representatives again assembled. 

A prayer was offered. 

C. Kanaina then rose and submitted the Will of Kekauluohi. 
Kekuanaoa also submitted the first Will. 

C. Kanaina was then sworn. He deposed and said, "While we 
were at Kaniua's home, Kuluwailehua brought this document at 
the request of Kekauluohi, who then requested me to sign my 
name to it. She then told me that she had signed the document 
herself. Kekauluohi then took a good look at the document. I 
believe she signed it herself." 

Kanaina then make a few remarks. 

Kuluweaimaka was sworn. He deposed and said. "I signed my 
name to that document. I paw Kekauluohi sign her name to the 
Will. D. alo, Lahilahi, Kaniua and Kekualoa were present. I 
wrote out the Will. Kekauluohi requested me to draw it up, be- 
fore it was finished she read it and told me to put it aside and 
finish it later. After a while I finished it, and we moved to 
Kaniua's home on the 14th when she expressed a desire to see it. 
On the evening of the 15th she requested me to get the will as 
she wanted to sign it. After I had brought it to her, she asked 
‘Where is Kanaina?! I.answered 'He is having his supper.' 'Call 
him in.' After supper he came in and signed his name. He aia not 
read it. I read it so those who were there heard me. Those who 
were present were, Peleuli.and Kaupena. 
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I read the words in the Will. I did not read any other words,nor .. 
did I leave any out, nor did I put in any other words. 
Kekauluohi then told me to get the letter as she wanted to erase 
some of the words in it, as it did not set things clearly. She 
could not read it as she was very weak. She then told me to see 
that everything was right, end to send for Richards who will 
seal it and present it t the King. But this was not done. I 

did everything I was told te do by Kekauluohi. I did not put in 
any word of my own accord; but I put in just what she requested 
me." 

Pelevli was sworn. She deposed and said, "I signed my name 
to the Will because I saw Kekauluohi sign it. Yes this is her 
signature, I saw her sign it, and then afterwards I heard 
Kuluwailehua read it.” | 


It was voted that the following is M.e Kekauluohi's Will. 


Honolulu, May 15, 1845. 

I, M. Kekauluohi, do hereby make cath before Jehovah and 
the whole world and by these presents, that I make known unto 
you, H. E. M. Kamehameha III., that my heir shall be my son 
W. C. Lunalilo, after my death. 

1. All my lands from my father and from my mother, and 
those from Kamehameha I., and those from Kamehameha II., and 
those from Kamehameha III., and the land whereon I now live 
shall go to my son subject to the King's wish. 

2. Also, all the lands willed to me by Hoapiliwahine which 
I now hold shall go to my heir, subject to the King's wish. 
Also the lands given me by Kaahumanu while she was alive, and 
also the lands from Kinau while she was alive shall go to my 
heir subject to his Cousin Victoria. 

3. Also all my Real and Personal property of whatsoever 
nature, my cattle, my horses, my money in the hands of the 
Government, and all other property in the hands of the Govern- 
ment, my houses in Lahaina, Luaehu, Pélekane, and the stone 
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building in Honolulu and all my house lots shall to go my heir, 
and his servant shall be my husband Kanaina who shall manage 
every thing subject to the wish of our son. 

`. 4. Furthermore. All the lands in my charge the discription 
of which I have made in a former document which the King has 
knowledge of and of which I have made certain changes. 

The changes are these, all the lands which I gave to my 
husband on Maui and Hawaii, to Kanaina, he shall have charge 
of the same subject to the wish of Victoria. So shall it be 
with the lands in Oahu and Kauai, these shall be in charge of 
1. Kekuanaca subject to the wish of my neice Victoria.

The King was asked regarding Section 4, of the 
Will--- as written above. The King answered that the document 
written on the 5th of May was the one which Section 4 had 


reference to. The document was amended as follows: 


Honolulu, May 1845. 

To the King, Kamehameha III., I wish to make known to you 
my wishes. . l 

I; M. Kekavluchi the Premier, wish to make known to you 
these things in my mind. 

Being of feeble health ewe: days and being uncertain of 
my recovery, I therefore wish to adjust the properties of my 
five children beforehand. 

1. The first is this: The home which belongs to my neice . 
in which I am now living, shall go to my neice and the King, 
and all her properties and all her lands shall go to her. 


2. The second is this: All my own property shall go to my 
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son and to his servant my husband. 

3. The third is this: All of Moses' lands which are well 
known, being the lands from his grand-father shall go to Moses 
together with all his own properties. 

4. The fourth is this: All of Lot's lands from his grande 
father shall go to him. 

5. The fifth is this: My neice B. Pauahi shall have what 
her grand-father shall give to her. I have given him my orders 
and she is informed of them. 

6. The sixth is this: All my children shall live subject 
to the wish of my neice Victoria as our parents before us have 
lived and as we have lived in our days with my neice, so also 
do I wish them to live under the King.

In consequence of the unusual duration of your last session, 
and the great amount of important business transacted by you at 
that term, you have been reassembled later than the usual period 
of your convention. 

I have commanded the Minister of the Interigr to report to 
you the internal affairs of the Islands. 

I an happy to congratulate you on the preservation of the 
peace and order of society, and the failure of all efforts to 


excite discontent and commotion. 


I have received the most friendly assurances from the 


President of the United States, whose relation to these Islands 


have been and continue to be so important to the advancement of 


the temporal and spiritual interests of my subjects. 
My Commissioner in London has repeatedly received the . 


strongest assurances of the interest taken by Her Britannic 


Majesty's Government in the independence and prosperity of my 
kingdom. 

My relations with France continue of the most friendly and 
satisfactory kind. 

With all other nations what intercourse exists is of peace 
and good will. 

I have commanded my Minister of Foreign Relations to lay 
before you a particular report of the affairs of his Department. 

The Finances of the Country have improved under the rigid 
economy adopted with a view to pay off all the pre-existing 


debts, and establishing public credit on a basis not to be shaken, 
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I have comsanded the Minister of that Department to lay be- 
you 
foreghis report since the first of April, 1545, up to the same 
dete of the present year. 

in execution of the laws creating a Department of Public 
Instruction, I have appointed as Minister of that Department, 
r. Willian Richards, who is well acquainted with the subject and 
has already served me with zeal both on these Islands and in 
Foreign Countries. I have commanded him to lay before you a re- 
port upon all the important subjects embraced in his Department. 

The administration of the laws during the lest year has been. 
rendered difficult by opposition to the jurisdiction of my tri- 
bunals and the assertion of rights and privileges incompatible 
with the respect due to my authority from all who live under it. 

good 
-I confide in a of this community and in the Representa- 
tives of foreign nations to discountenance, by their advice and 
influence, all such seditions pretensions of their compatriots. 
I have commanded my Attorney General to report to you on this 
subject. 

It is my desire that the tribunals should be rendered equal 
to tne prompt and just decision of all questions arising within 
my jurisdiction. But in cases of great delicacy or difficulty 
arising between foreigners, I intend to reserve to myself the 
right of taking counsel abroard whenever I consider it expedient. 

I recomend to you to watch the operation of the new laws, 
framed for the protection and good of all, but doubtless capable 
of improvement. You will listen to the public voice, and alter, 
modify or repeal, as the interests of my faithful subjects shall 
require. 

I trust that the labors of the Land Commissioners will 
result in rendering the titles to land clear and fixed, end thus 
ley e foundation for agricultural enterprise. It is my special 


wish that the laws be such as to offer the most efficient en- 
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couragenent to profitable industry. I recommend to your con- 
Sideration the best means of securing that object. 

It will be your duty to consider the operation of the labor 
tax, and to decide whether the schools can be supported by any 
other means in a more economical manner, or by any method more 
satisfactory to the people. 

Finally, I recomnend to you the most careful attention to 
everything that can promote the morality, health, happiness and 
wealth of my native subjects, and everything that can consis- 
tently with their welfare, render the Islands a desirable home 
for those friendly foreigners who are content to live under my 
laws and to trust their fortunes to their protection and to 
their own honest industry. 

May the Almighty enlighten your councils and guide you in 
the path of truth and justice, and may all that you say or do 
redound to His glory, and the best interests of my people. 
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At the conclusion of the King's speech, .which he read to 
the Legislature, John Ii rose and made some eloquent remarks in 
support of the King's speech. At the conclusion of John Ii's 
remarks, F., P. Kaumaea one of the Representatives also rose and 
spoke in support of the King's speech, and made a motion that a 
Committee of three be appointed to prepare a reply to the King's 
speech. A. Paki, J. Kapena, from the Nobles and F. P. Kaumaea 
from the Representatives were appointed on the Committee. 

In the evening they presented their report which was as 


follows: =-= 


Birs: 

As a special deputation from the Nobles and Represen- 
tatives, we approach Your Majesty with the assurances of our 
love, loyalty and gratitude for the gracious speech which has 
been addressed to us. 
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We hope that our labors during our last session will redound 
to the honor of the Kingdom, the special benefit of your sub=- 
jects and the good of all who live under Your Majesty's Auth- 
ority. We shall ever esteem it our most sacred duty to co= 
operate with Your kajesty in the most energetic measures to 
suppress commotion and to quiet discontent. 

We rejoice at the improved state of the finances of the 
country, well convinced that the stability and energy of Govern- 
ment must depend in no inconsiderable degree on the state of 
the financial department. 

Believing that the adaptation of Your Majesty's Government 
to the wants of the people, and that the respect which it has 
secured abroard are the natural results of education, we shall 
esteem it our duty to foster that department with fidelity and 
perseverance. 

We have seen with deep regret the embarrassments of Your 
Majesty's judicial tribunals, and shall do all in our power to 
aid Your Majesty in securing for them that obedience, .respect 
and confidence which the decisions of foreign cabinets testify 
they deserve, and without which courts of justice must be a 
judicial farce. 

As we act only for the good of the people, we shall watch 
the operation of the laws enacted by us, and shall listen to the 
voice and guard the interests of the people, as acting under 
the responsibility of the most solemn obligations. 

To encourage agriculture so as to increase the amount of 
exportable products, will be a desideratum. The way being ale 
ready prepared to secure allodial titles to the soil, and a 
profitable market being already spen to its products, and per- 
sons possessing those titles being wholly freed from all per- 
sonal service, we trust that industry will not only increase but 


become more and more productive and profitable. 
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The labor tax, so far as it remains, being devoted to the 
support of schools end always being commtable to money et the 
lowest rate, it must be submitted to the voice of the people 


whether that tax be continued, or the schools be supported in 


some other form. 

In all the laws we enact, and in all the measures we adopt, we 
-Skall act with an unwavering view to promote the morality, 
‘health, happiness and wealth of Your Majesty's subjects. We 
shali also do all Aa our power to render these Islands an agree- 

able resting place and home for worthy foreigners from friendly 
nations whence we have derived our civilization as a people, 
our respectability as a Government, our religion as a Christian 
nation and our prospects of future wealth. 

Your Maxims of government are known to be those of uni- 
versal peace, justice and good will to all mankind. The maxims

Missionaries to the King to prohibit the use of Awa in the 


Islands, was then read. 

It was voted by the Council that the matter be deferred 
until the former petition on the matter was acted on. 

The question of the appointment of a Governor for Miaui was 
then taken up. The two names suggested were J. Young Kanehoa and 
Jonah Kapena, put no vote was taken the matter being deferred for 
further consideration. 

After a prayer was offered an adjournment was taken until

Council House, Aug. 6, 1846. 


The Council again met. 
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A prayer was offered. 

The Minutes. of the 4th, inst, were read and approved. 

A Joint Resolution authorizing the sale of lands to 
foreigners was passed. The subject of locating the Government. 
lands was brought up. It was voted that the Governors be in= 
structed to look up the Government lands in their respective 
Islands. 

The resolution on Awa was presented. It was voted that but 
one Awa patch be cultivated on each Island each patch not to 
contain more than four acres. 

It was voted that the next meeting be held on Monday. 


After a prayer an adjournment was taken. 


Honolulu, September 26, 1846. 

The Nobles and Representatives of the people of Hawaii were 
again assembled. 

A prayer was offered. 

The communication from the Admiral complaining against the 
Law prohibiting foreigners, who have not taken the oath of 
Allegiance, from marrying Hawaiian women, was read. 

Hon. M. Kekuanaoa rose end said, "Here is my opinion. The 
Law is proper, ter aman takes the oath of Allegiance he can 
then marry the women of this country. The difficulties that I 
know of are these: 

1. After a foreigner has married one of our women and has 
lived with her for one year, then he deserts her and he goes 
home; the woman is left in trouble under our laws, and is pre- 
vented from marrying another husband until after the death of 
her first husband. Women who are thus deserted by their husbands 
are left destitute, without food, without meat and without anye 
thing for her comfort. Oe 

2. After a foreigner who has not taken the oath of Alle- 
gience to the Country has married one of cur women, children 
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are born, and after two years or so, the husband wants to return 
to his country taking with him all the children; the wife then 
comes and complains. ‘Ey husband is going awaye! When the 
Governor steps in and requests him to remain he answers, 'I. am 

a British Subject.' He then complains to the Consul, who acts, 
then the Country gets into trouble and the woman also. 


3. Sometimes a foreigner who has not taken the oath, 


marries one of our women and lives together with her for a time. 
The women has some property and owns some lands. The woman dies 


first leaving everything which the husband claim. He then com= 


plains to the Consul of his country, and say ‘this is my own 
land given me by my wife.' The land then is lost to the King and 
our King will be without lands. That foreigner cannot bring a 
claim against the King. 

4. After a foreigner has married one of our women, and 
efter three or four years he goes to another place and gets 
married to another woman, and then comes back. The first wife 


then brings suit under our laws and when the matter comes up for 


settlement a great deal of trouble arises over the matter and 

the Government gets very little in return for it and one of the 

two parties also, so the woman and the Government both get into 
‘ e 


trouble. 


5. Furthermore, the marriages between the foreigners who 
were not naturalized in the former days were very unhappy affairs, 
but since this law has been passed, peace has been established 
and the Government has been benefited as well as our women. 
Again in former times the foreign husbands used to beat 
their wives, take away the clothes which were given them and 
sent them away which gave the women lots of trouble. 
Again, if the marriage of one of our Chiefess had taken 
place during the time when there was no oath required a part of 


this Country would have been lost to us. Such is my belief. 
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Therefore I am certain, that the law is proper. I am also cer- 
tain that the marriage of our women to foreigners who are not 
naturalized is improper." | 

The Council approved these remarks, and it was voted that a 
Committee of five from the Nobles be appointed to prepare an 
answer to the Admiral's petition. The following were then 
appointed. li. Kekuanaoa, A. Paki, John Ii, John Kapena, C. 
Kanaina and John Young; they to make their report in April, 1647. 

M. Kekuanaoa presented his report on land matters, as per 
request made to the respective Governors, showing what lands ere 
free from Government control and those wherein the Government 
own a third. The report was deferred, as the rest were not ready, 
until some future time. 

The petition from the people of Koolau to amend certain 
words in Chapter III., Page 157, of the New School laws was read. 
The following was passed. "The Koolaus be divided into two 
districts, Koolauloa as district 5, and Koolaupoko as district 6. 

The following was also passed regarding the Taxation Dis- 
tricts, on Page 126. "That Honolulu and Ewa be separated. That 
Ewa and Waianae be united as follows: from Kanau to Pukaki, 

2 Koolaupoko, 3 Koolauloa, 4 Waialua, 5 Ewa and Waianae. After 
the conclusion of the above, a prayer was offered,an adjournment 


taken until 10: o'clock A. it. Monday. 


Honolulu, Oct. 1, 1846. 
The Council was called to order. 
A prayer was offered. 

The minutes of the 26th of September were read and approved. 

The first matter taken up was the Tirst Section of the 
Labor tex. The following were acted on. 

1. The Chiefs! attendants shall go to work on the Tuesday 
labor days for the benefit of the Schools. | 

2. The Chiefs’! servants are to be exempted from Govern- 
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ment labor days. 
These matters were discussed long and earnestly, but final 
action was not passed.

I am in 
some difficulty. The Privy Council has decided to erect a stone 
building at the site of the old mud house over yonder; the lower 
story for the Judges and the upper story to be divided into two 


rooms, one for the Nobles and one for the Representatives. But 
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lately I have seen Kekuanaoa puilding a cattle pen on the place, 
and so I went and saw the King and Premier about it. They said. 
that probably the pen was only put there for a time." 

iH. Kekuanaoa then explained how he had come to have an 
interest in the place spoken of by G. P. Judd. "The place did 
really belonged to Kinau in the first place, but after her death 
she did not leave it to the King, nor to her children, but the 
King went and settled the matter and gave this place to Victoria, 
so I am now acting under Victoria. But the matter is entirely 
in your hands and have the right to decide. who should have the 
land." 

The matter was deferred until to-morrow. 

The subjects regerding the Commissioners to quiet land 
titles was then read to the Council. The matter was discussed at 
length by the Nobles and the matter was deferred until Thursday 
for further consideration.

-iMi.Kekuanaoa. ‘The reason why I gave this portion is be= 
‘cause the Government is in need of a site for a Council House. I 
therefore give unto the Governnent that portion from the Ewa 
corner of the lud house to the flag pole makai. But all matters 
regarding this place shall be settled by ourseives. 

The subject of the Land Commissioners was then read, and 
its passage was deferred until Monday. 


After a prayer was offered an adjournment was taken.

On the return of A. Keliiahonui he presented his report, but 
it was so far from being clear, that he was requested to again go 
and see 5. Thompson, and put the following question to him: "Will 
you give $300.00 for two thiras of the plains of Waikekalaua, 
leaving the Government's one third?"

A. Keliiahonui then reported on what took place between hin 
and Thompson.

"I did not wented to lease the land because 
the lease was too high, and the land too narrow and the serous. 
is too small. They therefore told me to get out and I did." 

The Joint Resolutions on the subject of rights in lands and 
leasing, purchasing and dividing of the same was read.

Honolulu, Oct. 22, 1846. 

The Council met again.

Ae Paki then rose and Stated what was passed by them and 7 
the King regarding the interests in the King's lands which he 
gave to the Landlords from Hawaii to Kauai, as follows:-- 

"If the King had given ten lands, two shall belong to the 
Goverment, two for the King and six for the Landlords. If seven 
lands were given, three for the Government and King and four for 
the Landlords. If three lands were given, one for the Government 
and King and two for the Landlords. In these three ways of 
dividing the lands the rights of the common people are all 
maintained as of old. If there is but one land then the Govern- 
ment shall go without any,.as well as the Landlord. I believe 
this division to be proper." 

The matter wes discussed at length but was not passed. 

After a prayer was offered an adjournuent was taken until 


10 o'clock to-morrow. 


Honolulu Oct. 25, 1846. 
The Nobles and Representatives met, but as the King was not 


present an adjournment was taken until to-morrow. 


Honolulu, Oct. 24, 1846. 
The Council met again. 
A prayer was offered. 
The minutes of the 22nd, and 23rd, were read and approved. 
Regarding the lands given by the King to his own Landlords, 
the following was passed by the Nobles and Representatives. 
The King shall have some interest in the said lands as a 
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Landlord, and certain interest shall go to the Landlords under 
him; therefore it cannot be all given to the Landlords, nor can 
it be all given to the King. The agreement however shall be made 
first, and afterwerds the same should be carried out. This however 
does not refer to the Covernment's interest, nor to the interest 
of the common people, i 

It was then voted that the petition froin Laie through the 
statement made by Hana Home that they own the land given them by 
Kanaina. After the petition was read, C. Kanaina stated that he 
had not done anything as stated by Hana Home, but that he had 
done what was best for the common people according to law. 

It was voted that Naio visit Laie and endeavor to find from 
the Common people of their troubles and that M. Kekuamaoa pre~- 
pare a report on the matter and present it to the Council. 

The Joint Resolutions respecting the Land Commissioners was 
then read.

1. That the people under the Landlords who are tillers of 
the soil should work for the Landlords on Fridays, and for the 
Government on Tuesdays, and in case the Kula lands were leased 
to some outsider then the receipts should be divided into three 
equal parts, the Government to have one third, the Landlord one 
third and the other third to go to the Common people. 
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2. If the people under the Landlords wish however to be 
free from the Government work and from the Landlord's labor days, 
they must take out Fee Simple titles to those lands they hold, 
and they then become the owners of those lands, and they have no 
right to any portion of the rest of the land.

for their houses, and they also have ‘the right to lease their 
interest to any outsider. But when the Landlord gets an allodial 
title to the land, then the common people are allowed to get 
such things as are reasonably needed by them, and to pasture 
their animals; but they have no right to lease to any outsider 
any of the rights of such a land that is owned in fee by the 
Landlord. . 

It was voted that William Richards be empowered to draw up 
Joint Resolutions embodying the above suggestions and present 
the same to the Council when the matter shall be passed.

On the 28th day of April the King, in all his glory, the 
Minister of the Interior and the other four i‘inisters, the 
Governors, the Nobles, the Representatives of the people, the 
foreign Officials, the Foreign Consuls resiaimg in this Country 
and many others met in the new house of His Excellency M. 
Kekauonohi at the hour of 11 A. M. to hear the King's Speech. 
Upon the arrival of the King at the house of ii. Kekauonohi a 
salute of twenty-one guns was fired from Punchbowl. After the 
salute a prayer was offered. 
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The King then read his speech, clearly stating his ideas 
and his desire at this time to appoint three Hawaiians to assist 
him in carrying out his duties and to direct the laws with all 
justice in order to promote peace and good will among his people 
and make his Kingdom like the Civilized Nations of the world. 
His aims and hopes are to have his people turn to seek after 
knowledge and to keep the right and God's truth, like the great 
Countries that are respected. 

The Minister of the Interior then rose and supported the 
King's speech and expressed great satisfaction and thanks at 
what he had heard. 

The Governor of Kauai also rose and spoke in favor of the 
King's speech and approved of the idea of appointing three 
Hawaiians to assist him in his duties, and that the prosperity 


of the Country can only come about through civilization and the 


fear of God like other nations. 

| The Minister of the Interior then rose again and submitted 
| the names of the three men whom the King had appointed as his 

| assistants,.A. Paki, John Ii and Maakuia. At the close of the 

| | remarks from the llinister of the Interior, His Excellency the 


Governor of Oahu rose and went out to proclaim to the people the 


King's wish to appoint three men who were to assist him in his 
duties. 
The ifinister of the Interior then declared the Council 


adjourned until to-morrow. 


Council House, April 29, 1847. 

The Nobles, the ilinister of the Interior and the Representa- 

tives of the people, and the Ministers met again. 
A prayer was offered. 

The Attorney General then submitted his report on the 
matters regarding to his department, and stated that good laws 
and the keeping of them were the things that made good Govern- 
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At the close of the remarks of the Attorney General, the 
iiinister of Public Instruction rose and submitted his report 
regarding his department, showing the number of Schools, .the 
number of pupils, and the amount of properties paid over to the 
teachers.

Section 3. The King in Privy Council may, upon proper com- 
plaint of fraud, collusion, dishonest or gross partiality, in 
any member of said board, by a party deeming himself aggrieved 
by a decision of said board, appoint a commission of three per- 


sons to investigate the facts, and report upon the truth of the 


charge alleged, and if the said commissioners, or a majority of 


them, Shall find the accused guilty of either fraud, collusion, 
dishonesty, or gross partiality, as may be charged, he shall be 
forthwith renoved. Said commissioners, before proceeding to such 
investigation, shall each take: an oath, to be administered by 
some judge of a court of record, to well and truly investigate 
such complaint, and to report thereon according to the facts 
proven petore them. For the purposes of such investigation, they 
shall have all. the necessary powers to subpoena and compel the 
attendance of witnesses, to administer oaths, and obtain such 
other evidence as justice may require, which belong to any of 
the Courts of this kingdom. |

We the undersigned, the comnittee appointed by the Council, 
in the year 1846, to report on a subject which is of much im- 
portance, and which is opposed by the Chiefs of this Country. 
Following is the report on the subject which we wish to 
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present to the Legislative Council of 1847, showing why it should 


be opposed. 

It is believed by some that it is right and proper for the 
. foreigners who are not naturalized to marry the women of this 

Country. After due consideration we have come to the conclusion 

that it would be improper for any foreigner who is not aaran aa. 

to marry our women, for it would do harm to this weak Nation. 
Following are some of the reasons why we believe it harmful. 
First. After a foreigner has married one of our women and 

has lived with her for a year, then he deserts her and he goes 

home to his own Country. | 
Second. The woman who is deserted is thus left destitute. 
Third. If the couple have children when the foreigner wishes 

to go home he takes the children with him, then the wife is left 

without her children and the Country in time will be depopulated. 
Fourth. After that foreigner goes back to his home, the 

wife who is deserted cannot marry another husband for a period 

of four years providing no tidings that he is alive is received. 


Pifth. After a foreigner marries under this condition and 


lives with his wife for a month he then deserts her, the marriage 
then is in the nature of an adultry. 


Sixth. If a foreigner who marries under this condition dies, 


and wills his property and Estates to his repations at his own 
home, instead of his wife and children then they are left in 
distress. 
l These are some of the reasons why we think it improper for 
foreigners who are not naturalized to marry our women. 
Fully believing that our findings and reasons correct we 
hereunto set our names this day.

The Nobles, the King's Ministers, the Representatives of 
the people, the lfinisters and Counsuls of foreign Countries, the 
other officials of the Government and their families, the people 

- of high rank and the public in general essembled in the Church. 
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As the King entered the audience rose and remained standing until 
His Majesty reached his throne where he stood and greeted the 
people, first those to his right and then those to his left. 
Armstrong then rose and offered a short prayer, when the audience 
was again seated. 

His Majesty then read his speech to the Nobles, Representa- 
tives and to those who were gathered there. 

He expressed his pleasure in Seeing them again assembled, 
and of the peaceful relation enjoyed by him with the foreign 
Nations, through the good treaties made with those foreign 
Nations. 

He also spoke of the death of the Minister of Public In- 
struction and the confusion that had arisen in the application 
of funds for the support of Schools. He regreted very much of 
his untimely death, and urged upon the Council to consider a 
successor to fill the vacancy. 

He also reminded the Council to remember that the trust in 
God was the keystone to the Nation's success. 

At the conclusion of the King's speech, Kaeo rose and sup- 
ported the King's remarks, stating that he wes pleased with the 
King.!s statements relative to his lamented Minister of Public 


Instruction. He asked the Council to realize the great blessings 


received through the Treaties made by the King with the great 
foreign Powers, end that since the old days up until the reign 
of Kamehameha III., no greater blessings were ever enjoyed by 
the people than at this time in that the people now own their 
owm lands, as the King has divided his lands up with his Chiefs 
and he has by so doing removed one of the greatest difficulties 
ever faced by the people; he also urged the Council to trust in 
God at all times. 

At the conclusion of the remarks from Kaeo, Kekino then rose 


and also spoke in support of the remarks made by the King, and 
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urged the Council to follow the course laid out by the King and 
to ever look for better things for the improvement.of the Nation. 
He asked them to remeber that in the reign of Kamehameha I., Ag 
Such truths were realized, but during the reign of Kamehameha II., 
a great change came over this ruler and through God's own work 
on his mind the idols and our taboos were done away with even 
before the arrival of the li sedonaries. He further reminded the 
Council that the plesetnser-wnich the people were enjoying, were 
greater than at any time in the past, and the choice of officials 
was exercised with due regard for the welfare of the Nation, and 
the laws passed were good laws and have been the means of pro- 
ducing peace. He further urged the Council to remember and to 
always bear in mind that the King's people are those that do 
God's bidding. | 

Narmakeha also rose and spoke in favor of the King's speech, 
and urged the Council to take to heart the King's teaching, that 


those who fear God are his people, and that he followed his own 


teaching end feared God himself. He also spoke of the wise 


choice made by him in the appointment of his Ministers, He 
further stated that Kamehameha I., was known as a great soldier 
and statesnan,.Kamehaneha II., was known as the one who broke up 


the taboos and destroyed the idols, put it remained for 


Kamehameha III., to do the most generous act in dividing his 


lands with his Chiefs. He reminded them that in the old days the- 
Common people had no lands but now they are enjoying this great 
blessing. 

At the conclusion of the remarks from Namakeha, Hulu also 
rose and supported the King's speech. He touched on the peace 
derived through the treaties made with other Powers, and the great 
blessings by the division of lands, and then closed with the 


stetement that knowledge and the fear of God were the two things 


essential to good Government.

The Act to Correct Certain Discrepancies existing between 
the Hawaiian and English Versions of the Statute laws was again 
read, anended ana passed, and the same was signed by the King and 
Premier. 

The Act Relating to the Lands of His Majesty the King and 
of the Government was asain read. When the clause "And whereas, 
it hath pleased our Sovereign Lord the King, to place the lands 
so made over to his Chiefs and People, in the kecping of the 
House of Nobles and Representatives, was recched, the King was 
startled and requested that the same be read over again. After 
it was read over acain, a dispute arose between the Nobles and 
Representatives over the words, nto place the lands so made over 
to his Chiefs and people, in the keeping of the House of Nobles 
and Representatives." The King thought as well as James Ys 
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Kanehoa, John Ii and some of the other Nobles, that the lands 
Slready given by the King to the Chiefs and people were to be 
returned to the King to be placed in the keeping of the Legis- 
lature. 

Kanoa rose and remarked that he thought the wording was 
quite right, the same having reference to the Government lands 
made over by the King to the Chiefs and people of his Kingdom. 

The Premier then rose and explained the meaning of the 
wording referred to to be as follows: "The King and His 
Konohikis divided their lands, and patents were issued by the 
Land Commissioners to the Konohikis. The remaining lands he 
reserved unto himself and his heirs. The greater portion of His 
Royal Domain, the King has given to his Chiefs and people who 
constitute the Government." 

As the matter was still uncertain G. P., Judd sypported the 
statement made by the Premier with the following remarks:-- "The 
King divided the lands, giving the Chiefs a portion and the 
Common people a portion, who have received Patents for the sane 
from the Land Commissioners. The King then reserved unto his own 
private use a portion of the lands which are set out in this Act. 
The rest of the lands he has given to the Chiefs and people which 
constitute the Government. If no explanation of this kind is made, 
it will mix matters later on, and some of the foreigners will 
cone later on and say they have an interest in the lands too. The 
wording is correct, but it should be read over again so as to 
have the it understood." 

The Act relating to the lands of His Majesty the King and 
of the Government was again read. Then followed the reading of 
the list of Lands reserved by the King for his owm private use, 
then followed the clause pledging these lends from Hawaii to 
Kauai to the King, his heirs and successors forever. Then followed 
the reading of the enactment clause accepting certain lands in the 
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name of the Chiefs and People; then followed the reading of the 
list of lands made over to the Government, from Hawaii to Kauai. 
This was followed by the reading of the clause whereby the Nobles 
and Representatives pledged themselves to take these lands under 
their keeping and appointing the Minister of the Interior and | 
his successors in office the right to dispose of @aid lands.:Then 
followed the clause conveying certain lands on Oahu in accordance 
with ancient custom, for the use of the Honolulu Fort; then 
followed the reading of the list of lands made over for this. 
purpose, and then the clause pledging these lands to be under 

the direction of the Governor of Oahu and his successors in 
office for the benefit of the Fort at Honolulu. 

C. Kanaina rose and stated that Wm. Lunalilo had no. reserva- 
tion in Kaalaea put rather in Koolaupoko. — 

J. Piikoi was question if this was so, he replied, that 
there was no reservation. The Minister of the Interior then moved 
that the words "Reservation at Kaalaea, Koolaupoko,"™ be stricken 
out.

The King and Premier then signed the een 

J. Y. Kanehoa then spoke about the Government lobor days, 
on roads, bridges and other Government works, as provided by the 
new law, which was notte misunderstood by some, especially the 
words "these different labor days are to be undertaken during 
the sabes own days, those of the Konohikis and Tuesdays." 
"This portion of the law is being disputed by the people the 
Konohikis and tax gatherers, and no one can tell which inter- 


pretation is right. This is way I am asking the Council and I 


would like to get the correct answer fron this Council." 

G. Le Kapeau also gave his opinion regarding the labor days. 
He said in part, "The new law is so faulty regarding the labor 
tax that a misunderstanding has arisen. A portion of the law says 
"those persons who are amendable to the labor tax shall go to the 
Tuesday labor days, and to.the Government labor days.! The 
teachers, the School Inspectors and tne School Agents are persons 
auendable to the labor tax, put they are exempted from the Tues- 
day labor days. Another portion of that law says. 'The Governors 
Shall urge every male person who is amendable to the labor tax 
to do government work.' Therefore the Governor believes he has 
the right to urge the teachers, the School Inspectors and School 
Agents and everybody including the Chiefs and Landlords to go and 
work on the roads and bridges for the Government. But this was 
refused, the teachers, the School Inspectors and School Agents 
replying that they are exempted from the labor tax and they will 
not do any work. Because of this portion of the law and the 
refusal of some to do the work, a great dispute is being carried 
on between the School Inspectors and Tax Officers. But it is 
clear to my mind that this trouble has come about because the 
law has exempted some people from the Tuesday labor days; this is 
she chief cause of the dispute. Sane people claim that they are 
being unjustly treated, as they are forced to go to work while 
others are exempted, although they all reap the penefits alike 
even though they are exempted. Because of this some people are 
angry." 

J. Hulu éppowed this in part as followsi-- "The highest ain 
possible for the Government is education, this is being required 
by a good many, therefore the earnest. desire of the teachers to 
educate the children is a means of benefiting the Government, the 


Chiefs and Common people. Therefore it is but right that they be 


 exenpted from the Government labor days, and the pay which they 
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receive from the Governnent shall be all their own." 
Ge Le Kapeau immediately replied tò this as follows:-- 


"Don't the Government pay the teachers for the services they 


render and are therefore benefitted? Why should they be exempted 


from the Tuesday labor days, and ather Government work? I am a 
person amendable to the labor tax, although I am employed by the 
Government, I am paid for those services and am benefitted by 
that pay, but when the Government labor days come around whether 
on the roads or bridges, I go there and do my share, and yet you 
sit at ease as one favored. I am therefore aware of this fault 
in the law and because of this fault J. Y. Kanehoa has brought it 
up to our notice." 

The Premier then urged that more views on the matter be 
expressed. But Kekuapanio rose and spoke on Governnent labor in 
general, and was called to order by some of the members, and 
requested to speak on the point. But he insisted that all Govern- 
ment work was more or less a labor tax, and that the Tuesday 
labor days were different. He was again called to order. He then 
said, "Everybody amendable to the labor tax should be urged to 
go to work on the roads and bridges for the Government according 
to law, and the Governors should demand every male person who is 
amendable to the labor tax to go and work on the Government labor 
Days." 

. Hulu rose and opposed what was said by Kuapanio. Ne said, 
"The best thing for the people is to have the tax payable in 
money, either at two dollars or two and a half dollars a year."* 
(At this stage the Government labor days were put aside and the 
Tuesday labor days substituted.) There was much confusion at this 
point and it was impossible to understand what wes wanted. Hulu 
continued, "If the taxes were paid in money the Government would 
not be so greatly in debt, and at the same time the veople would 


be contended." 


G. L. Kapeau objected to this, because there wouldn't be 


Te 
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enough to pay what is already due to the teachers. This was en- 
dorsed by others, 

Kanale then asked what was to be done in case the amount of 
two and a half dollars was not paid, as some will be able to 
raise the amount but the majority he was sure will not be able 
to raise it. This ended his remarks. 

Wahineiki then spoke what he thought about the Tuesday labor 
days, while everybody paid strict attention. He said, "It would 
be the right thing to do, to place a tax of two and a half dollars 
on every person as has been suggested by J. Hulu." | 

J. Y. Kanehoa rose and put the following question. "If taxes 
are to be paid in money and the debt of the Government to the 
teachers is not paid, and the teachers make a demand for their 
pay, who is to pay the Debt?" Kekino immediately answered "We, 
the parents of the children will pay it." 

Je Hulu again spoke regarding that taxes should be paid in 
money. "Let us try this method if it is feasible we will con- 
tinue it, if not we will drop it." 

a. L. Kapeau again spoke on the labor tax in the following 
words: "If everybody amendable to the labor tax is compelled to 
work on those labor days then everybody will be satisfied." He 
did not complete his remerks on account of the disturbance. 

James Y. Kanehoa again spoke a few words, regarding the 
labor tax. 

Xekuapanio again spoke as follows: "If every person paid 
either the two dollars or two and a half dollars as proposed, 
even then the Government debt will not be paid. The only way to 
do it, is for everybody to pay that amount." 

J. Y. Kanehoa again stood up and proposed that a new law be 
enacted regarding to accidents of all kinds, even to the Govern- 
ment. This matter was discussed for a while, but was not passed. 

Everything wes quiet for a while. The Premier then said "We 
have had a great deal to say on these two subjects, the Tuesday 
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labor days and the Government labor days, but we are still un- 
certain in the matter, therefore I believe it best that we refer 
these matters to these two---- and Wm. Lee and let them draw up 
an Act about the payment of our taxes which we have just dis- 
cussed, and when ready we can consider the matter again. 

It was voted that Wm. Lee and---- to draw up an Act on the 
payment of the labor tax, and when completed the same may be 
brought up for consideration. 

Ge L. Kapeau stood up and again prought up the matter of the 
Government labor on roads and bridges but he was not heard. He 
was seconded by J. Y. Kanehoa but he too was not recognized as 
A. Paki was at the time arguing in a loud voice with Wahineiki on 
the payment of taxes in money, for the Tuesday labor days and the 
collection by the teachers of money due them. | 

The Premier called for order and order was restored. Wahine- 
iki was called upon to express his opinion on the matter. He rose 
and spoke as follows:- "The proper way is to pay this tax in 
money, which will enable the Government to pay its debt to the 
teachers, because the receipts will all be paid in money. At this 
present time the Overseer sometimes pay us a rial's worth of fish 
and charge us with a quarter's worth, and clothes that are worth 
a quarter are raised to half a dollar. This is what the Overseers 
are doing consequently the teachers are leaving, as they get tired 
of going to bring their pay." 

Ae Paki who was out of order spoke as follows: "Let each 
teacher go and collect his pay from the people, and not let the 
tax Officer do it." Some one objected to these remarks of A. Paki, 
who spoke as follows !-- "The Tax Officer should go and collect l 
these amounts because that is his duty, and he is paid by the 
Government for such work. It would not be right for the teachers 
to collect their pay from the people. If this is done there would 


be no end of trouble. If a person fails to pay his labor tax be- 


cause he has no money then he can be put back to 
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n ni > . Pe 
work." This objection was raised amidst great confusion. 


In this creat confusion His Majesty the King spoke excitedly, 

saying, "This I believe will end the matter." Order was re 
stored. Ne then asked the following question. "Didn't we pass a 
short time ago to refer this matter to Wm. Lee and ----- who are 
to draw up an Act suitable for this, as advised by the Premier?" 
That cleared up matters, 

His Majesty continued, "Let us now again take up what is 
left for us to do, the labor tax." 

J. Fulu made a few remarks, but the matter was not clear. 

G. L. Kapeau also spoke on the matter of labor tax. 

Another one got up and read a certain Section of the Act of 
1846 on the labor tax, but this did not make it any clearer. He 
then went back to the amended law where it made reference to 
certain workmen being released, but this was in reference to the 
Tuesday Labor days, and not to the Government labor tax. 

. Another one stood up and expressed his idea on the Tuesday 
labor days as was passed, and requested that a new Act be drawn | 
up in accordance with the wish of the Legislature. This is what 
he said. "All persons amendable to the labor tax as directed by 
law, those vho are not exempted as well as those whe are exempted, 
should all be taxed payable in money for the Tuesday labor days, 
sparing no one. If this is done, then we will have some idea 
about making a law for the payment of the labor tax in money. 
This will help our Schools." he further said, "If each person 
should pay three dollars a year for the Tuesday labor days then 
some portion of the debt of the Government to the teachers would 
be paid. But it would be a matter of trial and also a matter of 
what WA of a law is passed. I have been urged by the New 
Minister of Public Instruction to enact a law that would go into 
effect at once, end have it printed and published right away, but 


I wes unable to grant him this request, because it is 2 matter 
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for the Legislature to act on." 


The Premier then explained when it would be best to have 
such a law go into effect. If the law was to pass this year then 
it ought to go into effect in January of the year 1849. 

J. Hulu raised a small objection to this, not going into 
effect at once. 

The Premier again remarked, "It wouldn't do to have the law 
go into effect except at the first of the year, otherwise there 
will be some difficulties, and these difficulties will continue 
for some time to come, therefore to avoid these difficulties we 
must begin at the first of the year." 

Some one then remarked, "Five months of the year have ale 
ready gone by and this is the sixth, therefore it wouldn't do 
to have it go into effect right away." 

Hulu and the others agreed to this. 

Ce L. Kapeau then put the following question. "How about 
those people who wish to pay their taxes during this present year 
if the law went into effect at once? Are they to witlhold paye 
ment until next year?" 

The Premier answered, "It will be up to those people and 
the Tax Officers, what ever is agreed between them ought to be 
carried out." 

This concluded the ergument on the question of Government 
labor days on roads and bridges. 

This matter was only brought up for argument, 80 nothing 
was passed. It was deferred for further consideratione 

J. Hulu then stood up and asked about the Petition from 


Lahaina. 


The Premier abserved. "Let us listen to the Petition from 


Lahaina which I now submit to you." 


G. Le Kapeau then rose and read the Petition. It was a long 


one being almost four fathome in length. It was also closely 
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written and contained many complaints. It was sub-divided into 
two parts and the signatures were attached to it; there were abou’ 
600 names, some were written in lead pencil. Mataio Kenui was 

one of the petitioners. 

After it was read the Council then considered the Petition 
which was dated May 19, 1848. 

The First, complaint was as follows:~-- 

To stop the enactment of any more laws until the end 
of Hight years, and if any difficulties are seen then we will 
petition you. Until the old laws are properly enforced without a 
Single exception, we do not care for any new laws. When it can 
be shown that the old laws cannot control a Representative 
Government then we will ask for the enactment of new laws. The 
Chiefs are continually taking away the lands from the people and 
are hiding this under the one tenth tax. 

The Council then discussed the land grabbing carried on by 
the Chiefs, and the evils of the same, and the enactment of laws 
which will place heavy penalties on those Chiefs who grab lands 
from the people. 

A search was made in the old laws and the Constitution and 
the new laws for relief in the matter. 

Second Complaint. On applications to purchase land. From 
Hamakua by way of Koolau to Kula they wish the price to be one 
rial an acre. From Waikapu by way of Wailuku to Honokohau at 
Kaanapali at twenty-five cents per acre. From Ukumehame to 
Lahaina at two dollars an acre. The Government is thus well paid 
at these prices. 

C. L. Kapeau observed that any one can get lands upon apply= 
ing to the Minister of the Interior by way of purchase. Some one 
remarked, that it was impossible to get lands just recently be~ 
cause the Government lands were uncertain, .Some however are being 


sold now but very few and secretly, as the laws authorizing the 
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Sale of the same are not yet completed, but after the laws are 
completed then this can be done. 

Several spoke on the subject of selling lands, but the 
matter was dropped as being uncertain. . 

The Third Complaint was read. No man who has an income of 
less than five hundred dollars a year shall pay the Costs of 
Court. If a person receives more than five hundred a year then 
he shall pay the Cost of Court. 

Some one remarked. "It would be impossible to refuse to 
pay the Costs of Court, because the Judge would not work without 
pay." 

J. Hulu observed that the law was intended for the rich 
people and not for the poor. 

The Fourth Complaint was then read. Because the Judges act 
as Attorneys some times. The Lahaina people claim that a person 


acting as Judge should not be an Attorney too. The Lahaina 


Petition was strongly opposed to this. 


Some one remarked. "They can act as Attorneys in other 
Courts, in Courts above or other work that has no connection with 
the duties of his own Court." 

The Premier sustained this, and spoke as follows: "The 
foreign judge in Lahaina is doing this. In some cases he acted 
as an Attorney for certain cases that were tried in Lahaina in 
Judge Lee's jout, and one of the Foreign Judges in Wailuku also 
acted as an Attorney in the same Court before Judge Lee. This is 
common practice here in Lahaina at present: but it is not thought 
improper." ii 

Several members of the Council spoke on this Complaint, but 
no definite steps were taken. 

Complaint No. 5 was then read regarding to vagrants. 


The Nobles and Representatives then took up the subject of 


vagrants. 
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Some asked: "Can we be possitive when a person is a vagrant? 


Can he be arrested, tried and fined? I believe it impossible be- 
cause it is impossible to describe a vagrant." 

The Clerk then made some explainatory remarks. "There is an 
Old law in our books against vagrants; if a person is seen 
running about without any visible means of support, he is a 
vagrant, he must be arrested and taken before a judge and he must 
be fined if he is proven guilty of the charge." He continued, 
supported by the Premier, "There are a great number of people who 
run around in the City who are in search of work for themselves, 
can they be called vagrants? They cannot and therefore they are 
not arrested," 

Some one remarked. "Because the Police do not arrest the 
vagrants, is the reason why there are vagrants. .Therefore I 
believe the Police and School Agents are vagrants." These remarks 
were made by C. Kanaina. 

Some one objected to these remarks made by C. Kanaina, that 
the Police are to be blamed for not arresting the vagrants, as 
follows:-- "The Police can be arrested, tried and fined for being 
lazy and can be dismissed from his position." 

C. Kanaina again spoke about vagrants. "Because the law has 
mentioned and took notice of vagrants, some people have become 
vagrants, left their lands and have gone from palce to place. 
Therefore I believe this wrong and those words in the law ought 
to be repealed." 

Some one stood up and wanted to know what is meant by the 
term vagrant. "How can a vagrant be known? Will some one please 
get up and describe the word vagrant, as I am ignorant in the 
matter?" 

Wahineiki then rose and made the following explanation. "A 
person who is a vagrant is a person who is arm less and feet 


less. Such a person is a vagrant." 
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Wana said a few words about the arrest of Vagrants, and 
their trial, but he was unsuccessful. 

B. Nenakeha again spoke on the same subject, although he 
was against some of the remarks that were made on the subject. 

Some one remarked. "If a person is clearly known to be a 
vagrant, he can be arrested and taken before a judge, and can be 
tried, and if founda guilty can be punished for being a vagrant; 
put the fault is, one is not certain when a person becomes a 
vagrant so as to make the arrest, this I believe is the reason 
why arests are not made." Continuing he objected to having too 
many soldiers and Police, being an act to encourage vagrants. 
"Such has been the action of the Governor of Oahu, he engaged 
too many soldiers and Police, but they are not all needed to 
guard His Majesty and to man the fort. Those soldiers who guard 
the Palace grounds are only a few, and the soldiers at the fort 
can be reduced. Why there are so many soldiers needed is hard to 
know. I believe they ought to be reduced. I have seen the Governor 
and this will be done, a large number of the soldiers and police 
are to be dismissed. A short while age badges and commissions 
were issued to the Police, but some of these will be recalled 
and the force reduced. I asked G. L. Kapeau how many police he 
had on Hawaii, he showed me a list of them which was enormous. 
In one section of Kona he had over sixty, where 50 would be 
plenty." This ended the discussion on this subject. 

The Sixth Complaint was then read. The Old Constitution 
is rather weak where it speaks about a "Chief who shall act per- 
severingly in violation of this constitution shall no longer 
remain a chief of the Hawaiian Islands." 

The Nobles and Representatives discussed this clause in the 
Old Constitution regerding those Chiefs who are continually 
violating the constitution, and that they should no longer ree 


main Chiefs. Some looked up the Old Constitution while others 
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were engaged in heated discussions over this matter. 

J. Hulu rose and report how M. Kekuanaoa, A. Keliiahonui and 
others and the Konohikis as well, were causelessly dispossessing 
the tenants of their lands. Hulu was not able to finish his 
remarks on account of so mch disturbance. 

Some one then stated, "If it is certain that some of the 
Chiefs causelessly dispossessing their tenants they should be 
tried for such an offence and if found guilty they should be 
fined or be removed from their position as Chiefs; but the fault 
is, there is no one to try them and to declare that they are no 
Longer Chiefs. Who is going to try them and remove them?! 

Wana rose and stated that the Legislature should try such 
cases and remove them. 

| Some one Observed that the Tax Officers should try them. 

Some one rose and asked, "Can a Chief be removed from his 
position as Chief, if it can be proven that he is continually 
dispossessing his tenants of their lands?" 

Kahale. rose and answered, "Yes he can." 

In regards to Wana's remarks, some one stated. "Yes it can 
pe done but observe the wording of the law first and if it is 
clear, then the Legislature will have the right to try such 
cases, and if the person is found guilty, he probably can be 
removed from serving as a member of the Legislature. This is my 
opinion, but the whole thing depends on the law itself." 

B. Nanakeha spoke of a similar case he had observed in Maui, 
veing a dispute between Bicknell and others. 

Order. was called. 

Some one rose and read certain Sections of the Old Consti- 
tution, regarding to the causeless dispossession of tenants, 
deserting of lands, begging for lands, and allowing good lands to 
pe overgrown with weeds. He then put the following question. 


"Who is going to see that this law is observed?" The Council 


enswered, "The Tax Officer." He at first said no, but afterwards 


Said yes. 


The Prenier observed that this is a difficulty that exists 
at present. 

Another member stated his views on that Section where it 
mentioned about good lands being overgrown with weeds, and lands 
being deserted, and he made full explanations on the matter. 

Ge L. Kapeau rose and questioned, whether the question was 
on lands that were already cleared, or on lands that were to be 
cleared, and asked can a person be demanded to clear the land 
before allowing him to leave it. Some one answered, "You can 
demand of a person to clear the land before allowing him to leave 
it if the land was already cleared when he took possession of the 
same, but not on lands cleared by him.However I think it ought 
to be according to the law." | 

J. Hulu again stood up and spoke on the causeless dis- 
possession of tenants, and then put the following question on 
the payment of the land tax. "Am I the tenant to be the only one 
to pay the land tax of $50.00? Isn't the landlord to be taxed 
also? Have I the tenant no rights to the land which you the 
landlord causelessly dispossessed me of?" Some one was about to 
get up to answer the questions when he was told to sit down, so 
no one answered the questions that were put. 

Some one then read the old law so as to understand what 
punishment should be imvosed on those who causelessly dispossess 
their tenants, but the wording was so uncertain as wnat consti- 
tuted an offence and when to remove a Chief for such actions. 
Several spoke on this matter. 


Some one stood up and remarked to the Representatives, "You 


people can appease the feeling of the people over their burdens 


regarding the causeless dispossession of their lands by the 


Chiefs, by advising them when their lands are taken away from 
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them without cause, to apply to the llinister of the Interior to 
purchase lands or they can move over to another landlord. This 
is my advice but it is up to the people themselves." 

After reading a few Sections of the old Constitution regard- 
ing to the protection secured to the persons of all the people, 
together with their lands, building lots and all their property, 
he continued and gave his views which were two on thses Sections. 
"Protection is secured to the property of each person providing 
that person does not act contrary to the rights of others." He 
then spoke of the second. "It is clear according to this that if 
a Chief.or Konohiki continuously despossesses’ the tenants of 
their lands and this can be proven, then such Chief or Konohiki 
can be tried for such acts, but as to removing them from their 
positions or ranks as Chiefs, it is doubtful. The time I believe 
is up. I will not be here the rest of the week. Probably on 
Monday the Act will be finished then I will be present, I there- 
fore leave what work there is to do these days to you." 

J. Hulu then rose and with expressions of joy said. "That 
is our great wish, to meet often so as to finish up what work 
has been entrusted us by our constituents, to be brought to the 
attention of the Legislature." 

A. Xeliiahonui rose end objected to the remarks made by 
Hulu. He said, "You should speak for the Representatives and not 
for the Nobles." He was told that he was out of order. 

B. Namakeha then rose and supported the statements made by 
Hulu, to which the Premier gave his consent that the Legislature 
continue with its session. 

The Premier then gave notice that the Council will stand 
adjourned until 10 o'clock A. If. to-morrow to consider such 
matters as are left over and also for any matters that may be 


prought up. This was voted on. 


After a prayer was offered an adjournment was taken.

A prayer was offered. 


The Clerk read the minuted of yesterday which were approved. 


The Premier then stated the order of business for the day. 


First, the consideration of the Government labor tax. 


Gi Le:Kapeau stood up and expressed his opinion in the mat ter 


"The Government work on roads and bridges is a work for the 


penefit of everybody, being so, it is clear to my mind, that it 


is put proper that everybody should take part in it without any 


exception. The Common people, the School teachers, the School 
Inspectors, the School Committees, the Police, the Chiefs with 
the exception of the King. This is my idea. Because I know this 


matter is of great importance to the people, some being required 
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| 
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to work while others are exempted although they are not required 
to work on the Tuesday labor days." 

Kahale. He objected to this, believing it improper for the 
Teachers, Inspectors and School Committees to be required to work 
on the Government labor days, as it would be a hardship on them 
as they are already pressed with work. 

Wana. "I believe G. L. Kapeau is right when he says the 
Teachers are exempted from the Tuesday labor days, but if we are 
to require the Teachers, the Inspectors and the School Committees 
to work on the Government labor days, then the question arises, 
does the Government wish to be harder on the teachers an3 there- 
fore require of them more work so as to overburden them? If such 
is the case then it is well, but in my opinion they should not 
be required to go to work, because it is clear that they are 
exempted from all Government taxes." 

G. L. Kapeau. "If it is as you say then what law is it 
that is so unjust that it needs amending?" 

A. Paki. "Like the unjust laws made by Kamakau and others." 

P. Kanoa. He rose to a question of privilege and wanted to 
know what was meant by the remarks made by Kahale and Wana. . 

The Premier answered that they did not want the teachers to 
go to work. 

G. L. Kapeau, again spoke on the Government labor tax, ob- 
serving that it was but right that the Teachers, the School 
Inspectors and School Committees, in fact everybody should be 
required to go to work, with the exception of the King. 

Kahale objected to the views expressed by G. L. Kapeau, and 
said, "If this is done it will mean death to the Teachers, they 
will not survive, because they are poor." 

C. L. Kapeau. "If it is because a man is poor then that is 
another matter, it has no bearing on this question at all." 


Kahale. He tried to compare the differences in the remarks 
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made by G. L. Kapeau at different times. The Premier called him 


to order, and told him to speak on the subject otherwise the . 
issue would be forgotten and the remarks be on different sub- 
jects. 

P. Kanoa, Kekuapanio and B. Namakeha were of the same . 
opinion as G. L. Kapeau. C. Kanaina was also of the same opinion. 

Wahineiki. He said, "Teaching is hard work, it is.tough 
work, you cannot expect results. in a short time, you cannot get 
it in a year, it would not be right to make it more burdensome." 

Ce Kanaina. He stated that he was a teacher some years ago, 
made s0 by the wish of the Chiefs, but was not paid, continuing 
he said, "You are being paid and why should you feel burdensome? 
You are very fortunate, I think. I believe G., L. Kapeau is right." 

Wahineiki. "If that is so then the Teachers are like oxen, 
hauling all kinds of burden." 

Kuapanio. He spoke of how they assisted the teachers who 
were educating their children, and kept them supplied with all 
their wants just because they were desirous of having their 
children educated. 

Premier. "We are drifting away from our subject, we must 
come back to the point at issue." 

G. L. Kapeau. He read the 12th Section of the law regard- 
ing to the Government labor tax. 

Ce Kanaina. He rose and expressed his joy in the good work 
which was being done. "Therefore let us do what is right and 
pass just laws. I am hopeful and joyful because we are aiming to 
do what is best for all; during Kamehameha I's time, what we are 
doing now was never done. The enactment of just laws to govern 
the people with, I believe is the best thing for us to do. Let 
ete be meted out to the common people as well as to the 
Chiefs. To my mind a law to be just, must be one that will place 


the labor tax on everybody alike, both people and chiefs with 
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one exception, the King, as suggested by G. L. Kapeau. This is 
my opinion." l 

Wahineiki. He rose and answered C. Kanaina as follows:-- 
"If this is done then the King's Government will be thanked for 
oppressing the Teachers." He then sat down. 

J. Y. Kanehoa then answered Wahineiki's remarks, but before 
he could finish, Wahineiki answered back, "Don't address your 
renerks to me, but speak on the subject." 

Ce Kanaina. He again stood up and remarked that it would 
pe pest for the teachers, the School Inspectors and School 
Committees to work on the Government labor tax days. 

Wahineiki and Kahale both replied with the following words:- 
"It would not be right to have them go." They did not give any 
reasons why they should not. 

G. L. Kapeau. He stood up and said, "Ry the instructions 
of the Premier, we should not speak on matters other than the 
issue, and forget the subject and the difficulty we are trying 
to straighten out. What we ought to do is to study and get a law 
on the labor tax so as to get at the source of the difficulty, 
then we will be able to do something." | 

Section 12 of the law regarding to to the labor tax was 
again read. The wording of the law in this respect was then con- 
sidered. The Section exempting the teachers, the School Ine 
spectora and School Committees was also read. 

G. L. Kapeau.e. He explained how these Sections conflicted 
with each other. "In the Section pertaining to the Tuesday Labor 
days it requires all persons amendable to the labor tax to go to 
work on the Tuesday labor days. In the Section regarding to the 
Government labor tax, it makes a demand on all male persons 
amendable to the labor tax to go to work on those days, on the 
Government roads, highways and bridges. In the Section releasing 


the Teachers, the Inspectors and School Com-ittees it says that 
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they are exempted from the labor tax; therefore there is great 
complication in these Sections, and the proper thing to be done 
in the matter is not clear. Therefore we must straighten this 
out. If we decide to exempt them well and good; if we decide to 
decide to set them to work well and good. These are the only. two 
things for us to do, then this debate will end.” . 

The Premier wanted everybody to take note of what was said. 

Kekino. His views were as follows: He was willing that 
justice be dealt to both sides. He was able to pay the five 
dollars taxed against him if it was decided to have the teachers 
g0 and work on the labor tax days of the Government. 

What he said was not on the point at issue so was not quite 
understood. 

Kawaihoa. He rose and made the following statement. “If it 
was the intention of those who drew up this Act was to require 
the teachers to go to work on the Government labor tax days, on 
the roads, then they ought to go; but if it was their intention 
to exempt them, then it is but proper that they be exempted, as 
was intended by the law Makers." 

The Premier thought this was right. He ordered that all 
discussions ceese and said further, "It is but right that we re- 
quest those who drew up this Act to explain to us the intent of 
these Sections. If they intended the teachers not to go, then we 
must alter it a bit in the latter portion of the Section on the 
Government labor tax days. But if they inteded that the teachers 
should go, then we must amend the Section where the teachers are 
exmpted." 

The Council approved of this, and it was voted that the 
Clerk communicate to Judge Lee and the others requesting them to 
inform the Council as to the intent of the law in the matter. 


This concluded this subject. 


The remaining Complaints in the Petition from Lahaina, were 
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then read, regerding the Market palee in Lahaina. 

Complaint No. 7. Market House. 

The chief cause of the Complaint, was that the Lahaina 
people's labor days were taken up in the building of the Market 
House during the Government labor tax days for road building, and 
yet were denied certain privileges regarding the said house. That 
while disposing their wares in other places their wares were” 
seized and great loss was sustained by them, and also, the 
Governor contemplates selling the stalls of said Market House at 
Auction on yearly terms. This was the cause of the Complaint. 

The Premier ordered that thet portion of the law regarding. 
this matter be read. Sections 2 and 3 on Page 39 of the late 
laws, were then read. 

G. L. Kapeau. He made a clear and comprehensive explanation 
of the character and reason of the Complaint, the reason being 
that their labor tax days were spent in building the Market 
House, those days being intended for works of mutual benefit. 

Be Namakeha. He said. "As the Market building was built 
during the Government labor days, therefore the people made this 
complaint, because their time which wes intended for works of a 
public nature was spent on this building. And when the Governor 
contemplated selling the stalls at Auction and to rent out the 
same, the receipts would all go to the Government, which action 
they think is not of a public benefit. This was the reason of the 
presentation of this Petition. Because their time was spent in 
this work and they expect that all should be benefited." 

J. Y. Kanehoa. He stood up and put the following question 
to B. Namakeha and the Legislature. "Did the people spend more 
in the building of that House than the Government?" 

B. Namakeha answered, "They did not spend more than the 


Government, but since their time was spent on it, they claim they 


should get some benefits." 
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Wana immediately rose and Objected to J. Y. Kanehoa's re~ 
marks. He said. “Is:not the work spoken of as Government work, 

@ work that will benefit everybody? But in this case the Govern- 
ment is the only one benefited, the people get no‘ benefit from 
it at all, therefore it was not right that the people's working 
days should be taken up in that work.” 

J. ¥. Kanehoa stood up and put the following question to 
Wana and the Council, 

"Can not the people from all places and all lands come to 
this place and sperd their money at this Market? Does not it give 
you the right to come from Kauai and buy whatever you want? Does 
not it benefit the people from all lands when you buy from this 
place?" 

Wana said. "That benefit which I get only comes to myself 
from my own money and it does not benefit everybody." 

Je Y. Kanehoa. He rose and stated that when he sought the 
advice of those who were more intelligent than. those in the 
Council, he was told, that the Government had thé right to cause 
any Government work to be done on the Government labor days for 
the benefit of the public because the people are in debt to the 
King for his great kindness in giving them a Government of the 
people. He then sat down. 

Kawaihoa. "I believe this is a mistaken idea, when we cal- 
culate that our days are our own property." 

P. Kanoa, He immediately steod up with a law book of recent 
issue and read from Page 39, regarding the duties of the Governor 
when order by the Minister of the Interior. He said. "The 
streets, highways, bridges, market places and ali kinds of work 
which the Minister of the Interior wish to be done, can be done 
on these days for the benefit of the Government. Therefore 


according to my idea, the Governor of Meui was right in what he 
did." 
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Je Hulu. Fe stood up and spoke of what the people of 


Lahaina hed instructed them to do, to divide the Market House, 
SO as to seperate the Government's half from the people's half, 
so that the Government can sell its half as it wishes or lease 
the same, and the people can occupy their half for the sale of 
wares. 

G. L. Kapeau. He stood up and spoke on the remarks made by 
Je Tulu, "The people were quite right in thinking that way if 
they had not acted so indifferently when the market caught fire, 
and was burnt dom. How can they except anything else now. If. 
the house had not burnt domn then they would have gotten what 
they requested for. Here is what I believe. The house was down, 
therefore, they have no more interest there." 

J. Y. Kanehoa rose and said, "This is what I think, let us 
discuss the matter of the people's interest in the Market, if 
they have no interest let us vote so and end this discussion." 

G. L. Kapeau. "This is what I am certain of. If the build» 
ing was not burnt down then they would have had an interest in 
the building, but since the building was burnt down, they have 
no more interest there. Nothing more need be said on the matter, 
no petition, and the matter should end, this is what I have l 
decided in the matter." 

J. Hulu and Kahale, both said the the people still have an 
interest, but they did not give their reasons why the people 
still have an interest in the place. 

l C. L. Kapeau said, "The matter is ended let the request for 
a new road be read, which will prove that the matter is ended." 

. Fulu seid, "Don't end the matter yet, let me present 
this petition first." 

G. L. Kapeau said. "That would not be right, there have 
been too many petitions allowed that were not properly drawn up." 

7. Hulu and Kahale both said, "This petition was first pre- 
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Sented to us some time ago, but seeing some mistakes we sent it 
back with the request to get another one up and this is the one." 

At this point 2 heated discussion was had as to whether it 
was right or wrong in building the market during the Government 
labor days. 

P. Kanoa. He strongly supported the justice of these Sec=- 
tions of the law regarding the work to be done by the Governor 
on the request of the Minister of the Interior, and a heated 
debate was carried on respecting those Sections. He said: "The 
Governor is authorized to build Market places during the Govern» 
ment labor days. He has the right to rent out the stalls in the 
Place and turn the money over to the Government." 

Ge L. Kapeau.e. He denied that the Government working days 
which were intended for streets, highways and bridges could be 
used for any other work but for those purposes. He continued 
that the matter should end here as much time has been taken up, 
otherwise the remaining Complaints will not be finished. 

That portion of the Complaint following the Complaint re- 
garding the Market, that of seizing the wares from the peddlers, 
such wares not being of foreign importation, was then read. At 
the conclusion, J. Y. Kanehoa rose and stated the nature of the 
orders which were left by him to his Agent. The orders were 
these. "ALL the small articles were to be taken into the market 
Place, but all those articles which were bulky, hay, wood and 
those of similar nature were to be sold outside of the Market 
place; because I believe it improper to gather along the streets 
with these things as it will cause fights and disturbances which 
will be harmful to the public. As to the seizing of the wares I 
did not give any orders to that effect, that must have been the 
work of my agent." 

Some of the members asked “was there any seizing done?" 


G. L. Kapeau denied this. "The Complaint was made because the 
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0 ; E 
verseer had said so, it seems therefore that there had been no 


seizing done." 

Je Y. Kanehoa said. "Yes there was some seizing done all 
right enough, I have been informed that pork was seized froma - 
peddiler." 

The Premier then asked. "What is your pleasure in this matter, 
shall we take final action on it now, or shall we defer it?” two 
thirds of the Council said, "let us take final action on it now, 
and finish this matter so that we can take up other subjects." 

i It was then voted, that the people haye no interest left in 
the said building because it was burnt.down, and that the subject 
be closed. 

A. Paki, made the following remarks after the votecwas taken.. 
"I believe we have acted very properly in this matter, we have 
looked into the matter, and now the matter is ended." He praised 
the action taken. 

After quite a pause, the 8th Complaint was read, regarding 
to the closing of a road leading to the Church, through the house 
lot of Kuloloia, by C. Kanaina. At the conclusion of the reading 
it was considered. 

Ge L. Kapeau said. "Let this matter be referred to the Land 
Commissioners, probably C. Kanaina has been awarded by the Land 
Commissioners, a fee simple title to that land, so I don't think 
we ought to act on it." 

C. Kanaina replied, "I hare been awarded an allodial title 
to the land." 

Wana said, "The Church was puilt first and the houses after- 
wards. The road was made for the Church." 

Kekuapanio stood up and objected to the remarks made by Wana. 
He said, "The people are wrong in saying that, they have made a 
mistake in this complaint. They can only complain regarding the 
closing of regular streets." 

C. Xanaina again rose and explained the reasons why he 
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closed.the road. “Those houses and that lot were built as a home 
for Hoapili to be near the Church. That is the reason why that 
road way was opened. At the present time I know it is hurting 

my place as the people are making userof it all the time, and has 
made it too public; because of this I gave orders to my man to 
close that road way. To my opinion the use the people are making 
of the place, is like tramping over me, as though climbing over 
my back as it were; because it has made my place too public is 
the reason why I have closed it. Another reason why I closed it. 
is this. When I was living at the Place, the people wanted a road 
through the place along the edge of the pond on that other side, 
from the North. I considered this wish of the people and left one 
of my taro patches uncultivated, and waited for the people to 
begin with the road way, but nothing was done up to ie 
cently. Seeing how I was losing in the proposition I therefore 
closed the place. Furthermore at the time Hoapili was living at 
the place, the people were forbidden, not to go through the place 
all the time, it was tabooed because he did not want to make it 
a public road. The road used by the people was then closed and 
another road way given to them. This road way that is being used. 
now was for himself and the Teacher. And being certain that the 
house lot was owned in fee that buildings had been built on it, 
that the place was improved and was made fit for people to live 
in, I therefore believed I had a right to close the road way. 

The houses were built on the place before the Church." 

P. Kanoa. Supporting the remarks of C. Kanaina. P. Kanoa 
stated what he knew about the place being tabooed. This is what 
he knew. In the year 1831 while Kaahumanu was on a tour around 
Hawaii, and while on Maui, she saw that the place was tabooed 
and people were not allowed to pass through it. Afterwards she 
went to Lahaina and again saw the people forbidden from going 


through the place. In conclusion he said. "I therefore think C. 
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Kanaina is right." 


ja 


J. Hulu. He said, "You two are mistaken, the Church was 
built first, and the houses were built by Hoapili afterwards. 
There were a couple of small buildings on the place before this 
and the large buildings were built later. That road way was an 
old road way made for the Church." Hulu then asked C. Kanaina for 
a few fathoms of land for a road way for the people, only enough 
for a small road waye | 

P. Kanoa rose and said. "The reguest is a proper one, let 
Kanaina decide on it, if he thinks the request a proper one he 
cen allow a road way, if not then that will end it." 

J. Hulu. He would not consent to this, saying "That cannot 
be, Kanaina well understands the situation." 

i C. Kanaina. He stood up and again spoke. about the chance 
he gave the people before, but the chance was not taken. . "There- 
fore I will not give them another chance to build a road through 
my place." 

Je Y. Kanehoa. He said, that the building of roads rests 
with the Minister of the Interior at present and not with the 
people. 

J. Hulu, said because the hands of the people were occupied 
with work building the Church was the reason why the people did 
not build the road. He again asked that a small road way be 
given. 

C. Kanaina. He stood up and said. “Don't think that you 
were the only ones who were occupied with work at that time, I 
was also occupied. During all the time I was living in that place 
I was always occupied, so if you people were occupied I was also 
occupied. I urged the matter several times but it was never taken 
up even until now. Do you think I ought to let my place go to 
ruin? Do you think the people ought to climb over me and let then 


ruin my place? Therefore I will not consent to it." 
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Wana then asked C. Kanaina,. "Won't you please acceed to 
Hulu's request for a few fathoms of land for a road way?" io 
answer was given. 

G. L. Kapeau. Here is my opinion. "we cannot make use of 
C. Kanaina's land without his consent, and we cannot pass the 
matter if we so wish to. The proper thing for us to do is to re- 
fer the matter to the Land Commissioners." 

Kawaihoa. He stood to bear witness to what had been said 
py C. Kananina in reference to the place being tabooed during 
Nahiena's time. He saw at that time how the palce was forbidden 
to the people, and that the way to the Church was on the upper 
side. 

There was a momentary pause. 

C. Kapaakea stood up and said, "I believe the matter ought 
to be referred to the Land Commissioners as proposed by G. L. 
Kapeau." 

G. L. Kapeau. He said "Let us close the matter it is passed, 
let the complaint about the new street be read." 

J. Hulu. He would not consent to this, but he did not give 
any reasons why he would not consent. He said "It has not passed." 

A. Keliiahonui answered. "The matter is ended, it has 
passed. Why speak on the matter again? Let us take up something 
else." 

J. Hulu answered. "You have nothing to say in the matter, 
you have been away all this time, so why should you say the 
“matter is ended?" 

The Ninth. Complaint was then read regarding to the building 
of a new street, also the Tenth Complaint regarding to the tax on 
properties and animals, and the Eleventh Complaint regarding to 
the five dollars Costs of Court. At the conelusion of the reading 
of the several complaints there was very little discussion had on 
the matter as the time was up. The whole matter was then deferred 


until to-morrow. 
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The Premier then rose and said the Council will stand ad- 
journed until to-morrow at 10 o'clock A. iM. when it will meet to 
consider matters that are pending.

The Clerk read the minutes of yesterday which were approved. 

The Petition from some of the people of Oahu were read, The 
Council considered the matter of husbands divorcing their wives, 
and mich discussion was had in the matter, and it was voted that 
the law was proper as it stood, and that the same be not amended. 
If a woman has been charged with adultery, by her husband with 
the intention of hurting the character of nis wife and thereby 
get a divorce from her; and if at the trial she be punished by 


the Judge though she be innocent, then she can appeal to a higher 
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Court which shall look into the matter according to law. She must 
however first pay the fine imposed by the District Judge before 
making the appeal. 

The Clerk was then instructed by the Council to reply to the 
Petitioners what was passed by that body. 

Following was the Copy of the letter which was forwarded by 
the Clerk after the same had been approved by the Council.

After careful consideration it was voted by the Council that 
the law on that point mentioned is proper and should not be a- 
mended.

Wana from Kauai then rose and stated the wish of his 
constituents who requested him to bring up the matter of the 
taboo placed by the Landlords on too many fish in each Ahupuaa;

After a prayer was offered, the Clerk read the minutes of 
the 12th, inst, which were adopted. 

The Act Extending the Powers of the Board of Commissioners 
to Quiet Land Titles was read. | 

J. Hulu rose and spoke on reducing the Costs on land Claim 


before the Board of Commissioners especially the poor claimants. 
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Both he and Kahale strongly urged that the Costs be reduced on 
the poor claimants. This was the cause of much discussion. The 
Nobles on one side claimed that the Commissioners had much work 
to do, and this service rendered by them would be unpaid unless 
enough receipts are paid in through the Costs of the land claims. 
The Government is the greater loser before the receipts of the 
Costs are ever taken in and therefore this cannot be done for the 
sake of the poor claimants. 

After this explanation it was made clear to J. Hulu that the 
Costs charged on land claims were reasonable, and the Act was passed 
by the Vobles and Representatives. The Act was subsequently signed 
by the King and Premier. 

The Act to Confer Certain Privileges on the owners of Plan- 
tations was read, considered and passed by the Nobles and Repre- 
. sentatives, Hulu being the only one against passing the Act. Hulu 

wished that the License be at five dollars, but being alone, his 
motion did not prevail the majority voting for the passage of the 
Act. The Act was then signed by the King and Premier. 

The Act to Alter and Amend the Laws relating to Chattel 
Taxes was read as per motion of the 12th.of June. 

Amongst the remarks during the discussion of this Act, were 
those made by G. L. Xapeau regarding the matter as passed by the 
Council, as per instruction given the Clerk to request of the 
framers of the Act as to their intention, regarding the going of 
Teachers and those of the Department to work on the Government 
labor tax days, and those who were exempted from the Tuesday 
Labor days, as the Clerk had failed to report on the matter, 
Since one of the framers of the Act was present, he thought he 
would bring the matter up. The person so requested then rose and 
stated that it wes their intention that the Teachers be exempted 


from the Tuesday labor days as directed by the Sections of the 


law in that matter and that they also be exempted from the 
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Government Labor tax on streets, highways and bridges, because 
the duties required of them are hard and the pay very small. 

zuch discussion was had on this law as what charges should 
pe mede on the different animals. Hulu was in favor of reducing 
the taxes on dogs to fifty cents. 

Wana was in favor of reducing the dog tax to a rial. 

These two were the only ones in favor of a reduction. The 
Liajority of the MWobles and Representatives being in favor of 
passing the Act, the Act then passed and the same was signed by 
the King and Premier. 

Wahineiki was in favor of raising the tax on dogs and Cats 
to fifty dollars because of the fleas. 

The Act to provide for certain amendments in the Law Relat- 
ing to Passports was read and considered but was not passed, be~ 
ing deferred for further consideration before its final passage. 

It was voted that the Council adjourn until 10 o'clock A. il.

After a prayer was offered, the minutes of the 15th, inst, 
were read and approved. 

The Act to Provide for the commutation of the Labor Tax, 
and for the Amendment of certain Acts exempting Certain Persons 
from the Poll and Labor Taxes, was read. 

J» Hulu was in favor of the two dollars cash but objected 
to the three dollars in produce. 

Nawaihoa was of the same opinion. They thought two and a 
half dollars was about right. 

John Ii objected to the reduction proposed by Hulu and | 
Kawaihoa. He thought three dollars in produce proper. The majority 
of the Council were of the same opinion, therefore, the three 
dollars passed, instead of the two and a half dollars. 

Hulu and Kawaihoa again expressed their objection against 
the proposition of exempting the two servants of a Missionary 
teacher from the labor tax or from paying their tax, and they 
were of the same opinion regarding the exemption on the constables. 
They thought that it would be proper for the two servants of a 
Missionary to go to work on the Government labor days and to pay 
the Poll tax provided by this law. 

Kahale, Wahineiki, Wana, Kekino and Kekuapanio and the 
majority of the Nobles of the Council objected to the views ex- 
pressed by J. Hulu and Kawaihoa as shown above. 

John Ii rose and explained at length the benefits received 
by Hawaii through the help rendered by the Missionaries in the 


great and good work carried on by them. A large number of those 
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present thought so too. 

Hulu then explained why he refused. in his endeavor to work 
for the benefit of the Schools he pelieved it but proper that 
everybody should go to work and to pay the taxes. Hulu thought 
that it was not the property of the issionaries that paid these 
taxes but rather the property of the servant himself, therefore it 
was but right that the law should urge all persons born under the 
King to work for the Government. So thought Hulu, but there was 
much discussion on this point of this Act. 

H. Kekuanaoa then rose and endeavored to show the meat in 
the arguments used by Hulu regarding the servants of Missionaries. 
"It is indeed our thought and wish to help the Missionaries but, 
taxes are not placed on the people of this Country with any re- 
gard to the amount of help one renders Hawaii, and no such law is 
enacted. I am of the opinion that what Hulu urges is right, be- 
cause we are not collecting this tax from the liissionary teacher. 
The matter is for you.to consider however." 

Another member expressed his opinion on the matter as 
follows:- "I wish to show two points which are contrary to each 
other in this matter. 1. In publishing the law exempting the 
ilissionaries from this tax one is led to feel that it is done as 
a kindness and perhaps a feeling of partiality too is evident. 


In looking over this one wonders at it. I felt this way at first. 


2. But, it was the intention when the law was framed at first, — 


to do the right thing, because the Missionaries have done some- 
thing of great value to the people of these Islands but nothing 
was given them for their labor. Therefore it would not.do for us 
to lay too much stress on the two dollars, they seem so small and 
. we can well spare them. Furthermore here is another reason 
against it. It has become known to the world at large that there 
is a law exempting the Missionaries and their servants, and our 


actions towards the Missionaries have elso been published to the 
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world, and if we at this tine try and alter this our former 
actions and require taxes of the servants of the teachers, then 
it will bring sheme upon us." 

The majority of the nenbers of the Council believed so too, 
so their minds were firm thet they be exempted. 

It was then voted by the Fobles and Representatives that the 
Act become law this day for the Hawaiian Islands, and the same 
was signed by the King and Premier. Hulu and Xawaihoa voted 
against the exemption of the two servants of a Missionary. 

There being some misunderstanding Ti this New Act as to the 
proper age when a young should person should be taxed the labor 
tex, it was then voted by the Nobles and Representatives that 
when a male subject of the King attains the ace of sixteen years 
the Labor tax be imposed on him, he being at that age an edult, 
and is therefore amendable to all the labor tax required by law 
provided however he is not exempted by any other law now in force 
or may be enacted. 

The senge of the above was then inserted in the Act. 

The Act to provide for certain amendments in the law relate 
ing to passports was read and passed by the Nobles and Represen= 
tatives and declared to be a law of the Kingdon ‘this day; and the 
same was signed by the King and Premier. 

“ M. Kekuanaoa then brought up the House lot, houses and stone 
puilding and the House lot of Hoapili at Wainee, Lahaina, called 
Kuloloia, information having been brought to him that Wm. Lunalilo 
was in possession of the said houses and lots. 

The will of M. Kekauluohi declaring William Lunalilo as her 
heir wes then called for and read, but they failed to find any 
mention of the buildings and house lot be M. Kekauluohi. There- 
fore it was MA YA that since Lot was brought up by Hoapili, 
That ali this property belong to Lot K. Kamehameha. 


Upon the testimony of John Ii and other eye witnesses, that 
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the fence wes built end the houses erected prior to the year 
1859, therefore, it wes thought the title to the ground as well 
as the buildings were properly vested in Lot. 

C. Kanaina remarked, that he understocd the place belonged 
to Lot, but he was thinking of the title to the land. 

C. Kanaina then moved and the motion was carried by vote of 
the Nobles and Representatives, that all the Mouse lot of Foapili 
at Wainee, the Houses and Stone building the fence and all the 
fixtures connected with said buildings, be the property of Lot 
K. Kamehameha. ~ 

The Prenier then gave notice that the Council will stand 
adjourned until to-morrow at 10 o'clock A. M. when it will take 
up any unfinished business.

The Act relating to Bankruptcy was passed and signed by the 
King end Premier. 
C. Kanaina put the following question: "Who will pay the 
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Costs of the Court of land claims in that house lot claimed by 
me? Because I an afraid M. Kekuanaoa might charge it up to me. I 
therefore put this question to you. 

The Council replied that he can inform the Commissioners, 
that after the Council examined the title to the place it was 
clear the place belonged to Lot K. Kamehameha, and therefore it 
was voted that he be awarded the place and he mst pay for all 
sents of Court connected to the place. 

The Premier then remerked thet much work had been accom- 
plished by the Council during the Session for the good of the 
Kingdom and that it was about time to close the Session. He then 
declared "Our work for this year is therefore concluded." 

In reference to the Representatives the Premier and Nobles 
had this to say. "The Common people for their own benefit should 
elect their Representatives in January so as to give them time to 
prepare themselves. Furthermore the Common people should continue 
sending those who have been elected before to the Legislature, as 
the old members are familiar with the work and can do more for 
the people when they meet with the Nobles. Therefore if the 
Common people do not elect new members for the Legislature until 
after the last day of January, then it shall be in order for the 
old members to come to the Legislature. Let this work be done by 
the Governors.”

The Resoution was adopted. 

It was moved and carried that M. Kekuanaoa have charge of 
the Council House, "Maunakilika" furnish spittons and stationary 
and see that the place is clean and the flag hoisted. 

It was moved and unanimously carried that the Council meet 


often so as to finish all proposed legislation. It was also moved 


and carried that the Council meet to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock,

Ukeke one of the Representatives from Oahu then moved that 
the Representatives be paid an additional fifty cents per day 
making it one dollar per day, since the present compensation of 
fifty cents was inadequate to live on. The request for a raise 
was not intended to enrich a person but simply to enable a per- 
son to live properly. 

The motion was discussed and deferred until to-morrow's 
meeting for further consideration.

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Armstrong then spoke that it would be best that the Council 
elect him Interpreter for the Council and also to explain the 
laws and to direct them as to the proper proceedings of the 
Legislature. 

John Ii rose and supported the idea because said he, "How 
can the Council act if no one is to interpret the conversations 
so as to be understood by those who have a true knowledge of the 
laws." 

M. Kekuanaoa then rose and tried to restrain the remarks 
made. This is what he said. "I suppose Armstrong is doubtful as 
to his rights in working together with us and fears that he will 
pe objected to, therefore he wants the Council to define his 
duties and his rights of being present. lly idea is this, that 
Armstrong ought to perform such duties in the Council as are 
provided in the Resolution." 

Armstrong again stood up and said: "It is not proper for 
me to remain in the Council and work together with you members on 
various matters relating to the laws, as this is not my duty 
according to law. The law does not require this of the Ministers. 
After a law is passed by the Council then the Ministers and 
everybody else act. Furthermore, I am a iiinister of the Gospel, 
end these duties are not proper for me to perform unless my 
rights in these matters are defined, therefore it is necessary 
for you to make it clear what my duties amongst you are to be, so 
as to avoid any trouble that may arise, so that when a question 
does come up the record would be clear as to my duties in the 
matter." 

H. Kekuanaoa consented to this. 

It was then voted that Armstrong be appointed interpreter 
for this Council at this time in its endeavor to accomplish some- 
thing for the good of the Kingdon. 


Chapters II., III., and IV., of the Criminal laws were then 
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read. 

Geo. L. Kapeau objected to Section 1, of Chapter II., in ` 
that it provided that conviction can only be had in a Court hav- 
ing jurisdiction of the case. "If this is going to be the case,” 
said he, "what are we to do in places where there are no Courts 
of jurisdiction to immediately try any offense? How about Puna 
and ohne gaeeeee of like nature?" The Council then went into the 
matter and was discussed and deferred for further consideration. 

Section 2, of the same Chapter was taken up and discussed 
at length. The point at issue was this. Some of the members 
thought that this section prohibits the trial and punishment of 
any person who had comnitted an offense in the District Courts 
within the City and the District Courts in General. When the 
person so charged with an offense is arrested the Courts dis- 
cribed in Section 1, of this Chapter would of cause wish to try 
the case. Some of the members thought that any offense can be 
tried in any court and be punished according to the amount of the 
offense committed whether of a greater or a lesser offense, but 
said case cannot be tried or punished if the proper charge has 
not been made. This, according to John Ii and John Young, was the 
reason why the thing could not be done. 

There being so much discussion on the matter, it was voted 
that this said section be deferred and the same referred to Wm. 
L. Lee. 

Chapter IV., was read throughout and the work of ae day 
closed.

There was a great deal of discussion however 
over Chapter 25, between the Representatives about that portion 
of the law regarding the person who ill uses his own animal, and 
objected to having a law where a person can be punished for beat- 
ing his owm animal. They objected against the enactment of a law 
punishing a person for ill using or being cruel to his own pro- 
perty if he so wished. But the Nobles explained the real intent 
of the law as defined by the Constitution and the laws of the 
Kingdom, in that it is within the rights of the King and Legis- 
lature to protect the rights of a man as well as of his property; 
therefore the Nobles and Representatives are within their rights 
to enact laws to protect the property of those who have a mind to 
damage his own interest, for the safety of the Kingdom and the 
people. Therefore it was voted that it was proper and right to 
pass a law of this nature for the protection of all. 

It however voted that the punishment of a person who ill 
uses his own animal shall. Þe of the same degree as the person who 
ill treats the animal of another as defined by the said Section. 
This satisfied the Representatives of the common people and 
Chapter 25, was passed.

The "Act to Abolish the Disabilities of Aliens to acquire 
and convey lands in Fee Simple Title," was taken up for con» 
sideration. 

Ukeke one of the Representatives rose and made the following 
remarksi-- "We have discussed this Act at length in order to more 
fully understand it, and you Nobles have given some very good 
reasons why this Act should be passed; therefore there is nothing 
against the passage of the Act, put I believe it proper for me 
to tell you why I have opposed this measure, it is because my 
constituents the comnon people have requested me. The people of 
Laie at Koolauloa have informed me, that they were in great dis- 
tress, because Chas. Kanaina hed Leased the lands to the foreigners 
and they were not living in harmony." 

Richard Armstrong one of the Consulting Members then imie- 


diately asked the speaker, "Are the foreigners who have leased 


the Laie lands from Chas. Kanaina, those that are not Naturalized." 


The members .of the Council ‘answered, some of them are Naturalized 
foreigners and some of them are Natives. Some of the Nobles then 
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remarkded, "this Act does not refer to the foreigners who are 
Naturalized and have become subjects under the King, and there 
is nothing in the measure that is objectionable, because it 
covers every point." Ukeke was therefore convinced of this and 
he was in favor of its passase. The motion to pass the Act was 
put and the Nobles and Representatives voted in favor of it. The 
Act to Abolish the Disabilities of Aliens to acquire and convey 
lands in Fee Simple Title was then passed. It was also voted 
that the King and Premier sign this Act on this lOth day of July. 

Another New Act, a small one, was then presented. The Act 
was as follows:-- 

"An Act to amend the law relating to the Land tax." 

Be it enacted by the Nobles and Representatives of the 
Hawaiian Islands, in Legislative Council Assembled. 

That Section 4, of Article 2, of Chapter 2, of Part III., 
of the Second Act of Kamehameha III., entitled, "An Act to or- 
ganize the Executive Departments of the Hawaiian Islands." The 
Section is as follows:-=- "No land tax shall be imposed for twenty 
years next ensuing, upon lands patented in Fee Simple Title." 

"Done and passed in the Council House at Honolulu an this 
day of July, A. De, 1850." 

This act repealing Section 4, of Article 2, of Chapter 2, 
Part III., of the Second Act of Kamehameha III., was considered 
with great care, and certain members thought it inexpedient to 
repeal the said Section, and because of this a good deal of dis- 
cussion arose between the members of the Council whether to pass 
or not to pass the Act. The Nobles and Representatives therefore 
voted that the passage of the Act be deferred until some future 
meeting ihien the same can be further considered. 

Another new Act was presented. The title of the Act is as 
follows:-- | 


"an Act Respecting the Pilotage to be levied on Whale Ships." 
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The preamble was first read then the Act was read throughout. 

The Act contained three Sections. The Nobles and Representatives 
considered the Act a good one and a means of benefit to the 
Government. The Act was therefore passed on this 10th day of July | 
A. De, 1850. | 

Another new Act was presented. "An Act granting Exemption 
from duties, for the Encouragement of Agriculture." The Act was 
read throughout. It contained 5 Sections. Being favorably com- 
mented by all it was passed this day. 

Another new Act was then presented, entitled, "An Act to 
provide for the appointment of Clerks for the Circuit Courts." 
The Act was read throughout. It contained 2 Sections. After it 
was duly considered it was passed by the Nobles and Representa= 
tives of the Hawaiian Islands, and the Act became a law on the 
Same day. 

Another new Act was then presented, entitled, "An Act to 
Extend the Jurisdiction of the Superior Court and of Police 
Justices of Honolulu and Lahaina." The Act contained 3 Sections. 
The Act was read throughout and the same was passed this day. 

Another new Act was then introduced entitled, "An Act relat- 
ing to the Register of Conveyances." This Act contained 3 Sections. 
It was read throughout and the same was passed this day. 

Another new Act was then presented, "An Act to amend the 
existing laws on Marriage." The preamble and the 2 Sections were 
read throughout and the same was voted on and passed this day. 
This ended the work on the passage of New laws for the day. 

Wm. L., Lee then put the following question. "Since I have 
required the services of G. M. Robertson to copy certain Acts in 
English and Hawaiian, therefore the work is indebted to him for 
his services and he should be paid. I would like to ask where 
the proper place would be to ask for an appropriation for his 


pays Whether in the Legislature here, or whether in the Board of 
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Finance in the Privy Council?" It was voted that the matter 
should be presented for consideration to the Board of Finance in 
the Privy Council. 

Richard Armstrong then presented a wish Wn. L. Lee had 
‘expressed to him, as follows: "iir. Wa. L. Lee has worked very 
herd in framing the Criminal Laws and other Acts and in doing 
this, he has done work entirely outside of what his duties re- 
quire of him to do, therefore he has expressed a wish to ask of 
the zobles and Representatives that proper appreciations of his 
services be extended to him by the Legislature in the form of a 
resolution." | 

The Legislature consented to this and Richard Armstrong was 
instructed to draw up a proper resolution to be read to the 
Council aata next meeting. 

The work for the day was concluded at 2 o'clock P., M. 

It was voted that the Council meet again at 10 o'clock A. MÁM. 
to-morrow. 

After a prayer was offered the Council adjourned.

After a prayer was offered, the Clerk then reed the minutes 
of yesterday end his explanatory notes in regard to certain 
erasures made by him, which were approved. 

Mr, Armstrong then presented a new Act, "An Act providing 
for the Seminary at Lahainaluna." 

The Act was considered and discussed at length by the Nobles 


and Representatives, and most of the Act was approved of by the 


Council, but regarding the Aprropriation askec. for, some objection 


was raised. One of the Sections provided that a certain amount 
be given to the Seminary at Lahainaluna from the Government 
Treasury, such sum however not to exceed six thousand dollars 
for each year, and that the Minister of Public Instruction shall 
have charge of the said Amount for the payment of the teacher's 
salaries and such other expenses as the seid Minister of Public 
Instruction has use for. 

C. L. Kapeau, if, Kekuanaca and J. W. I. Maikai objected to 
giving this amount of money. They believed that the Schools 
should be satisfied with the amount of money raised from the 
School tax, and as the schools are also being further benefited 
from the one twentieth share of the lands given by the Govern= 
ment; therefore it wes proper for the Minister of Public In- 
struction to appropriate to the Seminary any sums he wished from 
these sources. Furthermore the Government has no available funds 
in its Treasury. Another reason for their opposition was, .be=- 
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cause the Government receipts were decreasing every year and this 
will probably be continued in the years to come, and yet the 
Governnent has to provide for other work and other sources of 
expenditure. They therefore objected taking any funds out of the 
Treasury. 

Ukeke and others of the Representatives were in favor of 
giving this school the amount asked for out of the Govermnent 
Treasury. 

Armstrong then explained at length the reasons why this a- 
mount should be taken out of the Treasury, and why the objections 
raised should be withdravwm. 

Fe spoke in part as AKWA wa "We should not entertain the 
idea that because the schools are in possession of certain lands 
from the Government, that the schools are thereby sufficiently 
endowed with money, because we have just now passed a law pro- 
hibiting the schools from using any of the principle of the 
er derived from the school lands when sold or from any other 
source, but that these several amounts are to be reserved as a 
school fund, and only the interest through loans can be used for 
the schools. I am not very hopeful that the amount derived by 
interest will be enough to keep our schools alive, nor will the 
School tax be enough; but I do believe that such amounts received 
will help out our small schools from Hawaii to Kauai, in case the 
Seminary can receive an appropriation for its expenses form the 
Government Treasury. Because I will not be able to get such 
leerned teachers as Alexander and others, if no provision is made 
before hand for their salaries, for the simple reason that they 
will not serve. Therefore it is mt right that you should con- 
sider this matter well in order that assistance may be rendered 
that School." 

J. W. E. Maikai then asked something about the Catholic 


High School and the interest of the American Missionaries in the 


Seminary at present, end if they were to relinquish 211 their 
interest in said School. 

Armstrong answered as follows:-- "The American Missionaries 
who have assisted this Seminary have decided to return the keep- 
ing of the Seminary to this Government. They are not anxicus 
about the sums they have spent in the said School in the past 
years; they have no more interest left; but it would be proper 
that the School be kept up so as to educate the Hawaiians. That 
is their greatest desire." | 

Another one asked, "If the said building wes to be turned 
into a Court House, would that cause any complications later on?" 

Armstrong answered, "There would not be any wrong in that, 
providing high schools ere maintained in other places in these 
Islands." 

Armstrong continued, "The Catholics cannot in any way clain 
the same assistance for their High School as we are doing in this 


instance, when they see this law, because, they have to return 


their school to this Government, and all their interest in the same - 


pefore the Government can take over the School and maintain it." 

M. Kekuanaoa and G. L. Kapeau remarked that it would be best 
to defer the passage of the Act until after the report fron R. 
Wyllie on the Appropriations was filed, when it would be possible 
to know whether the Government had enough on hand for the 
salaries and other expenses, and still have something left over, 
before passing this. 

Armstrong and Lee however continued urging. "There is no 
foult passing this now for we can amend it afterwards. Because 


l would 
you are misteken about this six thousand dollars. This amount, be 


the limit, we would only spend the actual amount needed each 
year. We may need only a thousand or two thousand or three thou- 
sand, but not more than six thousand. This is what this law pro- 


vides. So it would be but right to pass this Act immediately, as 
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we have several other Acts to consider.” 

Ukeke then remarked. "It is well, let this Act pass. Wh 
sirculd we object to the passage of such a good Act? It is well 
thet the money be spent on education and bad indeed to svend it 
for liquor." 

Several opinions were given out by the different members of 
the Council regarding this appropriation for the Seminary, and 
the Act was considered at length, and it was made evident that 
the Act should pass for the relief of the Seminary. 

The Premier then put the motion. "Those who are in favor 
of passing this Act providing for the Seminary at Lahainaluna, 
raise your hands?" By the show of hands it was unanimously 
passed. 

The Act contained five Sections. 

Another new Act wes presented. The title of the Act was as 
follows:-- "An Act opening the ports of Hilo and Kawaihae on the 
Island of Hawaii, and of Waimea and Hanalei on the Island of 
Kauai, to Foreign Commerce." It contained 4 Sections. The Act was 
rend and considered end because of certain mistakes in the 
arrangement of the Ports suitable for vessels to call, therefore 
it was voted that the Act be referred to Mr. Lee and the Collector 
General and some others for further consideration, after which 
the same can be presented at some future meeting. 

Armstrong again brought up the Act on the Circulation of 
Americen Dimes, which had been introduced on July 2nd. The title 
or the Act was as follows:-= 

"An Act to regulate the Circulation of American Dimes and 
half Dimes." The Act contained but one Section. The Act was read, 
and passed, and it became a law this day.’ 

The Act drafted by R. C. Wyllie for certain privileges and 
Exenptions of Diplomats from Foreign Countries, was then intro- 


duced. The title was as follows:-- "An Act upon the subject of 
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Diplomatic privileges and Exemptions." A long preamble came a= 
head of the first Section, then followed the first Section, .the 
second Section, third Section.and the fourth Section. The Act 
was read and passed by the Nobles and Re»resentatives and the 
same was nede a law for the Kingdon. 

Armstrong then proposed en amendment to the Act already 
passed. "An Act for the better support and sreater efficiency of 
the Public schools." Because said he, "After the passage of this 
Act a letter from one of the School Inspectors was received giv- 
ing certain reasons against the actions of some of the parents 
of the school children, in thet they did not assist in the edu- 
cation of their children, and that they failed td assist in the . 
building of the school houses. To my mind, it is but right that: 
the parents should assist the Gavcrmieit in the education of 
their children." 

The following amendment was then read: "In case the funds 
arising from the present school tax are not sufficient to sustain 
the Public Schools in operation, at least two hundred days in the 
year, and also to keep the school houses in repair, it shall be | 
the duty of the parents of the scholars attached to each school 
to make up the deficiency, by assisting in the support of the 
teachers,. and the repairs of the school houses, as shali be 
directed by the School Inspector and Collector of the District. 
And any parent who fails to assist, shall pay double taxation the 
next year." 

+ was voted that this amendment be inserted in Section ll, 
of the Act to provide for the better support and greater effi- 
ciency of the Public Schools, and the Act to pass as a whole. 

Armstrong then spoke on repealing the law on the land tax 
now in existence. Because said he, he has heard, that this tax 
has been a source of trouble to the people regarding to the lands 


and their interests. One of the tax officers has informed him 
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hat the land tax was in a terrible mix up, because when some of 


ck 


the people possess an allodial title to lands, they are exempted 
from the land tax and those who own no lands are assessed with 
this tax, which is something faulty. He further spoke on those 
who heve filed their claims but so far have not been given fee 
simple titles to these claims, which is a source of complaint to 
many, and the collecting of the land tax on some and the exemp- 
tion of others, together with the claim that people are being 
refused their titles has mede it imerative that the question 
Should be considered and if it cannot be considered then to de- 
cide whether to tax the people or leave things as they are. 

The Council discussed the question at length, and some of 
the members expressed a desire to take up the Act at once and 
act on it and have it passed, and have it go into effect in the 
month of January A. D. 1851. 

G. L. Kapeau objected to this. He said, "Let the matter rest 
until next year when we can consider the matter then and if 
passed publish it." 

This was argued on for somt time. but was not passed. It was 
however voted that the matter be deferred until another meeting 
for further consideration. 

J. W. E. Maikai then asked about the rights of the people 
who have failed to file their claims within the time allowed then, 
whether they will be given a chance or not. The matter was con- 
sidered for a moment, but nothing definite was decided. 

Armstrong then read the resolution of thanks from the Legis- 
lature to Wm. L. Lee for the faithful work performed by him in 
drawing up the penal Code for the benefit of the Kingdom. 


Whereas the Honorable Wn. L. Lee has faithful drawn up the 
Criminal laws as requested by the Legislature on the e7th of 
September A. D. 1847, and 


Whereas the work undertaken by him was one requiring much 
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labor and was entirely outside of the duties given him by law. 

Therefore, Be it Resolved, that this work performed by Wm. 
L. Lee is appreciated and it shall be deemed proper that some- 
thing substantial be given him other than our thanks for this 
work. The Clerk of this Council is therefore instructed to ad= 
dress him a letter and to ask him what he would deem a proper 
compensation for the work rendered. 

It was also voted thet the thanks of the Council be extended 
to him. 

It was voted that the Council meet again on Tuesday of next 
week July 16, at 10 o'clock A. NH. 

After a prayer was offered the Council adjourned.

another New Act wes then introduced and read entitled, "An 
Act relating to the labor tax and like Public Works." | 
This Act was objected to because it was conflicting. Some 
objected because the charge on those wishing to stay from work 
had become too high and asked that the same be reduced. 


Some objected to the requirement that everybody should work, 
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end to refuse the pay in money. Some objected because a charge 
or twenty-five cents was made against employees on planatations 
owned by foreigners, while not working on these Public Works; 
the charge should be alike. Some said, Abandon the road, and 
don't put the people to work on the roads, but put the prisoners 
to such work. 

MK. Kekuanaca objected to this because the cost of keeping 
the prisoners would be too much, so it would be best to put the 
prisoners on something that will bring in some noney in return. 

G. L. Kapeau also objected to this Act because the Aliens 
will request that the roads around their planatations be made 
good while the public roads would be neglected. Geo. L. Kapeau 
spoke on this matter at great length, and stated how some 
foreigners on Hawaii had requested him to make roads for their 
Planatations. 

It was agreed by all that no benefit could be derived in 
taxing the animals owned by the people that go on the roads. 
This Act was not passed because of the discussion. 

It was voted however that the Act be deferred until some 
future meeting when the seme can be brought up for further con= 
sideration. 

Another new Act was then introduced, entitled, "An Act 
Amending the laws respecting Harbor dues," was read and dis- 
cussede 

Geo. L. Kepeau the Governor of Hawaii stood up and spoke 
against allowing Kawaihae a port of entry. "Very few vessels go 
there, most of the vessels call at Hilo and Kelakekua as these 
ports are the first in order and afterwards they call at 
Kawaihae. Another reason why I object is because the palce is- 
very rough at times and it becomes unsafe. Only a short time ago 
a vessel almost got into trouble. I therefore believe Kawaihae 


ought to be closed and Kealakekua be opened as a port of entry 
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with Hilo," 

Some of the others objected to this. Some believed that 
Kavraihee ought to be opened now, because agriculture was in- 
creasing in thet neighborhood and others pleces in Kohale. Sone 
said, "The place ought to be made a market plece, but vessels 
must call at Kealakelwa first for permission from the Custon 
House people." This wes the idea of some of them. 

Armstrong said, "These remarks are not in order in dis- 
cussing this measure. This Act is about the dues, and not re- 
garding the question of opening of ports. If there is no ob 
jection to the dues then let us pass this Act, and we can amend 
the ports of call when we consider the Act relating to the 
ports." 

The Premier then put the motion, "If you are in favor of 
passing the Act entitled "An Act amending the laws respecting 
Harbor dues," and amend the name of the Ports so as to suit, 
then raise your hands. The motion was carried and the Act was 
passed. 

The Act which was read and deferred on the lith of July, 
entitled, "An Act Opening the Ports of Hilo and Kawaihae on the 
Island of Hawaii, and of Waimea on the Island of Kauai, to 
foreign Commerce," was brought up and the preamble was first 
read, then followed Sections 1, 2, Z.and 4. 

It was voted that Kawaihae be stricken out and Kealakekua 
substituted as the port of entry. This wes passed. 

The Premier then put the question, "All those who are in 
favor of passing this Act regarding to the Ports, will please 
raise their hands." All hands were raised and the Act was passed, 
the same ,become law on the day of its publication in the News” í 
paper, Polynesian.

of the 16th, inst, which was approved. 


R. Armstrong then read Wm. L. Lee's reply to the communica- 
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tion addressed to him on the 16th of July, by the Clerk as in- 
structed by the Legislature. The letter in part said: That he had 
received with pleasure the communication from the Legislature 
thanking him for his work in drawing uv the Criminal Laws as 
requested of him by the Council some time ago, and that for this ` 


work 
A the Legislature wes pleased to pay him something substantial, and

that the Legislature now wished him to name something which he 
thoucht would be prover for the services rendered. He however 
did not wish to accept anything for such services rendered the 
Governnent except, to know that the Legislature had appreciated 
his services, 

The letter itself which is on file makes a clear statement 
of these facts. 

Armstrong then stated the wish of the foreigners and of the 
King to have Kawaihae opened as a port of entry to foreign Com- 
merce, and that the place should not be closed. 

Geo. L. Kapeau answered. "I have already requested you 
people to have Kawaihae opened as well as Kealakekua because 
agriculture was on the increase in Hawaii now, But because you 
people thought it would be too costly having Custom House 
Officers there, we therefore decided to open only Hilo and 
Kealakekua. I believe however we ought to open Kawaihae also." 

Armstrong answered. "I also believe this, but the trouble 
will be the Government will have to pay out more than it will 
receive. Furthermore another fault in opening so many ports is 
there will be too many places for vessels to call at. We will i 
then have riots, drinking rum, fights and other evil doings, ! 


which wili sive us lots of trouble. Then we will be put to the 


trouble of getting more foreign Judges and more money will go 
for their salaries. But our troubles will not end there. There 
will be claims of damaces probably and the Government will be in 


other complications. This is one of the reasons why there will 


ee epeo 
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pe danger in opening so many ports for vessels to call at. But 
I don't believe this is the chief reason with some people, if we 
have so many ports of call. Their chief reason to my mind will 
be this. Some of you Chiefs and others who have vessels will 
complain. Such as HM. Kekuanaoa, Paul Kanoa and J. Y. Kanehoa, 
they have vessels and they have paid the Minister of the Interior, 
Licenses for these vessels to trade. Their receints will decrease 
enormously, because there will be so many more vessels trading 
petween this palce and Lahaina and from Lahaina to Kawaihae and 
so on between other ports, they will then say, ‘we have lost, 
because we have paid for these Licenses.’ But I have no ob 
jections if you decide to open up Kavaihae as a port. I believe 
it a good thing." Everybody approved this. 

| The Premier then put the motion, "If you are in favor of 
including Kawaihae in Hawaii a port of entry please raise your 
hands." All nands were then raised and it was carried this day, 
to insert Kawaihae in the Act, relating to ports of entry, which 
was passed on the 16th of July 1850, last past. The title of the 
Act will then read as follows: "An Act opening the ports of . 
Hilo, Kawaihae and Kealakekua on the Island of Hawaii, and of 
Waimea of the Island of Kauai, to Foreign Commerce." 

Armstrong then urged that the Legislature take up for con- 
sideration the Act that had been deferred, the Act amending the 
Land tax. Geo. L. Kapeau objected and asked that it again be 
deferred until more of the Nobles were present. This was agreed 


to and the measure was again deferred. 


The Legislature then took up the Act relating to the work 
on Roads, which had been deferred on the 16th of July. The Act i 


wes then read throughout. | 


Armstrong then spoke on the benefit of roads, end how it 


Will benefit everybody in general. He also spoke of road making 


in America that it was the duty of the people to make them and 
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not the Government. At the conclusion of his remarks, the Repre- 
sentatives were questioned as to their views. Ukeke and J. W. E. 
Maikai replied that the law was all right in this respect the 
only objection was in the charges, in their opinion fifty cents 
was not right. This was the opinion of the rest of the Represen« 
tatives. A lot of discussion then rose over this. 

One of the arguments presented was as follows: Je We Be 
Maikai urged that a regular tax of one dollar each be placed on 
each person, to be collected in advance. He said, "If this is 
agreed on, then our streets would all be in good order, we would 
be able to hire people to fix up the worst portions of the roads." 
He was very emphatic. 

G. L. Kapeau and others of the Nobles objected to this. 
Armstrong then remarked about how a certain foreigner in 
Kauai wished to become the Road supervisor. for Kauai to act with- 
out pay, and that he could arrange with the people about building 
the roads in Koloa. Armstrong had replied to him that it would 

be well if he could build the road from Koloa to Kapaa. 

He also spoke what he thought about the road Overseers, and 
that he had inserted the proper wording about the appointment of 
the Overseers so as to do the work quickly. To appoint men:of 
high standing like Kanaina and such other Chiefs as Overseer, in 
order that the work may be finished quickly, as he saw when he 
first landed here, the Chiefs and people were very industrious 
in making roads. 

C. Kanaina remarked, "That is quite probable. In the days | 
gone by, the Chiefs used to be the instructors of the people in 
agriculture, they copied and worked very hard. In these days the 


Chiefs are limited to their own farms only, and the common people | 


to their own farms, the lands consequently are all overgrown with 
weeds." 


J. W. E. Maikai again spoke about taxing the people one 
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dollar each. Ukeke was also in favor of this. 

Paul Kanoa tinen rose and objected to the statements made by 
J. W. E. Uaikai and Ukeke. "The people are already over burdened 
without taxing them. The person who owns several cattle and 
horses and wagons is to pay one dollar, and the poor man also 
one dollar, would: not the poor man feel that the law was a 
burdensome one?" 

The Representatives were very strongly in favor of the idea 
of taxing, and Kihe was in Aa of having the old law. 


Nawaalaau urged that one dollar ought to pay for the whole 


thing otherwise to work on the roads for 12 days. The Represen= 
tatives were of the same opinion. 

There was much discussion over this matter but it was not 
passed, it being deferred to some other meeting.

The Section was read and voted to be inserted before Section 5, 
and to number this new Section as Section 5 and Section 5 to be 
renumbered Section 6, so that the said Act would contain 6 
Sections. l 

Tne Section provided for the filling of vacancies in the 
Board of Trustees through death or resignation. 

The Appropriation Bill providing for the salaries of the 
Government officials, the King, the members of the Privy Council, 
the Governors and the different officials under the different 
departments of the Government, and the appropriation for all 
works connected with the Roverments 

The Bill was read throughout but it was not passed as the 
presence of some of the Nobles and of Wyllie was required, those 
who were posted on the measure. 

C. Kapaakea rose and presented his views on the amount of 
the King's allowance, he thought it proper to make it $10,000.00 
a year; and to give thé. palace an allowance of $6,000.00. He. saig, 
"The Last allowance given the King was not sufficient for nis 
wants neither will this allowance of $8,000.00 appropriated 
here." 


Geo. L. Kapeau thought so too, and also B. Namakeha and J. 
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Kaeo, But it was not passed. 

Geo. L.e Kapeau and J. Y. Kanehoa both stood up and requested 
thet the item in the Appropriation Bill regarding to the Jails 
be passed as the Jails in their respective Islands were still 
unfinisned. This was the case with the Jail at Kealakekua, 
Hawaii, and Wailuku, Maui. 

Jas. Y. Kanehoa waved who was to pay for the food of those 
prisoners banished on Kehoolawe, as there were so many sent there 
and are destitute. The question was not acted on. 

Geo. L. Kapeau again rose and asked that his yearly allow- 
ance be two thousand dollars, which would be about right for the 
amount of work involved in said office given him, Because said 
he "With my present allowance I am prevented from taking in 
Competent Clerks to do the work in the Governor's Office, be- 
cause the allowance is only $144.00 and consequently I an forced 
to give them a part of my salary, and I am also forced to do 
their work." 

Jas. Y. Kanehoa rose and stated that to his mind two thou- 
sand dollars as requested by G. Le Kapeau would be about right. 

Armstrong then remarked. "It would not be proper to raise 
cur allowances, because, the foreigners would be the ones to be 
penefited the most, which would cause friction with the people. 
I am well satisfied with my salary and do not wish to raise it 
for I do not wish to have reflections cast on me or on you." 

Ge L. Xapeau again remarked. "I am of the same opinion, but 
I do not think it will ever reach that far, but on the other 
hand it is but risht that we have some understanding as to the 
limit, say two thousand and no more, and then let it stay at 
that until such time when a whole raise along the line would be 
made if thoucht proper." 

J. W. E. Maikai again brought up the matter of raising the 


King's allowance to Ten Thousand and the Queen's to Two Thousand. 
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The Premier again remarked that the wife should be satisfied 
with the husband's allowance. 
The matter was then deferred until another meeting for 
further consideration. 
Lokomaikai one of the Representatives moved that the Council 
grant them a raise of fifty cents a day. The motion was carried. 
It was voted that the Council meet again to-morrow at 10 ..

A de= 
bate arose over the matter but was not passed as R. C. Wyllie 
came in at this time when all discussions ended. 

R. C.e Wyllie replied to the request for his presence, and 
his remarks were received with thanks. 

R. C. Wyllie then gave his views regarding to the action of 
the Legislature. 

Wm. L. Lee then discussed at length why the salaries of the 
Governors and Chiefs should be raised and why they should be 
reduced. 

There was much discussion had over the salaries but nothing 
was passed, being deferred to another meeting.

The salary of the King, Chiefs, Governors, Clerks and other 
officials wes again discussed. 

After due consideration the Legislature passed some of the 
items. 

It was voted that the King be allowed the sum of Ten Thou- 
Sand per year, not including the allowance for the Palace. 

The items for the three Governors, of Kauai, Maui and 
Hawaii were passed as follows:-- To the Governor of Kauai the 
sum of One Thousand and Twenty dollars, To the Governor of Maui 
the sum of One Thousand Two Hundred and Sixty dollars. To the 
Governor of Hawaii the sum of One Thousand One Hundred and Forty 
dollars. These were the sums given to the seid Governors per 
year. | 

The salary to the Governor of Oahu was to remain as heretoe 
fore. The Council did not discuss the matter. 

The salary for the different Chiefs, members of the Privy 
Council was then passed. They were allowed the same salary 
allowed them at present, the sum of Eight Hundred dollars apiece, 
peing the amount passed in the Privy Council of the King. They 
to receive no other allowance. 

It was voted that the sum of One Hundred and Eighty dollars 
pe allowed to each Secretary to the Governors of the Islands of 
Kauai, Oahu, Maui and Hawaii. 

It was voted that the items provided for the new Custom 
House Officers for the new ports, as contained in the Appro- 


priation Bill prepared by R. C. Wyllie, be stricken out. 
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It was voted that the sum of Two Hundred dollers be set 
aside for the use of the Police Magistrate of Honolulu, Oahu, 
to be in the keeping of the Minister of the Interior, and to be 
spent by order of the Governor upon the request of R. H. Bowlen, 
the present Police Magistrate. . l 
It was voted that the Judge of the Port of Hilo be paid the 
sum of Eight Hundred dollars a year.

It was voted that the sum,Two Thousand dollars be given the

District Judges and the Circuit Judges, and from these amounts 
the Governor can, according to his discretion apportion out, he 
not to expend over this amount. 

It was voted that the sum of Six Thousand dollars be 
appropriated for the Jails in Kauai, Maui and Hawaii, each not 
to spend more than what is necessary. The Minister of the In- | 
terior is however to have charge of the same and to be expended 
at his discretion upon the request of the Governors. 

It was voted that the Appropriation Bill for Salaries, 
which has peen read and considered in the past few days, shall | 
be referred to R. C.e Wyllie for amendments and the same to be | 
returned after the amendments have been inserted, before its 
final passage. “ 

It was voted that the Clerk be instructed to inform R. C. 
Wyliie to insert the amendments made and to make the Bill pre- 
sentable.

The Salary Appropriation Bill and the communication in reply 
to the King's Message, which was prepared by R. C. Wyllie, re- 
lating to the amendments and passage of the Bill were presented, 
and because the communication was lacking in certain things, it 
was voted thet the preparotion of the said communication be 
referred to William L. Lee, and to have the same presented at 
some future meeting when the said reply will be considered.

m “These are the things we have considered in our meeting, 
"and we have agreed to present them on the request of our con- 
"stituents. And we beg you the Nobles of the Legislature that 
"we consider these matters together and relieve the people from 
"these things. There are other things which the common people 
"wish which are unreasonable, and which we will present later on 
"When ready.

The minutes of yesterday were read by the Clerk and the 
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Same were approved. 

Armstrong then requested in the presence of the King and the 
members of the Legislature, that he be excused from the Council 
as he was ill and his duties in the Council were about finished. 

It was therefore voted by the Nobles and Represcntatives 
that Armstrong be excused from the Council, but in case work is 
brought up that require his presence in the Council, he shall be 
sent for or the work can be left at his home. Wyllie, Bates and 
Lee are however still expected to come. 

The Premier then presented a few more new Sections to be 
inserted in the Act passed on the 6th of August 1850, entitled, 
"An Act confirming certain Resolutions of the King and Privy 
Council passed on the 21st day of December, A. D. 1849, Granting 
to the Comnon people Allodial titles for their own lands and 


were 
House lots, and certain other privileges." These Sections, pre= 


A 

pared by the King as he was not altogether satisfied with the 
said Act, something being wanting in the matter of the house lots 
and the farm lands of the people. The Sections were as follows: 

` “Section 5. In granting to the people, their house lots in 
"fee Sine title, such as are separate and distinct fron their 
"cultivated lands, the amount of land in each of said house lots 
"shall not exceed one quarter of an acre. 

"Section 6. In granting to the people their cultivated 
"srounds, or Kalo lands, they shall only be entitled to what they 
"have really cultivated, and which lie in the form of cultivated 
“lands;.and not. such: as the people muy hevecoultivared an 
"aifferent,. spots with the seeming intention of enlarging their 
"lots; nor shall they be entitled to the waste lands. 

"Section 7. FPurthernore. When the landlords have taken 
"allodial titles to their lands, the people on each of their 
"lands shall not be deprived of the right to take firewood, house 
"timber, ti leaf, thatch,:aho and aho cord, and food for their 
nown private use but not for profit. The springs of water, and 
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"running water ana roads shali be free. If certain people of the 
"Land desire to go to the mountain for things needed they shall 
"be free to go. They shall however first inform the landlord or 
his Agent. 

The Legislature then considered these things at length with 
a view of improving the Act. They were not passed however being 
deferred until some other meeting for further consideration. 
Sections 5 and 6 however were approved with minor changes. 
Section 7 was deferred for further consideration. 

Turthermore. J. W. E. Maikai requested that the conmon 
people be given their lands received from the King under his 
landlords free of commutation. The matter was then discussed and 
voted on that the Representatives prepare a written report on 
these matters and present the sane at some future meeting when 
ready, and the Premier shall vresent the same to the Privy 
Council. 

A new Act was then introduced, "An Act amending the law 
relating to the King's Chamberlain." The Act was then read. The 
first Section contained 13 Subsections. The Act contained four 
Sections. The Act was consideréd and passed and the same became 
a law this day. The matter of the money to be paid by A. Paki 
to the King's physician, was not passed as it was voted that 
Wyllie be questioned in the matter. 

The Council again took up for discussion the complaints of 
the people as presented by the Representatives. The Act on Awa 
was discussed at length. 

It was voted that the Representatives prepare a report 
mether,to repeal the Awa law, and present the same when action 
shall be taken in the matter. 

It was voted that the Council Heer again on Tuesday of next 
week at 10 o'clock A. H.

The minutes of the 14th of August were read and approved. 

Armstrong came in of his own wish regarding to something he 
wished to say, on the petition of the Foreign planters, and his 
being present was approved. l 


J. Y. E. Maikai one of the Representatives reported that 
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they had held a meeting regarding the Konohikis who were the 
common people and the Konohikis who were Chiefs; because of the 
petition to award to the common people who were Konohikis and 
to the Chiefs who were Konohikis, the titles to the lands owned 
by them from the King. And thet the Report had been handed to 
to the Minister of the Interior for presentation to the King in 
the Privy Council, as requested by the Legislature on the 14th 
day of August 1850. 

Lokomaikai one of the Representatives then presented a 
petition from certain people in Molokai, because some taro patches 
had been taken away from them by Ilae the tax officer and other 
Konohikis prior to the time when the law relating to the filing 
of claims was passed. Realizing the troubles they have been put 
to because the patches had been taken, they now think they ought 
to be returned. It was when His Highness John Young was the 
Governor that this had happened. 

The Legislature then taok up the matter and it was discussed 
put no final action was taken, the matter being deferred until 
next year at the next Session of the Legislature when the matter 
can be brought up if it was so desired. 

J. W. E. Maikai one of the Representatives presented their 
venous on the law peletine to the use of Awa as was requested of 
them on the 14th of August 1850. It was then read, the report 


being as follows:-=

"those diseases mentioned in the above Section, shall not give 
"to others any Awa to drink nor shall such a person buy Awa for 
"others. If such a person is found guilty of either giving or 
"buying Awa for others, he shall be fined the sum of one hundred 

"dollars. or be imprisoned. at hard Labor for the Government. for 
"the term of six months. 

"3. Those who are prohibited by this law from the use of 
"Awa, upon conviction shall be fined the sum of one hundred 
"ddltars, or be imprisoned at. hard labor for the Government, for 
"the term of six months. But if the person had not taken it but 
Nas in the act of prepareing it then he shall be fined fifty 
"dollars or be imprisoned at herd labor for the Government for 
"the term of three months. | 

"4. The license given out to those who sell awa shall 
"specify clearly as proveded by law, that Awa should be sold 
"only to those having the diseases mentioned in this law, but 
"no more than two pieces of Awa shall be sold to any one sick 
"person on the same day. Should the person selling the Awa sell 
"nore than the amount allowed by this law or sells it to thers, 
"then upon conviction he shall be fined the sum of five hundred - 
"dollars or be imprisoned at herd labor for the Government for 


"the term of one year and his license taken away from him. 
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"5. Those Physicians who have the right to prescribe for 
"medicines, shall only prescribe the use of Awa to those having 
"the diseases above mentioned, and should they prescribe to 
"others, then upon:conviction they shall be fined the sum of 
"fifty dollars. or be imprisoned at herd labor for the term of 
"three months.

"Two of the Representatives are doubtful about this. They 
"have two views in the matter, either to let it be free or to 
"entirely prohibit its use. (Signed) "Keanu,

J. W. E. Maikai then spoke what they had thought about the 
use of Awa. The majority were in the opinion that the use of Awa 
should be prohibited and that it should not be sold, but since 

a few of the members were not in favor of this, they therefore 
thought of making it so that a law could be enacted limiting 
the use of Awa. 

The Council then considered the petition. But since a large 
number of laws had already been enacted at this Session of the 
Legislature and the Session had been a long one, and since the 
King was unwell and there yet remained other work to be finished, 
therefore it was voted by the Nobles and Representatives that 
it would be best to postpone action on the petition until the 
next Session of the Legislature in 1851, when the matter can be 
brought up again should the Legislature so desired. 

J. We E. Maikai for the Representatives submitted another 
report on Awa, as N. Keau and Kiha were strongly opposed to the 
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report which was passed by them regarding to Awa on the 15th of 


August 1850. The report was as- follows:-~

This report of the Representatives regarding to Awa was 
listened to by the Nobles and action on the same was deferred in 
like manner as the previous one. 

J. W. E. Maikai again submitted for the Representatives a 
report regarding the School teachers, which had been adopted by 
the Representatives on the 16th of August 1850. The report was 
as Foner 

"l. Because of the needs of the teachers from Hawaii to 
"Kauai, their pay should be SAWA as the cost of everything 
"has gone up at this time Their pay should be raised in the 
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"following manner. if they are receiving twenty-five cents an 
“increase of twenty-five cents should be made, and so on. 

"2. The animals owned by the teachers should be allowed 
"free of taxes, but if a teacher should get the animals belonging 
"to others with the idea of avoiding taxes, he shall pay the 
"sum of. twenty: dollars. .

The Nobles listened to the report regarding to the petition 
of the School teachers to the raising of their pay, but no dis- 
cussion of the matter wes had. It was voted that the matter be 
postponed until next year when the same can be brought up in 
case an increase is Sgain urged. for. 

J. W. E. Maikai then read the petition passed by them to 
the King, being the same that was read to the Council on the 
13th of August 1850. The same was listened to but no discussion 
was had. It was voted that the Legislature Look up this matter 
at its Session next year, in case it is brought up in such a way 
so that it could be considered. 

It was voted that the reports submitted by the Representa- 
tives shall be copied in the Record Book of this Legislature in 
order that the same can be referred to, and the original Gopies 
to be placed for keeping in the Legislative box. 

A new Act was then read, "An Act to regulate the letting of 
horses in the City of Honolulu." The measure was listened to by 
the Nobles and Representatives, put opposition being raised by 
some, it was therefore voted by the Nobles and the Representa~ 
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- tives that the Act be not passed at this time, but that it be 
kept until next year when the same can be brought up in case the 
Legislature be ready for it. 

J. W. E. Maikai one of the Representatives presented ‘this 
idea regarding the letting of horses. That horses shall be pro- 
hibited from being kept on the streets; they shall be put in 
stables and kept there by their owners and those who wish to hire 
the horses shall go to the stables for them and there agree on 
the price for the hire. That horses shall not be hired out on the 
Sabbath, and horses shall not be hired to those who are in- 
toxicated. Those who take their horses around the streets of the 
City shall be fined ten dollars and the same fine shall be im- 
posed on those who let horses on the Sabbath day and those who 
let horses to those who are intoxicated. The law should exclude 
those servants who are taking horses under orders from their 
masters, and to those horses which are let out by the month or 
two weeks or more. 

Armstrong then presented the petition from the foreign 
planters giving their views to the Legislature, how Agriculture 
could be increased in the Kingdom, from Hawaii to Kauai. The 
petition was read throughout and strict attention was given by 
the Legislature to its reading. Some of those who signed the 
petition were Wm. L. Lee, Marshall, Henry Boti(?), A. B. Bates, 
Torbert and other planters and also Armstrong. 

Some of the members spoke very strongly on the subject why 
Agriculture was the main reliance of the Kingdom. They expressed 
great joy when they heard that the King.and Chiefs decided to 
give allodial titles to the common people as one of the means 
which will induce the people to cultivated the soil, and by this 
petition they have shown how willing they are to go into the 
thing. 


The petition showed what was done and what was presented. 
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How it was proposed to import fruits, seeds, large cattle, large 
horses and horses fit for farmers, large sheep producing fine 
wool and other things of benefit to the country. The petition 
prayed that an appropriation of one thousand dollars be given 
for the encouragement of agriculture, should the Representatives 
and Nobles believe it for the best interest of the Country. 

Mi. Kekuanaoa opposed this saying, "It will not be right to 
give them this money, let them experiment by themséives and if 
they make a success of the matter they will reap it for theme 
selves, the Government will not loose in that event. But I bee 
lieve the Government will loose the thousand dollars if we give 
that amount to them and the same is not returned. But in their 
success they will be benefited and not the Government. I there- 
fore refuse giving them this amount." This killed the motion. 

It was however voted by the Nobles and Representatives that 
the petition be left over until the next Session of the Legis- 
lature in the year 1851, when the matter will be considered and 
the petition sranted or refused. 

Armstrong then requested the Legislature to amend certain 
mistakes in the Act providing for the better support and greater 
efficiency of the Public Schools which was passed on the 9th of 
July, 1850. It was therefore voted that the Clerk of this Council 
insert in Section 12 of the Act passed on the 9th of July, 1850, 
regarding to the Schools the following word and figure, "Part 5" 
after.the words "Chapter II." and after the word "inister" the 
words "excepting what relates to the labor days of the landlords 
in Section 3," and to rearrange the number of the Sections in 
the English which was published in the Polynesian of this week. 

A minor amendment was also requested to be made to the Act 
awarding allodial titles to the Cormon people, the Act which

hed been wa WA ne Privy Council for further consideration 
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for certain reasons presented and passed by the Nobles and 
Representatives on the 14th of August 1650. Since the Act had 
already been passed by the Legislature on the 6th of August 
1850. 

ft the conclusion of the above, the greater part of the 
work for the Session was ended, as requested by the King on the 
first day of the Session. 

The Nobles and Representatives then rose while His llajesty 
Kamehameha III., expressed his ideas why the Session should 
close, and also to express his joy and thanks to his Nobles and 
Representatives for the work done by them, and also to request 
them to go to their homes in peace. 


His remarks were then read as follows:-« 


"To the Nobles and Representatives of the People. 
Greeting: 

I have a word to speak to you to=day. I appreciate 
the work performed by you 50 diligently for the good of the 
Kingdom in the past four months. This Council is for the enact- 
ment of laws. Several laws have been passed and we are to See 
whether they will be for the good of the country or whether they 
will be to the detriment of the Country; put I do not believe 
it will be detrimental to our interests. I believe on the other 
hand much good will come from these laws. We have not finished 
all of the needs of the Country, there are several things left 
unfinished. t since this Session has been a long one and pe~ 
cause the different departments of the Government are in need, I 
belive it but right to -close this Legislature. This Session is w 
therefore closed until April of next year when you will meet 
again. I thank you. All of your unfinished work can be left in 
the Legislative files to be taken up at your next Session in 


April; also the petition from the Agriculture Society. Remember 
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me to the people when you return to your homes. That is all. 
I again thank you all, the Nobles and Representatives.
